% Education board’s 
missing bid files 
disturb auditors

An audit of the Shelby County 
Board of Education’s books has 
been called ‘highly critical’ of 
the board’s procedures. 

Don Lawley, legal counsel for 
the State Board of Examiners of 
Public Accounts, made that com- 
ment to the Shelby County 
Reporter Tuesday regarding the 
just completed audit that covered 
the period October 1, 1978 
through September 30, 1980. 

Among other items, the audit 
reports that a file containing 
most of the bid documents was 
lost, misplaced, or otherwise 
unavailable for audit. Lawley 
said, ‘‘(What was) very disturb- 
ing was the disappearance of 
those bid files.’’

Lawley, who was born and 
raised on Pea Ridge in Shelby 
County, said all Alabama 
governmental units are required 
by law to keep all bid files. 

The state board of Examiners 
of Public Accounts audits all 
county agencies at two or three 
year intervals. 

County school superintendent 
Charles Knowles said he would 
have no comment on the audit 
until he could study it in detail. 
He said it might take two or three 
weeks to study it. 

The audit found fault with 
general accounting procedures 
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and with purchasing policies. 
‘*Purchases were made by 
various employees at will.’’ 

The audit questions that the 
state bid law was complied with 
in several instances. The bid law 
requires that purchases involving 
more than $2,000 be made 
through free and open bidding. 

One purchase totaling $4, 535 
was made by the board at the re- 
quest of the Valley School. No 
bids were solicited for this pur- 
chase of 15 items from a Califor- 
nia supply company. 

The audit also points out that 
recommendations made in the 
previous audit had not been com- 
plied with.

Burglary suspect leads four hour chase 


A suspected burglar was ar- 
rested Monday after a long chase 
by Pelham and Alabaster police. 

Police caught Wilbur Davis, 
37, of Thomaston, Ga., after 
they chased him from a house on 
Indian Hills Road to the ‘A A’ 
Grocery store in Alabaster. The 
arrest was made about four hours 
after the burglary occurred. 

“It was a joint effort by the 
Pelham police, Alabaster police, 
and the Shelby County Sheriff’s 
office,’ Sgt. Tommy Thomas of 
the Pelham police department 
said. 

When Pelham police received a 
call that the burglary was in pro- 
gress, two units responded. Sgt. 
Donald Bruce Matson and 
patrolman G.R. Welch arrived at 


the residence just as the suspect 
was trying 10 get away in a pickup 
truck. 

The suspect eluded the police 
at the house and drove south 
down Hwy. 31. The police 
followed the suspect as he turned 
south on I-65 into a trap, where 
Alabaster units had set up a 
roadblock. At this point, Shelby 
County Deputy Buddy Wilkerson 
joined in the chase. 

When the suspect realized he 
was hemmed in, he took a sharp 
turn off the interstate and crash- 
ed into the fence. He jumped out 
of his truck and fled into the 
nearby woods on foot. 

Matson and Welch chased the 
suspect on foot for a while, but 
gave up the search at about 6 


p.m, Then Lt. Leroy Davis of 
Alabaster received information 
from local residents that someone 
fitting the description of the 


suspect was ‘hanging around’ 
close by the ‘A A’ Grocery store. 
Police arrived on the scene and

Legislators peppered with

For the first time in the 
memory of those present, a state 
_@ legislative committee met in 
Shelby County on Tuesday, June 
30. 


The joint committee on 
redistricting, under the Chair- 
manship of Senator Lister Hill 
Proctor of Sylacauga, held public 
hearings in the LeBaron recital 
hall on the campus of the Univer- 
sity of Montevallo. 

Swarms of local dignitaries 
from all parts of the county ap- 
peared at the hearings, since 
Shelby has had the greatest 
population change since the 1970 
census, and therefore will have 
the biggest change in district 
lines. 

Senators Doug Cook of 
Vestavia, Hinton Mitchem of 
Albertville, Mac Parsons of 
Hueytown, Cordy Taylor of 
Prattville and Proctor joined 
Representatives Jim Bennett of 
Homewood and Rick Manley of 
Demopolis on the committee. 

Following a warm welcome to 
the group by UM president Jim 
Vickrey, Proctor announced that 
a preliminary plan had been 
adopted for congressional 
redistricting, but that the more 
difficult task of forming a 
() legislative reapportionment plan 

would not be completed for a 
month or more. 

The floor was then opened for 


public testimony, and Joe Heilig, 
a three-year resident of Helena, 
made several comments. 

‘Every consideration should 
be given to try and not split a 
county more than is necessary.”’ 
‘Shelby County was really 
dissected (last time)’’ ‘‘Neither of 
my representatives (Senator 
Doug Cook and Representative 
Jabo Waggoner) lives in Shelby 
County.”’ 

Heilig went on to advocate in- 
creased scope for home rule, and 
to suggest that the present setup, 
which equalizes the population of 
each legislative district, ironically 
denies the one-man, one-vote 
principle by cutting across county 
and precinct lines--leaving 
isolated handfuls of voters 
without any practical influence. 

As Heilig took his seat to the 
sound of applause, Rep. Manley 
answered, ‘“‘As much as we can, 
we will adhere to county boun- 
daries.’’ 

Manley stated that the 
Legislature adopted a redistric- 
ting plan in 1973 that would have 
given Shelby County one 
representative and one senator, 
(he and Cook were on the com- 
mittee then) but that the federal 
courts rejected the plan and pro- 
ceeded to chop up Shelby County 
along with the other 66 counties 
in the state. 

The 1973 legislative plan would 
have allowed a maximum 6 per- 


cent difference in population bet- 
ween the largest and the smallest 
districts. The one the courts final- 
ly approved, based on census 
tracts, had less than 1 percent 
deviation. 

This time, the lawmakers ex- 
pect a little more federal flexibili- 
ty, yet Proctor said it would be 
“irresponsible to approve a plan 
with more than 5%’’ deviation. 

In addition to federal court 
scrutiny, any plan adopted must 
pass muster with the US Justice 
Department, which has the power 
to reject it if any sign of racial or 
religious discrimination is found. 

In response to an audience sug- 
gestion that any low-population 
districts be placed in Shelby 
County, to allow for future 
growth there, Senator Proctor 
stated that the law forbids taking 
any account of the future. 

David Bradley of Riverchase 
pointed out that five arrivals have 
come to his neigborhood in the 
last week, and offered to take the 
committee on a tour to see the 
bows on the mailboxes. 

Using round numbers, Rep. 
Manley said that in 1970, 32,500 
people went to make up a house 
seat, and that this time it would 
be 37,000 for the house, 111,600 
for the senate. 

Since Shelby County’s popula- 
tion is listed as 66,298, it could 
hope to dominate two house seats 
and elect half a senator, if 


everything breaks right. 

Senator Cook allowed that the 
committee was considering the 
possibility of moving Jabo Wag- 
goner’s district completely into 
Jefferson County, and creating a 
new seat in North Shelby County. 

Third district county commis- 
sioner Don Murphy next took the 
microphone, saying, ‘‘We 
desperately need and deserve our 
own representative. This is the 
most critical problem we'll face 
in the next 20 years. We have pro- 
blems getting local bills passed.’’ 

Rep. Manley replied that other 
counties were chopped up worse 
last time, notably Barbour with 4 
senators and 3 representatives, 
(population 24,000) and 
Talladega with the same number 
(population 74,000). 

**You understand we can’t do 
that unless the numbers fit,’’ 
Manley concluded. 

“*Yes, and I understand that 
you can play with numbers too,”’ 
retorted Murphy to laughter and 
applause from the audience. 

“If we do that, we'll get so- 
meone in New York on a com- 
puter carving us up like last 
time,’’ Manley came back. 

**Well, at least cut us a bigger 
slice of the pie. We cannot elect 
or defeat anybody. Some 
representatives are trying to serve 
two masters,’” Murphy kept on. 

“*Just for an example, though 
we have 45% of the county 


A Montevallo native, James 
Earl Davis, will serve as business 
financial coordinator for the 
school system.

Hope has been in jail since he 
was arrested after allegedly leav- 
ing a rifle and $500 in cash in a 
car parked at the Holiday Inn in 
Clanton.

population in North Shelby, 
when we try to get a local bill 
through, our own representative 
Mr. Sonny Moore has stopped 
it,” Murphy added. (Apparently 
a reference to the Alabaster an- 
nexation bill, which Moore is 
widely credited with scuttling) 

Senator Proctor defended 
Moore by pointing out that he is 
the only legislator to actually 
reside in Shelby County, and to 
contradict Murphy’s statement 
about not electing or defeating 
anybody by estimating the vote 
content of Moore’s district as 
10,000 in Leeds and 23,000 in 
Shelby County. Moreover, he 
said, Jefferson county has 7 resi- 
dent senators and 21 resident 
representatives, yet got zero in 
local legislation last time. 

David Bradley commented that 
north Shelby County is more 
similar in philosophy to Hoover 
and Vestavia than it is to other 
parts of the county, but he stop- 
ped short of advocating its 
transfer to Albert Lee Smith’s 6th 
congressional district. Senator 
Parsons pointed out that Smith 
and our present congressman, 
Richard Shelby, have very similar 
voting records in congress, so 
that he could not see the dif- 
ference in philosophy—only party 
affiliation. 

Montevallo’s city clerk Don 
Hughes addressed a different 
part of the county’s problem in 


mentioning that Montevallo, Pea 
Ridge, and a small further slice of 
Shelby County is thrown in with 
all of Chilton for Curtis Smith’s 
House seat. 

Hughes commented that 
Montevallo citizens, to support 
either the university or the town, 
were lucky to have such attentive 
ears as those of Smith and 
Senator Proctor, but that future 
officeholders may not possess 
their happy ability to harmonize 
the different constituencies they 
represent, 

In the event of a dispute bet- 
ween Montevallo and Chilton 
County in the house, for exam- 
ple, Montevallo would be easily 
overwhelmed by a county full of 
voters. If Montevallo were made 
part of a Shelby County seat, a 
‘fone on one”’ relationship bet- 
ween the town and its represen- 
tative could be established. 

Hughes concluded, ‘‘one of the 
most frustrating things in govern- 
ment is to feel like you’re not 
heard.”’ 

Former sheriff C.P. ‘*Red’’ 
Walker followed Hughes to the 
microphone, gave his address as 
“Bucks pocket’’, Shelby County, 
and stated that he has had a 
large-scale district map of the 
county on his wall since it was 
established after the 1970 census. 

He complained that the men 
who represent the bulk of Shelby

Assailant expelled 


Coach decked at MHS’ 


A 17 year old Montevallo High 
School student has been expelled 
because of an attack on a teacher. 

At Tuesday’s Board of Educa- 
tion meeting, the panel gave their 
approval to the action which in- 
volved an attack on Coach Kurt 
Pnazek. 

According to Superintendent 
of Education Charles Knowles, 
Rex Reed struck the coach after 
he was asked several times to do 
something. 

Knowles did not s ay what Reed 
had been asked to do, but noted 
the third time Pnazek made the 
request, the student ‘‘whopped’’ 
him. 

This is the only assault incident 
in our school system this year, 
Knowles said, adding that such 
action wouldn’t be tolerated. 

Although he’s 17, Reed is only 
in the 9th grade. 

Because of overcrowding in 
two county schools, the 
superintendent recommended 
taking bids on three portable 
classrooms. 

The board went along with the 
request which will cost in the 
neighborhood of $75,000. 

If a bid is accepted, two of the 
units will go to Thompson 
Elementary School and the other 

will be placed at Shelby Elemen- 


tary School. 

Knowles mentioned that the 
last check received from the one 
cent sales tax amounted to 
$145,000. 

After discussing the need to 
depart from the county’s com- 
puter in making out the payroll, 
the board agreed to turn the task 
over to the firm of Service 
Bureau. 

The action was taken with the 
stipulation that further investiga- 
tion be conducted to see this 
would not be in violation of bid 
laws. 

It was noted that the firm’s 
monthly charge was $444.81 
compared to the county’s $500 
rate, 

Knowles told the board and the 
audience which filled the con- 
ference room, that efforts were 
being made for Inverness School 
to hook onto the sewer system in 
that development. 

He said

Approval was given with the 
understanding the cost would not 
be more than the installation of 
septic tanks.

Knowles announced that per- 
mission had been obtained from 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion to proceed with proposed 
elementary school improvements.

The responsibility for insuring that ac- 
curate and reliable financial information 
was being maintained, was not fixed. 
Several employees maintained the accoun- 
ting records but had no overall supervi- 


, The special revenue funds were main- 

on differing fiscal years and were 
closed at the end of the fiscal years. 
Also, the chart of accounts used was not 
as was used for the General 
Fund. This caused difficulty in preparing 
a comprehensive financial report. 

Revenues and expenditures were incor- 
rectly classified in some instances. 

An accounts payable subsidiary ledger 
was not maintained. 

The payroll is prepared by use of a 
computer. The computer program that 
was used gave inadquate employee carn- 
ings records. 

The various funds and account groups 
were not maintained in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting principles.

Purchasing: 

The responsibility for purchasing was 
not fixed. Purchases were made by 
various employees at will. 

Numerous purchases were made from 
chemical and janitorial supply companies 
that are known to have given ‘‘rebates"’ at 
other public agencies, We have not at- 
tempted to determine if such ‘‘rebates’’ 
were offered to or accepted by any 
employees of this school system. 

A file containing most of the bid 
documents was lost, misplaced, or other- 
wise unavailable for audit; therefore, we 
were unable to determine if the bid law 
was complied with in certain instances. 

Invitations to bid were not sent to all 
business firms that had requested an op- 
portunity to bid. 

We could not determine if all bids were 
opened in public at a specified time and 
date. 

Some purchases appeared to have been 
divided into parts to give the appearance 
that bids were not necessary. 

Five instances were found where a set 
of bid quotations contained 
“complimentary bids’’ or fake bids. (See 
Exception section) 

The Board, not employees, should 
award bids. However, certain contracts 
appeared to have been placed for bidding 
and awarded by employees. 

Hughes Construction Company was 
awarded several construction contracts. A 
principal owner of this company is the 
husband of Elaine Hughes who was a 
Board member at the time the contracts 


point. However, we are fast get- 
ting beyond that point causing 
most of us to run helter-skelter in 
search of a less restrictive en- 
vironment.

Bid documents were kept by several 
employees. Bids should be filed and kept 
under the custody of one employee. 


Disbursernents: 

Individual schools are allocated money 
based on average daily attendance. The 
money is to be used for certain expenses. 
The schools obtain the money by filing a 
claim for reimbursement. This claim 
shows the expenses the school has paid. 
For the year ended September 30, 1980, 
approximately $177,000.00 was transfer- 
red to the schools. This money cannot be 
adequately accounted for without 
auditing each individual school. This 
method also gives the Board inadequate 
control over these funds. 

Employees were reimbursed for pur- 
chases that, it is assumed, they made with 
their own money. Several reimbursements 
were found for items costing in excess of 
$100.00. The documents supporting the 
requests for reimbursement were, in most 
cases, inadequate. 

The Board does not have a standard 
procedure for reimbursement of travel ex- 
pense. Some requests were for periods of 
several months and involved different 
fiscal years. Reimbursements were made 
without being adequately reviewed. 

Discounts allowed for prompt payment 
of invoices were usually not taken. 

The maintenance supervisor was paid 
for several jobs tht he had contracted to 
do for the Board. 


Do not be misled, annexation 
will cost you out of your pocket 
and it will cost you certain 
freedoms you now enjoy; to 
name a few: 

1. Additional property and 
vehicle tax. 

2. Control by the city and cost 
to you if you want to build or 
repair a structure on your proper- 
ty. 
3. City control over your 
wishes to own any four legged 
animal. 

4. City control over whether 
you use an operating, paid for, 
septic tank or a sewerage system. 

5. City control over your 
wishes to locate a mobile home in 
the future on your property so 
that you can more easily take care 
of your elderly mother of father. 

6. If a presently proposed con- 
stitutional amendment passes the 
State Legislature, and is voted in 
state wide, a certain city could 
have the right to raise your pro- 
perty tax --- without your vote! 

7. Your fire insurance rate will 
not lower unless you are within a 
certain radius of the city’s fire 
station. You should check with 
your insurance company on this. 

Recent articles in the 
newspapers indicate that the 
County pocketbook is getting 
slim. Annexation will take 
General Revenue Sharing funds 
away from the county. It would 
be a shame for Shelby County to 
end up like our neighbor, Bibb 
County -- broke. My first 
allegiance is to my country, then 
to my state, and then to my coun- 
ty. I owe no allegiance to a city 
and although I may be sym- 
pathetic to their financial woes, it 
certainly is not my responsibility 
to help them recover from any 
financial problems they may 
have. 

If you agree with me in princi- 
ple you should contact all of your 
State representatives and let them 
know your wishes. A delay on 
your part could put you within a 


city limit.

The Board’s policies and procedures 
manual was not updated and maintained 
on a current basis. The current policy 
manual does not address certain areas 
that should be made a part of the Board's 


policies. 

Job descriptions have not been for- 
mulated for most administrative and sup- 
port personnel. 

Some cities and towns have given 
money to the Board to be paid to coaches. 
These gifts have been added to the 
coaches salary. These funds should not be 
paid as part of the Board's payroll. 

Payrolls were paid by the Custodian of 
School Funds without the required cer- 
tification by the Superintendent that the 
amounts were due and correct, and 
without being approved by the Board 
Chairman. 


Exceptions: 
A. Purchases from Phillips Supply Com- 


pany 

(5 bids from September 1976 to 
January 1979) 

A statewide investigation conducted 
jointly by the FBI and the Department of 
Examiners of Public Accounts indicated 
that all of the above bids were ‘‘rigged"’ 
by use of ‘‘complimentary bids’’ and/or 
“*fake bids."’ It should be noted, however, 
that the FBI has not approved nor endors- 
ed this report and the findings contained 
herein should be attributed solely to the 
Department of Examiners of Public Ac- 
counts. 

The investigation also indicated that 
Phillips Supply Company paid some ex- 
penses for present and former personnel 
of the Board. 


Recommendations: 

The recommendation made in the 
previous report which has not been com- 
plied with is brought forward in this 


report. 

It is again recommended that: 

An effective purchase order requisition 
system be utilized. 

It is further recommended that: 

The Board's accounting records be 
maintained in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles. 

The responsibility for all accounting 
functions be fixed. 

The responsibilities of purchasing be 
fixed. 

The provisions of the State Competitive 
Bid Law be complied with. 

Records and documents be filed where 
they can be readily located and adequately 
safeguarded. 

The Board award all bids at its regular- 
ly scheduled Board meetings except in 
cases of emergency or where a delay 
would interfere in the orderly operation 
of the school system. 

All bids be opened publicly at a 
specified time and date, by three 
employees and the results be tabulated 
and attested to. 

Copies of the bid tabulation sheet be 
made part of the minutes. 

The Board consider changing the 
method of reimbursing schools for ex- 
penses. 


Requests for reimbursement of travel 
expense be filed timely and reviewed prior 
to payment. 

Discounts be taken where allowed. 

The Board’s policy and procedures 
manual be updated and maintained on a 
current basis. 

Job descriptions for key administrative 
and support personnel be formulated. 

The Custodian of School Funds require 
the certification of the Superintendent 
that the amounts are due and correct and 
have been approvea by the Board Chair- 
man prior to payment of payrolls. 

The weakneses in internal control that 
have been pointed out be corrected.

Back of my garden, along an 
old fence row, a game trail winds 
out of sight through a pine 
thicket. It was along this trail that 
Ed Benson’s dog came early 
every morning and stopped by a 
certain stalk of corn, before hur- 
rying on, and left a little damp 
spot on the parched ground.

‘“‘Any bachelor with any 
qualms about kids and planning a 
family should try coaching a little 
league team,’’ Mark Jones, coach 
of the Calera Astros said.

Feds spent $

The federal budget has been 
one of the leading news stories of 
1981. Everyone with access to a 
newspaper or television set is 
aware that the President and his 
advisers are making tremendous 
efforts to reduce federal spen- 
ding. At thesame time, the sheer 
size of the federal budget makes 
it difficult for most citizens to 
understand the subject. It is 
estimated that the federal budget 
for next year will amount to ap- 
proximately 700 billion dollars. 
Numbers of that size are simply 
meaningless to most individuals. 


Federal spending does have a 
major economic effect on almost 
everyone, though. During fiscal 
1979 
through September 30, 1980, the 
most recent period for which 
compiete figures are available, 
the federal government spent 
$67,727,000 directly in Shelby 
County as well as a further 
$25,849,000 which it classified as 
indirect spending. These figures 
total $94,576,000 or about $1,400 
for every man, woman, and child 
in the county. That :mount is 
more than half of the money in 
all the banks in the county. It isa 
significant fraction of the 
$247,611,000 spent for all retail 
sales in the county during 1980. 
Where did this money go? How 
was it spent? 

Federal spending was disburs- 


ed in Shelby County by and 
through 19 differefit cabinet 
departments and government 
agencies. These ranged from the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services through the AC- 
TION program. 


HHS: $33 million 
(Social Security: $23.7 million) 


The department that spent the 
largest amount in the county dur- 
ing fiscal 1980 was the Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Ser- 
vices. This department spent 
$33,098,000 during the period. 
Most of the money, some 
$23,767,000 was expended 
through the Social Security Ad- 
ministration for retirement, sur- 
vivors, and disability insurance. 
$1,746,000 was spent for sup- 
plemental social security income. 
The Medicare programs spent 
$5,106,000. The Health Care 
Financing Administration spent 
$1,927,000 for its medical 
assistance program. Another ma- 
jor item in the department's spen- 
ding was $513,000 for 
maintenance assistance pro- 
grams. Child support enforce- 
ment spent $34,000 in the county 
during fiscal 1980. The State 
Health Care Provider survey re- 
quired $5,000. The proportion of 
departmental spending for pro- 
grams besides Social Security and 
Medicare was lower in Shelby 
County than in most counties in 
this state. The department also 
operated comparatively few pro- 


roughly south of the city on 
Highway 17 to Highway 22; east 
to the airport, and back north to 
the present city limits. (See exact 
legal descriptions on page 16.) 

Mayor Rubin is bolstered by 
requests from dozens of dwellers 
in the outlying subdivisions. 
Although some owners of large 
farms in the area have objected to 
annexation, Rubin says that 
many more large landowners are 
among those who want to come 
into the city. 

Both cities would provide gar- 
bage collection and police and 
fire protection to any areas they 
annex. 

The legislative proposals being 
advertised, however, would only 
provide for a vote of the people 
in the affected area. 

If the bills pass the legislature, 
elections would be called at a 
later date.

$38,000. Military prime supply 
contracts disbursed $74,000 while 
military prime service contracts 
spent $362,000. Civil functions 
prime contracts were an addi- 


tional $449,000. 
Commerce: only $96,000 

The Department of Commerce 
spent $96,000 in Shelby County 
during the period. $79,000 was 
for the tabulation of the census. 
Appalachian local district 
development assistance was 
responsible for the remaining 
$17,000. Census tabulation will 
not recur until 1990. 


HUD: $10.3 million 

The Department of Housing 
and Urban Development directly 
spent a total of $202,000 in the 
county in fiscal 1980. The Public 
Housing Assistance program 
disbursed this entire amount. In- 
direct spending was the area of 
greatest activity in the county. 
This was a result of the county’s 
tremendous population growth. 
Indirect spending by the depart- 
ment was $10,171,000 consisting 
of various housing loan pro- 
grams. ae 
Transportation: $11 million 

The Department of Transpor- 
tation spent the largest amount of 
its funding, some $11,038,000 for 
highway planning and construc- 
tion. It also spent $12,000 for 
Coast Guard retired pay and 
$5,000 for Coast Guard 
operating expenses. Finally, 
$11,000 was spent in the form of 
an airport planning grant. 

$846,000 was the total of the 
direct spending in fiscal 1980 by 
the Treasury Department. $7,000 
was spent for the administration 


of the public debt. $846,000 was 
spent by the department’s State 
and Local Government Fiscal 
Assistance trust fund.. (Revenue 
sharing to county and 10 cities). 
$4,232,000 in interest payments 
on the public debt was classified 
as indirect spending. Claims, 
judgment, and relief acts ac- 
counted for $12,000. 


Labor: $491,000 


The Department of Labor 
operated programs which spent 
during the period. These were the 
Trade Adjustment program spen- 
ding $269,000; federal unemploy- 
ment benefits and allowances of 
the employment training ad- 
ministration of $55,000; as well 
as an additional $55,000 in 
special unemployment assistance 
from the ETA. The Comprehen- 
sive Employment and Training 
program (CETA) spent $112,000 
in Shelby County during 1980. 


Education: $1.7 million 


The Department of Education 
spent $1,726,000 to operate its 
programs in the county during 
1980. $581,000 was spent for the 
education of deprived children. 
The School Assistance for 
Federally Affected Areas 
(SAFA), one of the department’s 
most widespread programs, spent 
nothing in the county during the 
period. The county did receive a 
large sum, $675,000, for Basic 
Educational Opportunity grants,

Picknicker plunges 
to death over 


local waterfall 


Falling Rock has claimed 
another victim. 

Thirty seven year old Calvin 
Ford Williams of Ensley went to 
his death over the precipice Sun- 
day afternoon. 

Williams was picnicking with a 
friend and her two children at the 
scenic spot on Pea Ridge when 
the accident occurred. 

Area residents say that at least 
three other people have been kill- 
ed there within the last ten years. 

According to the report of 
Shelby County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment Deputies Sgt. Tom Smither- 
man and Howard Brogdon, 
Mabel Geeslin Smith heard 
Williams call out and when she 
turned he had disappeared from 
sight. 

She was approximately 10 to 15 
yards from him at the time. 

The accident reportedly occur- 
red at the edge of the overhang 
near the bank. 

According to a member of 
Shelco Rescue Squad who 
recovered the body, Williams 
landed on the rocks below and 
apparently had been killed in- 
stantly. 

The distance the victim fell was 
estimated to be between 70 and 
80 feet. 

Because the stream which 
plunges over the rock ledge is fed 
by springs, the rock is always wet 
and slippery. 

Efforts have been made in the 
past by landowners Kimberly- 
Clark to keep people away from 
the treacherous area.

Used car sales tax 


If you buy a car from your 
neighbor, be prepared to pay a 
sales tax on it before you can get 
it licensed. 

The sales tax will be collected 
by the county tax collector, Fay 
Quick. 

A new law requiring this sales 
tax on ‘casual sales of all 
automotive vhicles, truck trailers, 
semitrailers and house trailers’’ 
was passed by the recent 
legislature and went into effect 
July 1, 

If you traded something of 
value for the vehicle, then you 
will pay the sales tax only on the 
difference in value. 

The tax will be based on the 
full purchase price, but finance 
charges and insurance costs will 
not be figured in. 

The purchaser of the vehicle 
should get a sales invoice or state- 
ment from the person who sold 
the item, which gives the price he 
paid for it. 

Without a sales invoice, the tax 
collector will have to use the of- 
ficial Motor Vehicle Assessment 
Schedule furnished by the state 
Department of Revenue to 
establish the value of the vehicle.

Homemakers cut 


A budget cut that went into ef- 
fect this week will reduce 
homemaker service to the aged 
and handicapped of Shelby 
County. 

According to Susan Treadwell, 
Director of the Department of 
Pensions and Security for Shelby 
County, a cut in mileage allot- 
ment for the homemaker pro- 
gram will mean about four per- 
sons will have to be dropped 
from getting homemaker service. 

The program is basically 
designed to help the aged or han- 
dicapped stay out of nursing 
homes. When a homemaker can 
be sent in by DPS to help in some 


$446,000 for the construction of 
wastewater treatment works.

The 
Veterans’ Administration directly 
spent some $5,593,000 on various 
veterans’ and survivors’ pensions 
and benefits as well as indirectly 
expending $5,493,000 for 
veterans’ loans. 


Other programs operating in 
the county during the fiscal year 
were the National Endowment 
for the arts which spent $3,000 in 
_Srants for the visual arts program 
and the National Science Foun- 
dation which expended $27,000 


federal programs use census 
figures for apportioning money. 
Because of our steady growth 
through the past decade, our 
1970 census, and later, our 1978 
census could not keep up with the 
timing schedules for federal 
grants. In effect, we haven’t been 
getting an equal share of the 
federal pie. 

There are many surprises in the 
report. The Postal Service, for in- 
stance, spent $3 million here in 
1980. Federal pensions paid to 
people who reside here reached 
$15.8 million, 

The report illustrates the 
dilemma of those who are 


of the household tasks, many 
people can get by in their own 
homes. 

But such a program, especially 
in Shelby County, requires a 
large expenditure for mileage 
from the homemakers to travel to 
the homes where they are needed, 

It is the transportation money 
that was cut this week, Miss 
Treadwell said, and service had 
to be cut by one-third. 

The homemaker program 
comes under the federal Title XX 
category. This means that it is 
part of the twentieth division of 
the Social Security Act. On a na- 
tional scale, cuts of at least 25 
percent are expected in all Title 
XX projects by this fall.

Shelby County received far less 
federal money per capita than the 
State average of $2,270. Part of 
this is accounted for by the coun- 
ty’s rapid growth in population 
over the past ten years. A number 
of federal programs are based on 
census figures. Since the 1980 
census figures will not be utilized 
for the budget until this next 
year, the effect has been to limit 
federal spending in the county. 
Under these circumstances, 
Shelby County can actually ex- 
pect to receive a larger amount of 
federal spending even though a 
number of government programs 
are being reduced or eliminated.

°Pelham okays apartment rezoning 


More apartments can be built 
in Pelham because of a rezoning 
action taken Monday night by the 
city council. 

The area next to Chandalar’s 
Wildwood Village was given the 
‘multi-family’? zoning, which 
will permit the developer to ex- 
tend the present apartment area. 
The amount of land involved is 
10 acres. The builder proposes to 
construct 33 units on it. 

A local resident asked the 
council if Pelham had enough 
water to furnish the new apart- 
ments.

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Hodgens family history traced back to pre-Civil War days 


by Shelba Nivens 

**Anybody ought to appreciate 
their heritage when they hear of 
the hardships their ancestors 
went through.”’ 

Cecil Hodgens, a retired 
timberman, of Simmsville, was 
reminiscing about tales he heard 
as a boy from older relatives. 

*‘Daddy’s sisters would come 
to visit and I would sit and listen 
to them talk,’’ he recalls. ‘One 
would say, ‘you remember once 
when we didn’t have a match and 
we walked over to Uncle’s a 
quarter of a mile to get a coal of 
fire to start our fire with?’ And 
then another one would say, ‘and 
do you remember the time Mama 
dug up the ground where we had 
salted meat so she could get the 
salt out?’’’ 

Members of the Hodgens fami- 
ly still get together to talk about 
old times. A family reunion was 
held June 13 at Pleasant Valley 
Baptist Church near Simmsville 
with around sixty family 
members present. 

Many of them were folks from 


Sand Mountain in north 
Alabama, who had never met 
their Shelby County relatives. 
Cecil’s grandfather, David 
Newton Hodgens, was one of at 
least three brothers who migrated 
to Alabama from the Greenville, 
South Carolina area. All three 
soldiers of the Confederacy. 
Jasper Hodgens settled on 
Sand Mountain after the war. 
Thomas Hodgens was reported 
missing at the Battle of Resaca, 
Georgia in April, 1864, and was 
never heard from again. His 
widow “entered’’ a section of 
land west of Jemison and raised 
four boys there. A part of this 
land is still in the Hodgens fami- 
ly, according to Cecil Hodgens. 
David Newton Hodgens 
enlisted in the Confederate army 
March 10, 1862 in Montevallo. 
He was soon in the thick of the 
fighting in Virginia and was pre- 
sent at the Battle of Yorktown in 
April of that year. Then, in June 
he was wounded at the Battle of 
Richmond and was absent from 
battle for several months.

McDonald house 


used by Countians 


Five families from Shelby 
County have been guests at 
Alabama’s Ronald McDonald 
House since it opened two years 
ago. The state’s home away from 
home for families who come to 
The Children’s Hospital of 
Alabama opened its doors on 
June 1, 1979. 

Today the 10 bedroom home is 
a place where families come to 
stay and share their feelings with 
others who also have children 
suffering from serious illnesses. 
Families at the Ronald House 
treat the guest facility as they 
would their own homes. 
Everyone is expected to help with 
the household chores. 

In addition to the private 
bedrooms, there are two common 
rooms, a play room, dining 
room, kitchen, laundry room and 
quiet areas. 

Many of the families who stay 
at the house have yongsters with 
cancer. Other families are at the 
house because their child is in the 


burn center, intensive care unit or, 


one of the nurseries at 
Children’s. Some families stay in 
the house with two or three 
children. However, often there is 
only a mother who is staying at 
the Ronald House while her child 
is in one of the speciality units at 
the hospital. 

The Ronald McDonald House 
was made possible by a not-for- 
profit organization called 
Children’s Oncology Services of 
Alabama. The group encourages 
community support for the house 
and raises funds to continue 
operation. 

There is no charge to families 
who stay in the home. However, 
each guest family is asked to 
make a minimum donation of $5 
per night. 

Club groups from throughout 
the state contribute to the house’s 
Sponsor A Family Fund. 
Through this fund, COSA is able 
to continue operating the home. 
Less than a third of the guests 
who come can make any financial 
contribution. However, 
operating expenses run well over 
$1,000 per month.

Records show that in October, 
1863 David N. Hodgens was back 
in battle at Bristow Station, 
Virginia. Then, on May 6, 1864 
he was captured at the Battle of 
the Wilderness just south of the 
Rapidan River. 

Cecil Hodgens recalls hearing 
how a northern family by the 
name of Emmett cared for his 
grandfather after he was wound- 
ed. He was told that when the 
soldier was making his way home 
through the Smokies in 1865, still 
suffering from his wound, he 
said, ‘If I ever get home and 
have a boy I’m going to name 
him Emmett.” 

Cecil’s father, born in 1866, 
was named Emmett June 
Hodgens. 

*‘When my daddy was fifteen 
he went to work in the coal mines 
around Gurnee...Why, I reckon 
he worked in every hole along 
that river,’’ said Cecil. 

He recalls walking past old 
Glen Carbon mines many times 
with his father and hearing him 
tell how the miners would draw 
water out of the holes and pour it 
in steel cars to take it up out of 
the mine. 

His father’s family lived 
several places in the area of the 
mines, he recalls, and once when 
they lived at Piper a storm blew 
their house away. 

The old Hodgens home place 
just west of Pea Ridge is on land 
which is a part of some 800 acres 
entered by David N. Hodgens. 
‘*When he died all of it except 60 
acres was taken for taxes,’’ said 
Cecil. The homeplace is just 
across the Shelby/Bibb line in 
Bibb county, he said, but back 
when his grandfather was alive it 
was all Shelby County. He added 
that the place is known now as 
Eddington or Eddingstown. 

Records show that in 1876, 
when the Pleasant Valley Freewill 
Baptist Church was organized, 
Rev. David N. Hodgens was 
among those present. 

Then, about 1890, the family 
moved to the Simmsville area. 
They moved back to Pea Ridge in 
1919, then back to Simmsville in

David Newton Hodgens died in 
1899. His wife Mary Florence 
Miles Hodgens died in 1902. 
They are both buried at 
Macedonia Cemetery on Pea 
Ridge. 

Emmett June Hodgens married 
Sarah Elizabeth Shirley, daughter 
of Nipper Shirley of the Pleasant 
Valley community. They had 


children James, Louie, Johnny, — 


William Newton, Floyd, Charles, 
Cecil, Curtis, Roy Lee, Laura, 
Alton and Louise. 

Cecil recalls that the family liv- 
ed in a log house right in front of 
his present house at Simmsville 
where highway 36 runs near the 
railroad. The place was first call- 
ed Tafton, he says, and his 
mother worked in the postoffice. 
He said the name of the town was 


changed because it sounded too ! 


much like Tifton, which was 
located on the train line in 
Georgia and the mail would often 
get mixed up. 

The post office was first 
located in one end of the 
Hodgens home, and started 
around 1908 after the railroad 
was put through the area and 
mail service began. 

There was also a school located 
about where highway 36 and 
highway 11 intersect a few yards 
from the Hodgens home. Cecil’s 
brother Jim was killed a the 
school house in 1920 at the age of 
twelve. 

The boy had reached school 
early, opened a window and 
crawled inside to start a fire in the 
heater. He had started back out 
through the window when it fell, 
catching him across the neck and 
killing him. 

Cecil Kendrick married Nellie 
Maxwell in 1940. Their four 
children and their families all live 
nearby. They are Patsy and John

this year’s and today’s seasons 
are only slightly longer. We had 
then as today both fall and spring 
seasons in various counties. (At 
one time I favored abolition of 
the fall season, but now I believe 
there is nothing detrimental in 
bagging a gobbler or two in the 
fall and winter.) 

We have only 11 counties with 
fall gobbler seasons and I have 
hunted in many of these. No one 
has complaind about the severe 
reduction of turkey populations. 
But I don’t think we should add 
fall seasons to the other counties 
with spring seasons only. 


Our turkey and deer popula- 
tions have boomed since 1940 
because of restocking suitable 
habitats devoid of deer and 


turkeys a hundred years ago. The 
change in land use to timber 
growing has added its impact to 
the population explosion of these 
two game species. Most impor- 
tant of all, we have become con- 
servation concious.

Did you know the state had a 
2-a-day bag limit on cock 
pheasants in 1938? These were 
released birds from pen-reared 
stock. Game managers in that 
day thought stocked pheasants 
would populate the state. We 
now know that pheasants will not 
live in this area any more than 
polar bears will live in Mobile 
bay! 

Georgia in 1938 allowed a 
2-buck deer limit a season. The 
turkey limit was also two per 
season. During the 1980 season 
the seasonal bag of deer in Ga. 
was three, one of which had to be 
antlerless. The turkey limit was 
still two gobblers per season. 


Mississippi in the 1938 season 
permitted one buck deer. Last 
year the seasonal bag limit was 
one adult buck daily, and the 
general season ran Nov, 20-Jan. 
16. The spring turkey season limit 
in 1938 was one gobbler. Today, 
the hunter can bag one gobbler 
per day two gobblers per season;

because some counties have both 
spring and fall seasons. I believe 
do hunting with shotguns only 
was the mode of hunting in the 
1930's, but now there are specific 
days with no dog hunting what- 
soever in the state. Moreover, no 
deer hunting with dogs is allowed 
in all or parts of 17 counties. 

South Carolina had a com- 
paratively long deer season 
40-odd years ago: Aug. 15-Jan. 
i. There seemed to be no daily 
deer bag limit, but you had to 
stop when you killed five deer 
during the season. Today the 
seasonal deer bag limit varies by 
game zones, up to 5 per season. 

Turkey hunting is also 
regulated by game zones in S.C. 
In some zones there is no turkey 
season. In others the limit can be 
four or five per season. But 43 
years ago the limit was 20 per 
season. 

All in all, I think Alabama has 
the greatest inventory of game of 
all the Southern states!

‘Third class mail pays its way’ 


by Columbiana Postmaster 
Elbert Gibson 

Very few people realize the im- 
portance of third-class, or adver- 
tising mail, and the contributions 
it makes to the economy and the 
stability of postal rates. 

So many myths have been 
generated about it that the 
average person believes it is not 
only ‘‘junk,’’ but that it is sub- 
sidized by both taxpayers and by 
rates charged other classes of 
mail. Both of these beliefs are 
false. 

Few people know, for exam- 
ple, that the legislation which 
created the U.S. Postal Service 10 
years ago requires that rates 
charged every regular class of 
mail must cover the cost of 
handling it, and also make a con- 
tribution to the fixed costs of 
running the Postal Service. 

Most third-class mail is 
presorted and brought to the post 


office by the mailer, eliminating 
much of the collection, process- 
ing, and retail (stamp sales) ser- 
vices performed for first-class 
~mail. For all these reasons it is 
less costly for the postal service to 
handle, and its lower costs are 
reflected in lower rates. The 
average per piece cost to the 
Postal service to handle third- 
class mail is less than half the per 
piece cost of first-class letter

Holding for what? 


Read our next ad in the Shelby County 
Reporter on July 16th and find out! 
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Earlier in the trip we would 
sometimes wake up stiff and 
sore, but later on we seemingly 
always woke up that way. Our 
creaking, stiff joints and sore 
muscles -- became known as the 
*“Grandpa McCoy”’ syndrome. 

Staring at a 50-pound pack in 
the morning, facing a 2000-foot 
climb, and feeling like Grandpa 
McCoy can put one in a fairly 
foul frame of mind. Add to that a 
steady downpour, boots still 
heavy with water from rain the 
day before, and cold, damp 
clothes, and you have the perfect 
combination for a_ ready-to- 
scream backpacker. 

Hiking north through Georgia, 
Tennessee and North Carolina, 
Mitch and I had heard numerous 
reports of a long, bad drought in 
Virginia. But from the day we 
crossed the stateline near 
Damascus, until we hit the West 
Virginia line, we must have got- 
ten drenched by a couple of feet 
of rain. Actually, it rained on us 
*fonly”’ 14 of the 31 days we hik- 
ed in Virginia, but that was more 
than enough. 

The Virginia rains brought 
with them an explosion of growth 
in the underbrush, which 
sometimes made the trail difficult 
to follow. In places, the under- 
brush created a virtual jungle. 
The briars and stinging nettles 
which grew alonside the often 
narrow trail clawed and scratched 
us as we hiked. Even with all the 
rain, it was too hot and uncom- 
fortable to wear long pants, so we 
had to tangle with the brush. 

Of course, no self-respecting 
jungle would be complete with at 
least a small horde of flies and 
bugs. We were buzzed, bitten, 
and kept itching for days. 

That was another thing about 
Virginia--the days. Counting off 
days for recuperation and relaxa- 
tion, we spent from May 15 to 
June 23 crossing some 520 miles 
of the AT in that state. I used to 
think it took a long time to drive 
across Texas, but 39 days to get 
through Virginia has given me 
new perspective. We were in 
Virginia almost forever. 
Psychologically, this took a toll 
on us, too. 

Without a doubt, the murder 
of Susan Ramsey and Bob 


Mountford (see last installment) 
played heavily on our minds, fur- 
ther sapping our spirits. 

All the hikers we talked to were 
shocked and sorrowed that such a 
gruesome thing as murder could 
have happened to such well in- 
tended people in such a serenely 
beautiful area. Furthermore, 
knowing the killer was still at 
large certainly didn’t help mat- 
ters. Mildly put, hikers along the 
AT had grown a bit edgy. 

Several days after the bodies 
were discovered, Mitch and I had 
had to put in an extra long day of 
hiking. As a result, we were forc- 
ed by darkness to use our 
flashlights to pitch the tent. I 
turned around to grab a tent pole 
and saw the gleam of Mitch’s 
light. 

Suddenly a~ third flashlight 
flicked on and all I could see was 
its bright glare in my eyes. That 
was one light too many. 

**W-w-who’s there!’ I demand- 
ed. Adrenalin rushed through my 
body. 

Mitch whirled around, too. I 
sounded all to startled to be jok- 
ing. 

“It’s all right! It’s me, Dan.’’ 

I came back down in my boots, 
which I had momentarily jumped 
out of. It was Dan Tomczyk, 
another thru-hiker we had seen 
earlier that morning. 

**You scared us to death!” 
Mitch said. 

**I’m camped right across the 
trail. When I saw your lights it 
scared me and thought I’d better 
see who you were. When I saw it 
was you two, I tried to think of a 
way to let you know I was here 
without scaring you. Things are 
sort of weird, now,’’ Dan added. 

“*Really,’’ I agreed. 

Hard rains. Hard rocks. Facts 
of life that are hard to accept. 
The gruel of the trip continued to 
build. For Mitch and me the 
situation had gradually reached 
the critical stage. For other hikers 
matters had deteriorated past the 
point of no return. 

One drizzling Virginia after- 
noon, Mitch and I took a candy 
bar break with Bill Fischer, a 
Vietnam vet who hails from Pen- 
nsylvania. Since all three of us 
were miserable, we made 
miserable company for each 


other. 

“The Appalachian Trail is 
harder than Nam,”’ Fischer said. 
‘*At least over there we 
sometimes had fun.’’ 

A week later Fischer had quit 
the trail. He told us he would 
miss the AT and miss the people 
he had met, but he wouldn’t miss 
them nearly as much as he missed 
being at home. 

I truly understood what he 
meant by missing home. I often 
thought of being back in 
Alabama. I thought of being with 
my girlfriend. I thought of being 
with my other friends, my family, 
and my cat. I thought of such 
common place luxuries as 
refrigerators, food cabinets, hot 
showers and soft beds. 

Without fully understanding 
the scope of our undertaking, 
Mitch and I had talked for mon- 
ths about making this 2000-mile 
hike. We ‘‘knew’’ it would be 
physically gruelling. We ‘‘knew’’ 
it could be mentally tough. But 
we ‘‘knew’’ we could make it. 
Now that knowning was on the 
line. 

I had committed myself to hik- 
ing from Georgia to Maine. I had 
even gone so far as to stick my 
typewriter in my mouth and an- 
nounce our plans in the Reporter. 
Probably, if I went home people 
would still respect me (some) for 
hikng 980 miles. But I couldn’t 
respect myself. Furthermore, I 
still “‘knew’’ I could complete the 
hike. As my father had told me 
when I left Alabama. ‘‘The hard 
part’s over. All you have to do 
now is walk.’’ That’s reducing 
the situation to the lowest com- 
mon denominator, but it’s true. 
If we keep moving our feet, even- 
tually we’ll get to Maine. 

Above all, the thing that keeps 
me hiking is that when I stand 
atop Mt. Katahdin in central 
Maine this September. I believe 
truly that it will have all been 
worthwhile. I believe too that if 
things go badly long enough, 
eventually they have to get better. 

‘‘What the heck?” I said and 
kept on hiking. 

“I’m miserable,’’ Mitch said 
one day. The next day he said, 
‘*If I went home I’d be even more 
miserable for leaving the trail.” 

So we both kept on hiking.

In certain in- 
Stances 2 building may serve a dual 
purpose, serving as a living quarters 
and concurrently being utilized as a 
commercial service, that is, a 
building used as @ church in which

2. Two Cents (2 cents) per square 
foot but in no event less than Seventy 
Five and no/100 Dollars ($75.00) per 
year, annually - all establishments 
other than residential, inciuding ail 
out buildings, such as sheds, vans, 
Qarages, greenhouses and fixed 
trailers. A square foot will be deemed 
to be the ground area covered by the 
Structures, Commercial 
establishments would include office 
buildings, farms operated as corpora- 
tions of for private profit, livery 
Stables, research centers, manufac- 
luring plants, sales offices, stores 
and similar enterprises. in certain 
Situations where the various func- 
tions of a single enterprise are not 
continuous, each separate element 
Shall be treated as an additional com- 
mercial unit, such as a development 
that involved separate administrative 
offices, maintenance headquarters 
and clubhouse, each of which would 
be treated separately and would in 
turn be separate trom any housing 
units of the enterprise. For the case 
of farm houses, provided as the 
abode of the farmer or farm manager, 
Such structures would be classified 
in the appropriate category of 
residence, apart from the farm struc- 
tures.

Vincent, who was a leader in 
making the clinic a reality, and 
Emmett Johnson, president of 
Baptist Medical Centers, sign a 
five year lease agreement for the 
Operation and staffing of the 
clinic, 

They heard an announcement 
that Dr. Stancil Handley of Col- 
umbiana and his partner Dr. 
Duncan Roy of Childersburg will 
provide a vision care clinic two 
days a week at the facility. 

Vestula Thompson reported 
that local pledges amounting to 
$4,575 will be coupled with 
$15,000 in state revenue sharing 
money. 

The revenue sharing funds and 
the pledges will be used to reduce 
a $50,000 loan the town has taken 
through the First Bank of 
Childersburg for the nearly

Mildred White Wallace dies 


Outstanding editor, musician 


Mildred White Wallace, one of 
the most influential leaders of 
Shelby County in this century, 
died on Monday. 

A lifetime resident of the coun- 
ty, she died in Columbiana in the 
same house where she was born. 

Her career was chiefly in the 
fields of journalism and music. 

A talented composer and 
singer, she appeared on radio sta- 
tions in Birmingham and Atlanta 
in the 1920’s and 30’s where she 
was known as the ‘‘Dixie 
Bluebird.’’ She composed the 
music to more than 300 songs, 
many of which were performed 
throughout the nation. 

She was a charter member of 
the American Society of Com- 
posers, Authors, and Publishers. 

In the early 1930’s she became 
the editor and publisher of the 
newspaper ‘‘Shelby County 
Democrat.” 

In 1948 she and Luther Fowler, 
publisher of the Shelby County 
Reporter, merged their 
newspapers, and she became 
associate editor of the newly- 
named ‘‘Shelby County 
Reporter-Democrat.”’ 

Later the word ‘Democrat’ was 
dropped. When the Reporter was 
sold to Ralph and Marcia Sears, 
Mrs. Wallace continued as 


and 10:30 p.m. It was discovered 
after jailers received a phone call 
asking if Kish had escaped. 

Rhinehart, who was serving ten 
years on a robbery conviction, 
has escaped before. However, he 
turned himself in after he and 
four other ipmates got out in 
April. 

Charged with violating the 
Alabama uniform controlled 
substances act, Kish was in jail 
for violating probation. He was 
awaiting a revocation hearing. 

The morning after the two 
made their escape, employees 
from Nelson Brantley Glass Con- 
tractors arrived with the security 
glass which has been on order. 

They replaced two damaged 
panels with a half inch thickness 
of Securlite, which is a better 
quality glass than was in the win- 
dows. 

At the time of the getaway, 100 
inmates were housed in the facili- 
ty which was designed to hold 76 
prisoners. 

The sheriff had asked that bars 
be put on windows several mon- 
ths ago, and the commission ap-

She is also survived by a 
granddaughter, Shirley Wallace 
Thornburg of Columbiana and a 
sister, June Elliott, also of Col- 
umbiana.

Alabaster improves 
fire insurance rate 


Alabaster’s city fathers had a 
welcome surprise this week with 
news that fire insurance rates had 
dropped from 7 to 5.

The new rating was the result 
of a recent inspection of 
Alabaster fire fighting facilities 
by a state insuror’s group.

he reported that revenue sharing 
funds were made available.

Vincent has not had a doctor of 
any type and that when people go 
to Birmingham for treatment, 
they often do their shopping 
there as well. 


How It Came About 

According to Dr. Joines, a pro- 
fessor of Religion at Samford 
University, ‘‘About a year ago, 
the town council began to con- 
sider how it might have a medical 
clinic and appointed a board.” 

He added, ‘‘As it ended up, I 
was elected chairman.”’ 

Joines stated that he and other 
board members began to in- 
vestigate the possibilities of 
working something out with ma- 
jor medical centers and soon 
found that Baptist Medical 
Centers seemed to be the best 
route to go. 

He reported, however, that the 
actual decision to work with 
BMC came at an open town 
meeting in which 90 percent of 
the people voted in favor of do- 
ing so. 

Dr. Joines pointed out that the 
people of Vincent wanted a 
medical clinic so badly that they 
actually exceeded BMC’s 
minimum requirement of a 2,500 
square foot building by proyiding 


the Holiday Shoppers’ Spree in 
December.

Montevallo’s city park system 
will get another outdoor basket- 
ball court. 

City council members, Mon- 
day night, approved the transfer 
of $2,000 from revenue sharing 
funds to the Park and Recreation 
Board for purposes of construc- 
ting an asphalt playing area for 
basketball.

Other 
bidders included the Empire Pipe 
and Supply Company and G and 
C Water Works, Inc. Ground 
preparation for the upgrading of 
the gas system is already under- 
way. 

In a monthly report to the 
council, Dr. James Rogers, chief 
of the city’s Emergency Medical 
Service, told council members 
that his organization answered 28 
rescue calls during the month of 
June.

The former probate judge of 
Shelby County, Conrad M. 
Fowler, was installed Monday in 
the Alabama Academy of Honor. 

The installation took place in 
the chamber of the House of 
Representatives in Montgomery. 


Three other Alabamians were 
installed at the same time as 
Fowler, William Houston Blount 
of Birmingham; T. Massey Bed- 
sole of Mobile and Charles 
Clayton of Birmingham. 

The Academy of Honor was 
created by the State Legislature in 
1965. Each person elected to 
membership is a distinguished 
citizen of Alabama, chosen for

UM fundraisers pass

The University of Montevallo’s 
annual private fund raising cam- 
paign, the 1980-81 Annual Fund, 
has ended the campaign year with 
a total that is more than $100,000 
above the goal.

New directory 
weighs 5% lbs. 


It weighs five and a half 
pounds. It contains approximate- 
ly 397,000 listings, and takes 150 
people about 30 days to deliver 
the 27,000 copies. It also lists 
close to 16,000 ‘Smiths’ on forty 
pages. It is Shelby County’s new 
telephone directory. 

Delivery began on July 14. 

According to Cleve Earnest, 
manager for South Central Bell, 
this year’s book is a reflection of 
the business and residential 
growth in the Shelby County 
area. ‘‘The growth of this new 
book over last year’s is signifi- 
cant,’’ he stated. 

For example, this is an 8 per- 
cent growth in the white pages. 
This includes 5,080 new listings 
and 61,990 listing changes. The 
yellow pages had a 10 percent in- 
crease with a 1,000 percent in- 
crease in business Super Bowl 
listings. All this has added one 
half pound to the 1981 directory. 

But those figures are not the 
only highlight this year, accor- 
ding to Earnest. When customers 
receive their books they will 
notice several new features: 1. A 
new “Customer Guide’’, 2. Last 
name highlighting, 3. White 
pages will be split into residence 
and business sections, divided by 
the new blue pages. The blue 
pages will include numbers for all 
city, county, state and federal 
government offices. 

He explained that the new 
Customer Guide contains some 
of the same basic information -- 
emergency numbers and area 
codes, for example - found in the 
old Call Guide pages. But, the 
Consumer Guide, he said, in- 
cludes even more information 
useful to customers. 

**For the first time, the direc- 
tory contains a community ser- 
vice numbers section with fre- 
quently called phone numbers for 
agencies specializing in such areas 
as alcoholism, drug abuse, child 
abuse, legal aid, community ser- 
vice, and counseling,’’ Earnest 
continued. 

Another change which 
simplifies residence listing in the 
new directory is a different prin- 
ting format which highlights last 
names. 

“*‘Under this listing arrange- 
ment, last names appear only 
once and are not repeated with 
each listing,’’ he explained. ‘‘For 
instance, the name ‘Smith’ would 
appear only once--unless listing 
continued to the next page--with 
an alphabetical list of first names 
or initials under it.’’ 

**Splitting the white pages into 
separate residence and business 
sections should prove more 
helpful to our customers. Since 
residence and business listings 
will be in separate sections, our 
local customers won’t have to 
look through long lists combining 
both types of numbers,’”’ Earnest 
added. ‘‘The result is an easier- 
to-use directory.”’

Grave marker option given 


Families of veterans who select 
a burial site for a deceased 
veteran in a private cemetery 
have two options for Veterans 
Administration assistance in 
marking the grave, VA reminded 
today. 

VA will provide a headstone or 
marker free of charge and ship it 
to the consignee designated on 
the application. Cost of placing 
the marker in a private cemetery 
must be borne by the applicant, 
however. 

A second option is that VA will 
reimburse part of the cost of a 
headstone or marker bought 
privately and placed on the grave 
of a veteran. The current amount 
is $59.00, which is the average 
cost of headstones purchased by 
VA.

Deadline nearing 
for acreage filing 


August | is the next deadline at 
the ASCS office. 

Shelby County farmers who 
have not filed an acreage report 
with the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Service 
have until August 1, 1981 to do 
80, according to Oland D. Smith, 
County Executive Director of the 
county ASCS. 

“Since there are no set-aside 
requirements or normal crop 
acreage limitations, all farmers 
who report their cotton, grain 
sorghum and corn will be eligible 
for program benefits,”’ Smith 
said. They may also sign an ap- 
plication for payments when they 
report crop acres. 


To avoid eligibility problems, 
farmers should report as ac- 
curately as possible. ASCS will 
randomly check farms to verify 
that acreage reports are correct 
and also provide aerial 
photographs for farmers to iden- 
tify their fields. 

The ASCS official said farmers 
may request measurement service 
to be sure that their crop acreages 
are accurate. ‘‘Farmers who use 
this service will avoid un- 
necessary worry about the loss of 
1981 program benefits.’’ 


The county ASCS office is 
open from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., 
Monday through Friday.

Two burglary rings 
uncovered in county 


Two burglary rings were un- 
covered last week that have been 
operating mainly in the north end 
of-th? county..for. more than a 
year, 

The cases have been under in- 
vestigation by Pelham police and 
the Shelby County Sheriff's 
Department. 

And information on who was 
responsible finally came to light 
while Pelham police were looking 
into two recent burglaries. 

Twenty year old Mike Brown 
of Alabaster was arrested last 
Wednesday during the investiga- 
tion of burglaries in Chandalar 
South and Indian Hills which 
took place on the weekend of Ju- 
ly 11-12. 

A petition was also signed on 
Brown’s brother, who is a 
juvenile. 

According to Pelham in- 
vestigator Capt. Allen Wade, the 
existence of another ring was also 
discovered which consisted of an 
adult, his younger brother and 
other juveniles. 

The leader of that ring, and his 
brother fled to Florida in a stolen 
car. Arrested in Panama City and 
charged with auto theft, they are 
awaiting extradition back to this 
county. 

Wade said that $25,000 worth

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Board rules out zoning change; 
Hears plea, ‘Don’t junk up 280°

There will not be a Wendy’s in 
front of the Dewberry Engraving 
plant on Highway 280. 

But there could be a service sta- 
tion at the intersection of 
Highway 280 and Cahaba Valley 
Road. 

The two decisions were made 
Monday night by the Shelby 
County Planning Commission, 
which studied the separate re- 
quests for zoning changes in Beat 
12, the only beat in Shelby Coun- 
ty which has zoning (outside of 
cities). 

During the discussions, people 
on both sides of the questions 
stated they did not want to see 
Highway 280 ‘‘junked up’’ with 
small garish drive-in businesses. 
They used Highway 31 in Pelham 
as an example of what they did 
not want on 280. 

The first request was made by 
Larry Weygand, an engineer 
representing Gulf Oil Company. 

Weygand asked that the zoning 
be changed from Office and In- 
stitutional to Business-2 on the 
property owned by Gulf Oil on 
Highway 280 near the entrance to 
Dewberry Engraving. 

Weygand said Gulf wanted to 
arrange for Wendy’s, a national 
fast food chain, to build a 
restaurant next to the Gulf Sta- 
tion. After protracted debate, the

request was unanimously turned 
down, 

Among those protesting the 
change was J.W. Dewberry who 
had sold the land to Gulf before 
Beat 12 was covered by the zon- 
ing law. 

He said he had required Gulf 
to build their service station 
where it is, and that a bank was 
originally scheduled to go on the 
corner in question. He pointed 
out he had first sold the property 
to the Bank of Pelham, but that 
various banking laws prohibited 
a bank from being built there. 

When he bought the land back 
from the bank, he sold it to Gulf 
**Because I needed the money at 
the time.” He had agreed that a 
fast food or convenience store 
could go on the property, 
‘because Gulf had a_ better 
lawyer than I did.” 

Planning Board chairman Joe 
Garity pointed out that such 
prior agreements were not bin- 
ding on the zoning of the beat. 

Dewberry said he made a 
mistake and regretted it. His son, 
Ralph Dewberry, operating 
manager of the engraving plant 
joined his father in asking the 
Planning Commission to turn 
down the request for the zoning 
change.

ther south on Highway 280 ‘‘on 
top of Oak Mountain’’ said, ‘‘I 
almost got sick when Gulf built 
that station there.” 

He asked the Planning Com- 
mission to do everything it could 
to keep Highway 280 a scenic and 
orderly corridor.

County K-C nursery 


raises millions of pines 


Kimberly-Clark’s nursery has 
passed the 155 million mark in 
supplying seedlings for reforesta- 
tion. 

And through grafting in the 
seed orchards, a 10% gain in ac- 
tual volume of wood production 
will be realized. 

Forest landowners learned 
these and other facts Saturday 
when they toured the nursery 
located on Hwy. 76 near 
Childersburg. 

Another facet of the com- 
pany’s operation on the 240 acre 
site is growing Virginia pines for 
use as Christmas trees. 

Three million of the trees will 
be sold for that purpose this year, 
the group was told. 

As they viewed a seed orchard 
which showed the results of graf- 
ting, Reforestation Supervisor 
Louis Oliver explained that ex- 
perimentation to obtain a better 
tree was begun there in 1959. 

He explained that seeds are col- 
lected from the best trees that can 
be found in natural stands to be 
used for breeding purposes. 

However, the forester pointed 
out that the 35% increase in 
wood production expected from 
second generation trees was a 
long way off. He noted that seed 
wouldn’t be available for collec- 
tion until 1995. 

Mentioning the advantages of 
these Loblollys, Oliver said they 
would grow to maturity faster 
and some could be harvested in 
25 years. 

He noted however, that there 
would be 10% more wood if they 
were left to grow another five 
years. 

Better limb angle, fewer knots 
and smaller crowns would be 
other benefits of these trees, 
Oliver said. 

Pointing out the unique 
characteristics of the Virginia 
Pine grown at the nursery, Oliver 
told the group that the tree had a 
lot of limbs and that needles were 
unusually dark. 

In addition to their pine crop, 
the nursery also grows hardwood 
trees. Two acres are planted in 
Sycamore. | 

**We'll be cutting 500 cords of 
hardwood in September,”’ Oliver 
reported. He said that would 
reduce the cords of pine going 
through the mill from 2,600 a day 
to around 2,100 cords. 

The reason for the increase in 
hardwood production is the 
result of the company’s attempt 
to improve their Kleenex pro- 
duct. 

Another portion of the pro- 


gram was presented by Bill 
Rayfield. He told the group that 
somewhere in the neighborhood 
of 1,000 buShels’of cones were 
purchased each fall. 

After explaining how the seed 
was extracted and treated, 
Rayfield took the group outdoors 
to where the seedlings were grow- 
ing. 

With irrigation and the new 
top soil that has been put down, 
Rayfield related the seedlings 
have been growing “like crazy.” 

Relating how much care is re- 
quired to grow the seedlings, the 
nursery employee noted that 
weeding and pulling the young 
trees is all done by hand. 

The K-C nursery is the only 
one in the state to supply seedi- 
ings for reforestation. 

After lunch at the nursery, the 
group traveled to Four Mile to in- 
spect a Christmas tree farm own- 
ed by Forester David Stone and 
his father. 

All private landowners are in- 
vited to join the Alabama Forest 
Land Owners’ Association. 

The group has been meeting 
for several months and was for- 
mally organized this month. 

The next meeting will be Aug. 
11 at the First National Bank in 
Hoover. 


Youths guilty 
in MHS case 


Final judgment has been reach- 
ed in an incident occuring May 27 
during a rehearsal for graduation 
exercises at Montevallo High 
School. 

Two youths had been charged 
with assaulting Rory Gilbert of 
Montevallo, immediately follow- 
ing the rehearsal. The rehearsal 
was held in the University of 
Montevallo’s Palmer Hall. The 
alleged assault occurred in the 
Palmer Hall parking area. 

The youths, Patrick Childers, 
19, of Route 1, Jemison and 
Terry Wayne Beam, 18, of Hid- 
den Valley, Montevallo, were 
found guilty of harassment. The 
judgment was handed down in 
Montevallo municipal court on 
July 15. 

Judge Eason Mitchell fined 
Childers $100 and costs and 
sentenced him to 90 days in the 
county jail.

Alabaster’s dogs get rebuffed ° 


After Alabaster tailed to reach 
an agreement Monday on paying 
the Shelby County Humane 
Society for their services, the 
shelter has refused to take any 
more animals from the city. 

The deadline set by the society 
for coming through with some 
rg support was up Thurs- 

y. 

A committe made up of all the 
council members had been ap- 
pointed by Mayor H.A. ‘‘Doc’’ 
Rubin at the last meeting to come 
up with a recommendation. 

But new Councilman Willie 
Arrington, who was appointed 

*chairman of the group, reported 
that because of ‘‘feedback,’”’ no 
solution had been reached. 

He asked the mayor to arrange 
a meeting with Probate Judge 
Tommy Snowden and members 
of the Shelby County Commis- 
sion to see if they could come up 
with an answer. 

It was brought out at Mon- 
day’s council meeting, that the 
society had agreed to let the city 
pay 70 cents per resident rather 
than the $1.05 that had originally 
been proposed. 

Councilmen Jack Reagin and 
Cal McCune said they thought 
that was fair. However, the 
mayor pointed out that whatever 
charge was made should be 
equitable with other cities having 
to pay it too. 

The society contends that 
Alabaster and Pelham must pay 
because state law requires cities 
with populations over 5,000 to do 
so. 

Although a source told the 
Reporter Pelham’s mayor had 
been approached about payment, 
the matter was never brought up

Instead of a plantiff traveling 
to Birmingham for a trial in 
district federal court, the judge 
decided to come to him. 

The plantiff is an inmate at the 
Shelby County jail. And last 
week Federal Court Judge Sam 


Pointer heard the casein the con-.,. 


ference room of the Shelby 
County Sheriff’s Department. 


This is the first time that a case 
filed in the federal court has ever 
been tried at the jail. 

After all the testimony was 
given, the judge found in favor of 
defendants Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow and the jail administra- 
tion. 

The prisoner, James McKen- 
zie, had charged that his constitu- 
tional rights had been violated 
because he had not been allowed 
to marry at the Shelby County 
Jail. 

McKenzie filed his petition in 
February charging the sheriff had 
refused his request to marry on 
racial grounds. 

The woman McKenzie wants to 
marry is white. 

He was sentenced last year toa 
15 year term for robbery. 

An amendment to the petition 
charged that jail personnel were 
harrassing him because of the suit 
he had filed. 

McKenzie handled his own 
defense in the case, calling several 


inmates to substantiate charges 
of unfair treatment by a jailer in 
a particular incident. 

Defense attorney Oliver Head 
called Sheriff Buddy Galsgow 
and two jailers to the stand. 

Glasgow said that when per- 
mission was denied for McKenzie 


to marry, he was not aware of the ‘ 


fact the prisoner’s fiancee was 
white. 

The sheriff stressed that it was 
jail policy not to allow any 
prisoner to marry. Other 
prisoners who wanted to marry 
members of their own race had 
also been denied permission, 
Glasgow remarked. 

Giving his decision at the con- 
clusion of the proceedings, Judge 
Pointer said he did not find racial 
motivation in the sheriff’s deny- 
ing McKenzie permission to 
marry. 

The judge also found no basis 
for the contention jailers imposed 
disciplinary action on McKenzie 
in retaliation for the lawsuit. 

Regarding the incident in 
which McKenzie had words with 
a jailer, the judge said jail of- 
ficials were allowed much discre- 
tion. 

Testimony showed that no 
physical force had been used 
when the jailer returned to his 
cell, the judge pointed out, and 
he said no constitutional wrong 
had been done McKenzie.

On the lieutenant’s exam, the 
$15 charge will be made if there 
are more than 25 people trying 
for advancement. 

The overtime pay issue was 
passed over lightly since the re- 
cent legislative bill makes it man- 
datory to either pay overtime or 
give compensatory time off. 

The bill says that an officer 
may decide on receiving the pay 
or time off. If the time and a half 
pay is chosen, it must be paid in 
the following pay period - the 
time off can be taken any time 
during the calendar year.

Company. It was introduced to 
the market in 1953 and has en- 
joyed 28 years of use on most all 
food and feed crops, cotton, 
livestock (including milk cows), 
poultry, pets and mosquito con- 
trol.

90% at animal shelter are put to sleep 


8 “It would be like going home 


and putting half your pets to 
sleep everyday,”’ Ann Speakman 
of the Shelby County Humane 
Society said. The Humane Socie- 
ty in Columbiana is putting 20 to 
30 animals to sleep everyday 
because the Humane Society is 
unable to take care of them. 

“In three months we have 
handled 513 animals. Most have 
been put to sleep,’’ Speakman 
told the Reporter. ‘‘Only 10% 
find homes,”’ she said, 

Speakman went to the 
Alabaster City Council to ask for 
support Friday afternoon. She 
proposed $420 per month. 
Alabaster hasn’t yet given a 
figure. 

“‘They’re going to work with 
us,” Speakman said. So far, 
Alabaster is the only city to agree 
to give money to the Humane 
Society. 

Speakman had previously 
visited city council meetings in 
Helena, Pelham, Montevallo and 
Calera. But she had not been able 
to get results. She is hopeful that 
the donation from Alabaster will 
encourage the other cities to take 
action. 

“The county said they would 
donate $1700 a month, but 
they’re only giving $1300,’’ 
Speakman said. 

The Humane Society’s animal 
shelter has eight runs and six 
cages. 

Speakman said the Society 
needs help from the community, 
mostly money and members. 
‘‘We = desperately need 
volunteers,’’ she said. 

Volunteer workers are needed 
to aid in cleaning, adoption, 
membership booths, newsletters, 
and projects. 


Helena passes 


At the moment Speakman is 
the only paid employee besides 
one part-time worker. The shelter 
is open Monday through Friday 
from 8 a.m. to 3 p.m., and on 
weekends from 8-1 p.m. 

But the regular hours are only 
part of Speakman’s work. She 
spends a lot of her nights making 
calls on the phone and writing let- 
ters to get support. 

Speakman said that the hardest 
part of her job is euthanasia. She 
recently had to put a ‘mama’ cat 
to sleep, one she had for several 
months. She said it broke her 
heart to see the cat having kittens 
while caged in with barking dogs. 

“I still cry, but somebody’s got 
to do it,’’ Speakman said. She 
said the only consolation is to 
think that the cat will never be 
hungry or scared again. ‘“‘It’s 
hard to deal with sometimes,’’ 
she said. 

Speakman has been working in 
humane organizations for seven 
years. The Shelby County 
Humane Society has been in 
operation for three months, 

*We’ve done so much so 
fast,’’ Speakman said. The 
Humane Society has a shelter, a 
board of directors, a budget, and 
members. Ruth Combo presented 
educational humane programs to 
2600 school children. The 
Humane Society also sponsored a 
fund raising yard sale and a ‘Pets 
to People’ adoption day. 

Speakman presented to the city 
councils an alternative to the 
leash law. She said the law is not 
enforcible in Alabaster and 
Pelham where dogs have to be in- 
side a fence or on a chain.

loose if he causes no problems. If 
a dog is a troublemaker and the 
owner is told to keep him fenced 
in or chained up and he doesn’t 
comply, then the Humane Socie- 
ty says the owner should be fined 
$50. According to Speakman this 
ordinance could be adopted 
within six months to a year, 

The Humane Society also 
favors a uniform ordinance for 
all municipalities. 

Licensing dogs is a major con- 
cern. ‘‘Lost dogs cannot tell you 
where they live,’” Speakman said. 
But if a dog gets lost and he has a 
license on him he can be found. 

Speakman thinks animal 
shelters are a needed service just 
like fire and police protection.

“If our doors had been closed 
for three months there would 
have been 513 animals running 
around,”’ she said. 

Feeding the animals and taking 
care of them is Speakman’s line 
of work. ‘‘You can’t take them 
all home,”’ she said. But she tried 
it anyway. At one time she had 
nine dogs and eleven cats at her 
home, but she couldn’t handle 
that many herself. 

The United States Humane 
Society estimates that 1314 
million dogs and cats are put to 
death each year, according to 
Speakman. 

“It’s our responsibility as pet 
Owners to see that these animals 
are taken care of,’’ she said,

not want any fast food outlet on 
that particular location. 

Terry Gloor spoke for Edna 
Wall, who, he said, owns all four 
corners of the intersection at 
Valleydale Road and 280. He said 
she did not want to sell any of her 
property, and hoped to keep the 
area pleasant. He told the com- 
missioners, ‘‘You have a unique 
opportunity to make this a 
showplace.”’ 

He urged them to keep the zon- 
ing as it was. 

Leo Karpeles, representing In- 
verness said that ‘‘This (change) 
will only result in a junked up 
situation,”’ 

Also speaking against the zon- 
ing change was Gordon Morrow, 
representing Brownlee Morrow, 
an engineering company located 
next to the Gulf service station. 
He said that if a Wendy’s went in 
there, it would increase the traffic 
flow and the litter problem for 
his office. 

John Jenks, associated with 
Daniel Realty and _ the 
Meadowbrook development said, 
‘Our opposition is to piecemeal 
development on 280.”’ 

Planning Commissioner Roy 
Martin moved that Gulf’s request 
be turned down, Al Knight 
seconded the motion, and it pass- 
ed unanimously. 

The next request was for a 
change from: Office and Institu- 
tional zoning to Business-] for 
the location in front of the pre- 
sent branch of the First National 


Bank of Columbiana on 280 at 
Cahaba Valley Road (Highway 
119). 

Attorney Tommy Harrison ex- 
plained that most of the property 
in that area was owned by 
members of the Daniel family 
and they would not want to put 
any structure there that would 
detract from their own property. 

He said the difference between 
this request and the earlier one 
was that, “‘This is a major in- 
tersection.’’ He stressed the need 
for a service station and conve- 
nience store at that location to 
serve the needs of area residents. 

Bill Daniel said, the family

‘Anybody can win Talladega 500’ 


Can anybody win the 
Talladega 500 stock car race? 

Veteran car owner and former 
driver G.C. Spencer of Johnson 
City, TN., thinks so. 

**I’ve been around this racing 
business long enough to know 
you can’t ever predict what’s 
gonna happen,”’ says G.C., ‘‘but 
I’ve also been around long 
enough to know the Talladega 
500 is about as unpredictable a 
race as any I’ve ever been involv- 
ed with. You could put 20 names 
in a hat and draw one out and 
that driver would have just as 
good a chance as anybody.”’ 

**Look at the record. It proves 
anybody can win at Talladega.” 

Spencer will be looking at the 
13th annual Talladega 500, Sun- 
day, August 2, hoping his driver, 
Connie Saylor, will become the 
13th different winner of the uni- 
que 500-mile chase. 

**I never won a 500-mile race 
while I was driving, and my car 
hasn’t won one, but I’d sure like 
to start with the Talladega 500,”’ 
says the 56-year-old Spencer, in- 
volved with NASCAR Winston 
Cup competition more than 25 
years. 


**You just can’t predict a win- 
ner at Talladega,’’ says Spencer, 
who drove in his first Southern 
500 at Darlington (1957) and 
finished second in the 1966 
Charlotte World 600. ‘‘It takes a 
fast car, a driver who concen- 
trates all the time and a heckuva 
lot of luck at Talladega.

The storm knocked out the 
electric pumps for the water sup- 
ply and Beers said the potable 
water supply is still not adequate 
to meet the needs of the park. He 
said, ‘‘It will take us about a 
week to fill the 100,000-gallon 
storage tank, test for any addi- 
tional leaks, purge the lines and 
test water samples to make sure it 
meets Health Department stan- 
dards.”’ 

Because of its location atop 
Cheaha Mountain, the park has a 
long history of water problems. 
Beers said the Parks division staff 
was working closely with the state 
health department to develop 
plans for a 1.5 mnillion-gallon 
man-made lake to serve as the 
park’s water supply. The site for 
dam has already been selected 
and Parks Division officials hope 
that construction can begin 
within six months. 

Beers cautioned potential 
visitors to check with the park 
before visiting it mext week. 

The area for swimming at the 
lake, the lower picnic grounds 
and the lower camp grounds are 
open. These facilities have a 
separate water supply and are not 
affected by the water problem.

Hike takes upward turn

(On the rocks in Pennsylvania, 
‘ dancing) Grey light woke me. I 
lay still except to roll my eyes and 
look out the window of the tent. 

The night before I had swatted 
a small pesky fly which was now 
smeared into the meshing over 
the tent window. That was one 
less problem I'd face today. The 
sky was grey but I didn’t think it 
would rain. 

Look at that, I thought. I 
haven’t moved anything but my 
eyes and already I have two pro- 
blems out of the way. 

I pulled on my shorts while still 


sitting on my sleeping bag, then. 


donned my boots and sweat- 
faded t-shirt. 

**Mitch.”” 

Jeff Mitchell, my hiking part- 
ner, made no sound. He was a 
faceless lump under a green sleep- 
ing bag. 

**Coffee or tea? I’m gong to 
put on water.’” 

‘*Neither,’’ the lump mumbl- 
ed. ‘‘I’m asleep.”’ 

I unzipped the door and crawl- 
ed out of the tent. Bones cracked 
in joints I never knew I had. But 
after the shock of the initial 
cracks, I felt much better. 


**Make it hot chocolate,”’ call- 
ed the lump. 
Our coffee, chocolate, 


vitamins and a concoction of 
cream of wheat and oats, Mitch 
and I discussed the hike ahead of 
us. This was our 98th day on the 
Applachian Trail. So far we had 
covered over 1100 miles from 
Georgia to mid-Pennsylvania. 

‘*After 18 miles yesterday and 
21 the day before, today should 
be no problem,’’ Mitch said from 
his log seat. ‘‘Only 13 miles.”’ 

**We deserve it." 

“If the rocks aren’t too bad, 
we should make camp fairly ear- 
ly. Maybe four, or so. How *bout 
a Pop-Tart to celebrate?”’ 

**Great. It’s too nice a morning 
to be in too big a_ hurry, 
anyway.” 

The sky had turned blue. I 
poured water for more coffee and 
relit the stove. 

Five or six weeks ago Mitch 
and I would have paid good 
money, even given up our Pop- 
Tarts for a morning such as this. 
Life was tough during that period 
of our 2000-mile hike to Maine. 
At one point we had been sucking 
wind so badly, even ‘‘the unmen- 
tionable”’ had been mentioned. 

The proverbial towel had been 
eyed with thoughts of throwing it 
in. Quitting, however, would 
have been truly harder than hik- 
ing. So on we had hiked, looking 
for better days and believing our 
goal was worthwhile. 

When the water turned hot I 
made my second cup of coffee, 
my luxury cup. I asked Mitch if 
he’d ever been able to pinpoint 
the turning point. 

**] really can’t put my finger on 
any one thing that turned the trip 
around and made it better,’’ he 
said. ‘‘A lot of things helped, but 
the change was gradual.”’ 

“It’s like earlier when things 
gradually piled up on us and 
turned the trip bad. When all you 
do is walk all day, changes come 
gradually.’’ I agreed. ‘Life in the 
slow lane.” 

“The AT is like a microcasm 
of the real world out there,’’ 
Mitch said, waving the empty tart 
package in the direction of 
“‘civilization.’”’ ‘‘We’ve got all 
the problems we’d have out 
there, only on a more basic 
level.’’ 

“Hiking the trail simplifies 
life, reduces it to the lowest com- 
mon denominator. If we go 
somewhere, we walk. When we 
pitch camp, we have to be near a 
spring. We have to put up with 
rocks and rain, and we have to 
make our Pop-Tarts last all 
week.’”’ 

**And we have to break camp if 
we want to reach Maine.’’ 


“True enough,” I said, and 
swallowed the last of my coffee. 


Unreal. No place on earth 
could be this rocky, I thought, 
dancing heavily over a field of 
boulders, some two hours hike 
further on. 

The Pennsylvania mountain 
ridges run level for miles at a 
time. The problem is that they 
look as though every rock and 
boulder from every quarry ever 
dug has been dumped on them. 
In places the trail is so jumbled 
with boulders it looks like it was 
blazed by hand grenades. 

Mitch, who was hiking about 
five minutes ahead of me, swore 
he’d met an Indian guru who 
journeyed here once a year just to 
toughen his feet for hot coal and 
nail walking. 

“Don’t complain,’ I told 
myself. ‘‘At least you’re out of 
Virginia.’’ 

Hiking across Virginia had 
been a wearing experience, 
physically and psychologically. 
We had both been relieved when 
two weeks ago we had crossed in- 
to West Virginia near Harpers 
Ferry. From Harpers Ferry we 
had caught a train into 
Washington D.C. for a day-long 
side trip. In the same week we 
had hiked across Maryland, into 
Pennsylvania and past the 
halfway point on the trail. We ac- 
tually felt like we were getting 
closer to Maine now, and it 
helped boost our spirits. 

Further helping us out of the 
doldrums had been a four-day 
vacation from the trail over the 
Fourth of July. Tim Harakal and 
Mickey Roma, two thru-hikers 
we had met on the AT, had in- 
vited us to spend the holidays at 
their homes in Allentown, Pa. 
Their families marched us from 
one table of food to another, un- 
til I had felt and looked like a 
stuffed moose. 


Suddenly, my boot slipped on 
the sharp edge of a boulder and I 
really fell. For the next several 
minutes I concentrated on my 


footwork. However, free associa- 
tion soon caught up with me 
again, and my thoughts 
meandered back to the Shenan- 
doah National Park. Not only 
was our hundred mile hike 
through the Shenandoahs the 
highlight of Virginia, but we had 
reached the famous Blue Ridge at 
a critical time in our trip. Unlike 
Pennsylvania, and unlike many 
earlier sections of the AT, the 
trail through the Shenandoahs 
was graded smpoth and easy to 
hike. 

The Shenandoahs played a ma- 
jor role in returning the hike 
from bad to good. Still, there 
were many other factors which 
helped things get better: 

After along stretch of rain, the 
sun came out and stayed. We 
found that among briars and 
stinging nettles, wild raspberries, 
strawberries and blackberries 
grew. 


Another key factor which pop- 
ped into my head as I danced 
across the Pennsylvania rock 
fields, was how much support 
from home meant to me. My 
friends and cohorts at the 
Reporter sent me letters of en- 
couragement and post cards of 
Alabaster. My roommate sent me 
greetings from my cat. One 
friend sent me a sparkplug for a 
boost. And my girlfriend sent 
novel-length letters and candy 
bars. Of the chocolate chips, 
brownies and support Mitch and 
I received from our parents, we 
could never say enough. 


Soon, I reached a high point on 
the ridge. 

i feit great standing there, 
alone on a wooded mountain top 
among the rocks and boulders of 
Pennsylvania. But if I felt great 
now, how, I wondered, would | 
feel when I finally climbed to the 
top of Mount Katahdin in 
Maine? I'd have to wait until 
September to find out. 

One thing was for certain: 
Mitch and I would definitely 
reach Katahdin. Gradually.

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Candy stripers help 
hospital patients

**A lot of people are lonesome 
in the hospital,’?’ Lou Janeway, 
Auxiliary president at Shelby 
Medical Center says, ‘‘And the 
candy stripers are a big help.”’ 

Tina Harris, 14, feels that part 
of her job as a candy striper is to 
make people happy. She is one of 
32 volunteer workers at Shelby 
Medical Center. 

**I go inand talk to the patients 
sometimes,’’ Tina told the 
Reporter. She works on First 
Main at the nurse’s station and in 
the children’s section. 

Tina said that she likes to be 
with people and get to know 
them. But Tina’s job involves 
more than just ‘cheering people 
up.’ 

On Mondays from 8 to 3 she 
works at the intercom taking calls 
from patients. Such calls are 
often requests for juice. 
Sometimes a patient may need a 
nurse and Tina is at the intercom 
ready to take the call. 

She works the same hours on 
Tuesdays in the dietary depart- 
ment taking menus to the pa- 
tients, marking the menus and 
then turning them in. 

The program is set up for the 
convenience of the candy stripers 
and red coats (male workers). 

**You decide where you want 
to work and your hours,” Tina 
said. 

But things don’t always run 
smoothly. ‘“‘I got lost in the 
hospital one time,’’ Tina said. It 
was her first day on the job and 
she was taking a man in a wheel 
chair to EMG. ‘‘We rode around 
for 15 minutes,’’ she said, 
‘*Finally he said for me to sit 
down, that he would push me.’’ 

Tina said that now she could 
find that place with her eyes clos- 
ed, but the first day it was 
tough.”’ 

Working at the hospital has 
opened a new field for Tina. ‘‘I 
think I would like maybe to be a 
nurse,’’ she said. Tina was not in- 
terested in nursing prior to the 
job. She knows that being a nurse 
wouldn’t be easy. 

‘*They work very hard, and 
they have to have a lot of pa- 
tience,’’ Tina said. She has ex- 
perienced a little of the irritation 
from working in ga_ hospital 
already. She said that sometimes 
people call on the intercom and 
it’s hard to understand what they 
say. ‘‘When you ask them to 
repeat what they said they get a 
little upset with you,’’ Tina said. 
She agreed that patience should 
be one of the qualities found in a

nurse. 

“It’s depressing to see people 
sick,’ Tina said. But she still 
thinks that she could be a nurse 
and cope with it. Once a man was 
brought in with his face badly cut 
from a car accident. Tina left the 
room, but she didn’t want to quit 
her job. 

Volunteer workers must be bet- 
ween the ages of 14 and 20, male 
or female. ‘*They’re given jobs in 
all departments,’’ Janeway said. 
Among those departments are 
pharmacy, physical therapy, 
dietary, nursing unit, business of- 
fice, radiology, and the emergen- 
cy room. 

According to Janeway, specific 
guidelines are set for what kind 
of people are chosen for a job. 

‘“‘They have to be well- 
mannered, able to take orders, 
and work with hospital person- 
nel,’’ Janeway said. She also said 
that the workers must be neatly 
dressed and cheerful. 

The candy stripers and red 
coats are well supervised accor- 
ding to Janeway. Not only is she 
in charge of the workers, but 
supervisors in ‘charge of each 
department also oversee them. 

Jobs done by the workers in- 
clude filing, copying, taking sup- 
plies to the nurse’s unit, and 
transporting patients from their 
rooms to the different depart- 
ments and carrying out the 
menus. Janeway also said that 
the workers help patients choose 
from the menu sometimes. 
‘“‘That’s a job,’” she said. 

“The kids are always punctual 
and at work. If they can’t be 
there they report in,’’ Janeway 
said. She admitted that at times 
the volunteer workers are of 
more help than the Auxiliary. 
Janeway herself is a volunteer. 

“A lot of the kids are in- 
terested in medicine in one form 
or another,’’ Janeway said. 
“This program allows them to 
come 4nto the hospital and get 
familiar with it.’’ 

“Tl know of two that work in 
the emergency room that were 
picked out of the candy stripers 
program,’’ Janeway said. The 
program is in its third year. 

Janeway said that the pro- 
grams are good stepping stones 
for those who want a paid job 
later on. 

Awards are given for every 100 
hours of work. 

“It’s a good way to enjoy your 
summer, devoting your time to 
help others,’’ Tina said. 

Tina is the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Richard Harris of Chelsea.

Richard W. Bell of Pelham has 
been appointed chairman of the 
Cystic Fibrosis community line 
campaign to be held between 
August and November in 
Pelham, Cystic Fibrosis, an in- 
curable degenerative disease that 
affects the lung and digestive 
systems, is the number one 
genetic killer of children and 
young adults in the country. 

According to Bell, the money 
raised during the campaign will 
be spent in three areas: medical 
treatment, public education, and 
research. 

**All three are important,’’ Mr. 
Bell said. ‘‘Medical therapy, 
developed through years of 
research, has raised the average 
life expectancy of a cystic fibrosis 
child. Twenty-five years ago, CF 
children did not live to even pre- 
school age. Today, nearly half of 
those born with CF will live past 
their twenties. Public education 


increases the chances of early 


diagnosis and treatment,’’ Mr. 
Bell continued. ‘‘One out of 
every 20 adults carries a CF gene. 
When two carriers marry, there is 
a 25 percent chance that each 
child will inherit the disease and a 
50 percent chance that the child 
will be be a carrier. For those 
who inherit CF, early diagnosis is 
vital since the disease often mas- 
querades as other lung and 
digestive disorders,”’

A Calera motorcycle rider was 
the victim of a hit and run driver 
shortly after noon on Saturday. 

However, 44 year old James E. 
Whitburn was in satisfactory 
condition at Shelby Medical 
Center Tuesday.

Administrative experience was 
one of the requirements for the 
post and Lowe felt that he 
qualified since he had been head- 
master of a private school for 
three years.

Blake said she had taught at 
the school for five years. Since 
she had performed the duties of 
Principal Booker T. Knox in his 
absence, he had encouraged her 
to apply for the position when he 
retired, she said. 

In submitting her application, 
she told the board she believed 
she met the requirements. 

And during the three conversa- 
tions she had with the superinten- 
dent concerning the position, she 
said she was never told that she 
was not being considered. 

But later, Blake told the board, 
she learned she had never been in 
the running because of a new re- 
quirement that had been added to 
the advertised ones. 

That requirement was that an 
applicant must have served in an 
administrative position for six 
months. 


This was part of an ad- 
ministrative training program, 
which Knowles admitted was not 
available to elementary school 
teachers. 

Although the program has 
been in effect two years, it had 
never been officially adopted by 
the board. 

When AEA representative 
Wayne Sumners protested that 
fact, Board Chairman Barbara 
Whitman said the board had been 
aware of the program and their 
silence was their consent. 

Blake said she questioned the 
legality of the added requirement 
and wondered why she had never 
been notified of it. 

Because she was unaware she 
was not in the running for the 
principal’s post, the Calera 
teacher said she was prevented 
from applying for any other ad- 
ministrative position. 

Another matter Sumners ad- 
dressed the board about was the 
failure to grant a grievance hear- 
ing to a non-tenured teacher and 
a support person whose contracts 
were not renewed. 

Deputy Superintendent Vern 
Davis said the board had fulfilled 
the contracts of the two people 
and had no other obligations to 
them. 

No action was taken except 
that the board’s attorney is being 
asked to study the matter.

Historic building restoration 
and preservation experts will lead 
workshops during the Old House 
Revival seminar weekend Aug. 
7-9 at the University of 
Montevallo. 

Sponsored by the Live-In-a- 
Landmark council of the 
Alabama Historical Commission 
and the UM continuing education 
division, the weekend of 
workshops, tours and lectures is 
expected to bring together old 
house enthusiasts from all over 
the state.

The average taxpayer in 
Alabama’s 7th Congressional 
District (which includes Shelby 
County) will receive about 50 per- 
cent more in tax cuts next year if 
the Democratic -- rather than the 
Republican -- tax plan is passed 
in Congress. 

That analysis, released by 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee chairman, Dan Rostenkowski 
(D-II1.), is based on the district’s 
median income of $15,252 in 
1979. 

The analysis reveals that a two- 
earner family of four with an ad- 
justed gross income of $15,000 
will receive $272 under the 
Democratic plan, 50% more than 
the Republicans are offering. 

‘‘All taxpayers will benefit 
from our bill’, said Democrat 
Rostenkowski. ‘‘But the working 
family deserves -- 


® 


and receives by 


far the largest share of the 
Democratic tax cut. By contrast, 
Republicans give a lot more to 
those with income over $50,000.’’ 

While the Republican plan of- 
fers tax reductions in all brackets, 
the effects of inflation and in- 
creased payroll taxes will erase 


, those cuts for workers earning 
less than $15,000, according to- 


the Congressional study. By con- 
trast, the Democratic proposal 
leaves all taxpayers with a net cut 
in taxes. 

The analysis also shows that 
the Democrats give working 
couples up to $2,500 to offset the 
marriage tax penalty, compared 
to $750 next year from the 
Republicans. Child care aid is in- 
creased to $1,200 under the 
Democratic proposal. The 
Republican plan contains no such 
provision.

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Neighbors raise stink 


over septic seepings 


Whose problem is an overflow- 
ing septic tank in Indian Valley? 

The Indian Valley 
Homeowners’ Association 
brought the problem to the coun- 
ty commission Monday, saying 
the health department has not 
given them satisfactory answers. 

Jean Webber and Bob Marsetts 
spoke for the homeowners 
describing the overflow from a 
Comanche Drive residence that 
flows into the street, creates a 
bad odor, and then flows into In- 
dian Valley Lake. 

Geroge Holcombe from the 
health department happened to 
come through the courthouse and 
was drawn in to the discussion. 
Holcombe said there were several 
long-range water and sewage pro- 
blems in Indian Valley. He said 
he had not personally worked 
with the area, and had not 
studied the file. 

Later Health Department 
Chairman Ron Stutts told the 
Reporter that the homeowner has 
tried several times to correct the 
situation. ‘‘I think it’s the soil

and the likelihood there’s a sub- 
surface spring, probably flowing 
into the middle of the field 
lines.’’ 

Stutts said the homewoner has 
extended her field lines and has 
taken several other steps to im- 
prove the situation. ‘‘It seems 
cured for a time, but then the 
problem erupts again.”’ 


He pointed out there are many 
subsurface problems in Indian 
Valley, which was built before 
the county had any subdivision 
regulations. He said many other 
homeowners have septic tank 
problems, but because the 
overflow does not go into the 
street, others are not aware of it. 

Stutts said the only recourse 
would be experimental with no 
assurance it would work. That is 
why the health department is 
hoping that a proposed aerial 
infra-red study will reveal the 
underground secrets of Indian 
Valley. 

The only sure correction is a 
sewer, Stutts said.

Speak up.... on new county building 


Apparently the general public 
has not told the county commis- 
building what they think about 

a new building for coun- 
ty offices. ese be 
coe has been talked 

in commission meetings, 
and has been reported to death in 
the Reporter. The whole thing 
came up again Monday, with the 
submission of a pipedream pro- 
Posal that was twice the size of 
the building the commissioners 

But at no time has this reporter 
heard any discussion that showed 
the public was paying any atten- 
tion to all this. It is clear that if 
the commission goes ahead even 
with the modest building they 


propose, it will take every last 
cent of credit the county can 
muster to build it. One would 
think the public would react. 

It is the public that has to stand 
in lines at the probate office, the 
tax assessor’s office and the tax 
collector’s office now. The new 
building is supposed to provide 
more space for these offices ‘‘to 
better serve the public.”’ Yet if 
the public is complaining, this 
reporter has not been hearing it. 
Commissioners never mention 
public complaints, either. 

The major complaints pro- 
bably come from the workers in 
these offices, who admittedly 
have periods when they work 
under crowded conditions. 


The judges would like to have 
another courtroom, because they 
sometimes fill all the existing 
courtrooms, but again John Q. 
Public is not sounding off. 


The situation in the tax collec- 
tor’s office is clearly unfair. It is 
probably the tiniest such office in 
the state. More room is clearly 
dictated here, and more space 
might equal more efficiency in 
other offices as well. 

But things are different now 
than when this matter came up 
three years ago, then again last 
January. 

Columbiana now has a long 
row of unoccupied buildings on 
Main Street, some of which

might be rented for courthouse 
overflow. Growth of ‘‘the fastest 
growing county in the state’’ has 
virtually stopped with the drop in 
homebuilding. 

And what about microfilming 
the records to reduce the acres of 
Storage space the records now 
take up? 

These areas are not being ad- 
dressed, and the public apparent- 
ly does not care. So we may wind 
up with a stopgap building stuck 
on the parking lot with no money 
left over to renovate the old cour- 
thouse offices for new uses. 

Thinking citizens need to ex- 
press themselves to the commis- 
sioners.

Waste supervisor angered at treatment

It was a day of hassles and 
challenges when the County 
Commission met Monday. 

Solid Waste Supervisor 
Carlton Franks came to the 
meeting with his resignation in 
his pocket to protest being 
removed from the county health 
insurance policy. 

He was angry that he had been 
telephoned by commission clerk 
Mildred Ray late last Friday with 
that news. 

He said she told him the county 
could not pay insurance for 
anyone who worked less than a 
30-hour week, Franks voluntarily 
went on a three-day work week a 
few months ago, partly, he said, 
to save the county money, and 
partly because of his health. 

But it was the late telephone 
call that angered him most, 


because he could not contact 
anyone and had to worry about it 
over the weekend, he said. 

The commission agreed to 
table the matter until members 
could look into more details of 
the insurance plan. 


Commissioner Don Murphy 
added, “‘We’ve got some big 
changes coming up in solid waste, 
and we will need a fulltime per- 
son.”’ 

Franks said he would be willing 
to go back to fulltime work. 


Another hassle had to do with . 


the 10 MT units the commission 
approved for purchase last 
month for the computer. Com- 
puter department head Ken 
Robinson said Monday he had 
found that the Burroughs units 
could not take printers big 
enough to handle the boat 


licenses that Judge Tommy 
Snowden wanted to put on the 
computer. 

After expressing general 
dissatisfaction with the confusion 
over the new units, the commis- 
sion agreed with Robinson, and 
decided to order only two units 
and try to work out bids for a 
larger type of printer than Bur- 
roughs has, 

Chief Deputy James Jones ex- 
plained the sheriff’s problem at 
losing an investigator. The pro- 
blem was resolved when Jones 
called UNDO (United Narcotics 
Detail Operation) and that agen- 
cy agreed to reimburse the county 
for the salary of a person assign- 
ed to investigations. 

Jones further reported that the 
sheriff is still workin: on solving 
the window problems at the jail. 
The idea to install burglar alarms 


to alert jailers when someone 
tries to escape has not met with 
the expected response, Jones 
said. 

Vendors who sell burglar alarm 
systems have not come by to 
demonstrate their products, so no 
progress is being made on the 
matter. 

No prisoner from the county 
jail was among those 400 state 
prisoners who were ordered 
released by a federal judge this 
week, Jones added. He said one 
of the men on the list had already 
been released to Chilton County. 
He said the state had told them 
the county might get rid of three 
state prisoners when the next 
group is released. 

Other hassles had to do with 
the Board of Registrars and a 
problem with a septic tank in In- 
dian Valley. (See other stories.) 


Architects wow commission with proposal 


The county commission asked 
architects Dampier and Harris to 
design a modest little $280,000 
building for courthouse offices. 


But the commissioners also 
asked the architects to get with 
department heads and see what 
their space needs were. 

By the time the department 


heads put in their requests, the 
building had grown to a $600,000 
two-story structure. 


At first the ‘commissioners 
talked about a building with 
7,500 to 8,000 square feet. When 
the architects went around to the 
probate office, the tax assessor, 
the tax collector, and the com- 
puter department they found 
those offices already occupy 
7,165 square feet, ‘‘and the peo- 
ple can’t turn around.’ When 
you add the walls and service 
areas, that space alone would 
reach 9,300 square feet, the ar- 


chitects said. 

When the architects asked the 
department heads what they 
wanted they came up with re- 
quests totaling 11,435 square 
feet. When the necessary walls, 
etc., are added, it becomes 
15,049. 

The county commission asked 
for an increase of 297 square feet 
with a projected growth of two 
employees over a five year 
period. 


Personnel Board talks tests

At a public meeting Monday, 
the Shelby County Personnel 
Board made two rule changes. 

Although one of the changes 
gives provisional employees in 
the Sheriff’s Department a better 
chance for permanent employ- 
ment, one CETA worker pro- 
tested taking a test. 

William Pickett, who works in 
the jail, said he had heard state 
administrators of the CETA pro- 
gram say that those who suc- 
cessfully completed the training 
would get the job if there was an 
opening. 

Although the board requires 
that everyone employed be given 
an examination, the new rule 
goes on to say that those current- 
ly serving in the position must on- 
ly pass the exam. 

Previously, an applicant would 
have to make one of the top three 
scores in order to be considered. 

The sheriff must also give his 
approval before the provisional

The tax assessor asked for an 
increase of 773 square feet, and 
anticipates adding four more 
employees.

The. only offices in the new 
building are to be the probate of- 
fice and the tax collector and 
assessor’s offices. A lobby and 
rest rooms will be minimized, and 
an employee lounge will be 
eliminated. 

The location will still be next to 
the courthouse annex, facing 
Green’s Food Center building.

Chain saw accidents caused by kickbacks 


by Earl Franklin Kennamer 

Many outdoorsmen now own 
chain saws for cutting firewood 
for their home and hunting 
cabins. 

However, these are dangerous 
mechanical tools that require safe 
handling. The best physician to 
my knowledge, my own son-in- 
law, Dr. Dwain Rush at Lineville, 
told me he treats dozens of pa- 
tients every year who are severely 
cut when they carelessly handled 
their chain saws. Many of these 
are professional pulpwooders 
and loggers. 

A cut from a “‘live’’ chain saw 
could be fatal. 

When I bought my Stihl chain 
saw about 10 years ago I drove 
alone every year into the woods 
in my old car towing my utility 
trailer. I didn’t have a 4-wheel 
drive truck then. I cut diseased 
and misshapen oak and hickory 
trees into firewood length, filled 
up my trailer and returned home. 
I also cut a few hickory saplings

for my barbecue pit. Now, what 
would have been the situation 
had I cut an artery in my leg or 
arm with the spinning chain? I 
wouldn’t be writing this column 
now. ‘ 

Therefore, I now never go 
alone in the woods to cut a load 
of wood, just as I never go swim- 
ming alone. Oh, I carry the saw 
but only now and then for 
emergencies -- to cut a tree during 
deer season that has fallen across 
the woods road. 

I always keep my saw teeth 
sharp and prevent excessive play 
between chain and bar. But I 
always exercise the utmost cau- 
tion and never put my head or 
body in the same line with the 
cutting bar. 

I learned long ago to avoid cut- 
ting through a mass of tough 
stemmed vines. I would rather 
use my lopping and my hand 
pruning shears or my bush axe 
first and only then the saw. I also 
never chain saw cut overhead 
branches. Incidentally, I bought 
a ‘‘hardwood’”’ chain last year 
and it lasts much longer without 
sharpening than the customary 
chain used for logging pine and 
other softwoods. 

Since I get the Consumer News 
printed by the U.S. Office of 
Consumer Affairs every two 
weeks, I study the contents 
thoroughly for any information 
that would help fellow out- 
doorsmen and the Office has ask- 
ed me for any opinions or sugges- 
tions its staff might use in a 
future study or for publishing in 
an issue. 

In the June 1 copy one 
paragraph title on page five 
caught my eye: Here are quotes 
from portions of the column: 

‘According to Consumer Pro- 
duct Safety Commission in 1978 
approximately 100,000 persons 
were injured by chain saws. An 
estimated 23,000 of these injuries 
were caused by ‘‘kickback,” a 
sudden upward and/or backward 
movement of the saw caused by 
interference with the moving saw 
chain. This sudden and often 
unexpected kickbck can propel 
the moving chain saw into con- 
tact with the operator, often with 
serious results.”

The Commission is considering 
a number of devices to reduce 
kickback risk. Among these are: 

1. Providing a nose tip guard 
which would add about $1 to the 
retail price of a saw. (A nose tip 
guard covers the chain where it 
passes around the guide bar tip.) 

2. Providing a chain brake 
which could add $8 to the retail 
price. 

3. Adding a hand guard which 
would add $1 to $2 to the saw 
price.

4. Using low-kick chain designs 
which should add little if 
anything, to the saw price. 

Since it will be over a year 
before the proposed standard is 
published, CPSC suggests that 
before renting or borrowing a 
saw, consumers should look for 
saws which already incorporate 
some of the safety features listed 
above.”’ 

I hope some chain saw makers 
add all four points to their pro- 
ducts next year.

Installment No. 10 
by David F. Moore 

Reached the road, pulled out 
the guidebook and read: 

4.29 Turn left on road. Spring 
is 0.16 m down raod ahead. 

Filled up with water and hiked 
back into the woods on the trail. 
Found a good clearing and set up 
camp for the night. Glenn At- 
wood (Melbourne, Florida) 
camped with us again for the se- 
cond night. Turned in early. 

Day No. 106 Saturday July 18 

Ate breakfast, broke camp and 
hit the trail by nine-ish. Mitch 
wanted to watch cartoons; had to 
remind him the TV was too heavy 
to carry. It seems like a vacation, 
maybe a sin to have just another 
13-mile day. Who cares! We all 
agree this is how the trip should 
be. Too bad every day on the Ap- 


palachian Trail can’t be so 
casual. Such times are to be en- 
joyed. 


4.69 -- Trail continues to swing 


right to slab up west slope on 
rocky footway. 

7.14 -- Pass blue-blazed side 
trail to Buttermilk Falls on left. 
(Trail descends 1000’ in a mile 
and a quarter; it is very steep at 
lower end.) 

We passed away the miles talk- 
ing about life and times on the 
Appalachian Trail and how the 
trail is a different trip for 
everyone who hikes it. Mitch and 
I swapped stories with Glenn on 
other hikers we’d bumped into 
from time to time. We got the 
scoop on general trail scuttlebutt. 
We're all in this together. 

The trail in New Jersey may be 
rocky, but it doesn’t hold a stone 
to Pennsylvania. Also, Penn. was 
140 miles. New Jersey only has 65 
miles of AT. Now sweat--almost. 

No one expressed any desire to 
hike down to Buttermilk Falls. 
The unspoken consensus: keep 
the day casual. 

8.50 Cross brook and start 
climb up Rattlesnake Mountain. 

9.39 Summit at 1492’ has 
splendid views. Trail is winding 
with some descent and rise. 

Stopped for a munchie break 
on top of Rattlesnake Mountain, 
sat on a rock and took in the view 
between handfulls of carob chips

and nuts. Par usual, we could 
have polished off the whole bag, 


but had to save some for tom- . 


morow, I felt like a squirrel sav- 
ing nuts for the winter. 

The sky was hazy, the sun was 
warm, ala Alabama summers, 
view to northwest. Couldn’t see 
Delaware River, but could see 
gaps where it cut through. 

The mountain covered in scrub 
oak and low brush, commented 
to others that even without seeing 
any snakes, Rattlesnake Moun- 
tain had ‘‘that look”’ to it. Mitch 
and Glenn hiked on. I lingered 
another five minutes for the view. 

I caught up with my partners 
shortly. Mitch was poking with 
Glenn’s walking staff at a tree 
stump. I knew instinctly what 
was happening. 

Rattlesnake! 

Unlike the green rattler we saw 
last week, this ‘‘baby’’ looked 
like a rattler was supposed to. 
Dark diamond markings. Coiled. 
Cornered. It was at least three 
feet long, about as thick as my 
upper arm and sported six rattles. 
Mitch had nearly stepped on it. 
Somehow this one wasn’t quite as 
mencing as the first rattler we’d 
seen. We herded it off the trail 
and hiked on -- our eyes opened. 

9.64 Outlook. Trail follows 
west side of ridge with sweeping 
views. 

What the guidebook didn’t say 
is that the trail passed through 
bushes loaded with zillions of 
blueberries! Three families had 
traveled 40 miles to pick berries 
here. Answer questions about the 
hike between mouthfulls of the 
sweet, ripe berries. It’s a slow 
walking feast. Took me 30 
minutes to cover a quarter mile. 

11.16 Brink Road Shelter is 
0.15 m to left on a side trail just 
to the right of the road. A spring 
is 400° beyond in rhododendrons, 

Stopped for lunch around 1 
p.m. Two peanutbutter and jelly 
sandwiches would have been fine 
as hors d’oeuvres; unfortunately 
they were the main entree’. At 
least Glenn had picked a cup of 
blueberries on the ridge and 
shared them for lunch. 

We took a five-minute snooze 
to forget our nagging stomachs. 
The sun felt good, warm and lazy 
on my body. We hit the trail with

anticipation of the bakery we’d 
pass that afternoon. 

12.73 Trail ascends from 
notch thru young pines and 
follows crest with limited 
outlook. Cross Jacob’s Ladder 
Trail. Follow nearly level summit 
north for about a mile, with 
several outlooks, then descend 
east slope of mountains. 

Ran into three very young 
teenaged girls; they weren’t ex- 
actly lost, they just didn’t know 
they were even on the AT. Ex- 
plained to them where they were 
and how to get back to where 
they came from and warned them 
to be careful of snakes. People... 

Mitch walked on ahead and 
Glenn and I discussed trivial 
topics such as the creation of the 
universe. We also discussed his 
college plans--or lack of the 
same. After gradudtion this sr- 
ing, Glenn was accepted to the 
University of Chicago, 
Princeton, Harvard, Emory 
and Columbia, but couldn’t 
decide where he wanted to go or 
what he truly wants to study 
and/or be when he ‘“‘grows up.’’

Bad tax problem? Here’s help 


Taxpayers with an 
“‘unsolvable’’ federal tax pro- 
blem should be aware that the In- 
ternal Revenue Service has a 
special office just to help them. 
It’s called the Problem Resolu- 
tion Program (PRP) office, and 
it’s designed to give personal at- 
tention to taxpayers when 
previous contacts through nor- 
mal IRS channels haven’t helped, 
the IRS said. 


For example, if a taxpayer’s 
expected refund hasn’t arrived 
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after about eight weeks, he or she 
Should first contact IRS Tax- 
payer Service with the problem. 
If several weeks after that initial 
contact the refund still hasn’t ar- 
rived, the taxpayer should con- 
tact the PRP office. 

Once PRP takes the problem, 
the taxpayer usually deals with 
one person and is kept informed 
of the progress of the case.

are complaints about missing 
refunds.

some reportedly have houses or 
even service stations on the pro- 


perty. 

If all this sounds like the 
perfect opportunity to bid your 
way into the landed gentry on the 
cheap, though, there are a 
number of drawbacks to con- 
Sider. 

The quality of the titles that the 
state is offering is so bad that a 
private citizen would risk pro- 
secution under the new Con- 
sumer Protection Act (or even a 
fraud statute) if he or she tried to 
pass them off as marketable. 

For one thing, the original 
owner, listed in the Reporter’s 
tax notice, may redeem the pro- 
perty by clearing up the back 
taxes—maybe even after you buy 
it. 

Perhaps the owner has redeem- 
ed the property already, and the 
State’s books fail to reflect that 
fact. 

On the older parcels, the 
original owner is probably 
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deceased, or at least elderly. 
However, he may have shotgun- 
toting children or grandchildren 
who don’t cotton to strangers 
snooping around and claiming to 
own their old homeplace. 

Since the state does not plan to 
give warranty deeds, you may 
have to take the original owner, 
or his descendants, or whoever 
happens to live on the land, or all 
of the above, to court in order to 
get clear title, 

Even if you make it this far, 
you may lose your suit and wind 
up with nothing for your pains. 

For one thing, state law does 
not favor buyers at tax sales. This 
legal tilt was put in during 
Reconstruction, when tax sale 
buyers were hated Yankees, and 
original owners were disabled 
Confederate veterans. 

The next big round of tax sales 
occurred during the Great 
Depression, when buyers were 
hated bankers and capitalists, 
and original owners were honest 


but poor dirt farmers--the anti- 
buyer tilt was not changed. 

In short, some minor legal 
technicality--even one committed 


at the original tax sale decades . 


ago--might fatally flaw your title. 

Another possibility is that the 
State may be selling a particular 
parcel in error. 

These parcels have been slowly 
accumulating in Montgomery for 
the entire century. A mistake 
could have been made in the 
Shelby County tax assessor’s of- 
fice, or in the State Revenue 
Department, or somewhere bet- 
ween. 

If either of those offices were 
perfect, we wouldn’t be in the 
ninth year of a court-ordered 
reappraisal. During the course of 
that reappraisal, assessing errors 
have been discovered in batches 
of 1,000 or more, affecting some 
20% or more of the total acreage 
in Shelby County.

Maynard had omitted from his 
figures the 10 major industrial 
water users in Pelham, and said 
the 673 gallon figure was an 
average usage for each household 
and small business. 

This adds up to 19,080 gallons 
per household or small business 
per month. 

Maynard said that in contrast, 

Bessemer and Hueytown 
customers use only 5,000 to 7,000 
gallons per month. 

He said he has received ‘‘one 
million telephone calls’ from 
Pelham citizens protesting the 
water ermergency in the city that 
limits citizens to watering their 
lawns or washing their cars only 
one day a week. 

He wants the public to unders- 
tand that ‘‘water is being wasted 
right and left.’’ But he says the 
blame is not all on the public. 

The pressure in the city water 


system is also higher than in most 
cities, and Pelham has not found 
a way to control it. The pressure 
has to remain where it is, Mayor 
Burk Dunaway said, so the fire 
department will have enough 
water to fight fires. 

To keep the water tanks at ac- 
ceptable levels, the six city water 
pumps are pumping an average 
of 20 hours a day. On several 
days this summer the pumps have 
worked around the clock, 
Dunaway said. 

The city fathers have been stu- 
dying the situation from every 
angle, and finally have been told 
by the city engineer that a new 
system of pressure moderation 
may work on the Pelham system. 
The engineer will explore the new 
system, and if it will regulate the 
pressure the city will probably 
have it installed. The cost is 
estimated at around $25,000. 

Maynard believes the water 


crisis is not as bad as the other 
councilmen believe. He would 
like to allow lawn watering two 
days a week, but has been voted 
down. 

Mayor Dunaway said some 
people leave their lawn sprinklers 
on so long the water runs down 
the streets. 

Councilman Ray Hamilton 
joked, ‘‘The grass doesn’t have a 
chance to root. It’s just 
floating.”’ 

Mayor Dunaway reported the 
city has test pumped two old 
wells. “‘One was so thick you 
could hardly pump it. Another 
one hasn’t been used for 25 years, 
but we may be able to get some- 
thing out of it.” 

In any case, the city does not 
expect to have an increased water 
supply for several months, and 
wants the public to understand 
the problem is a combination of 
overuse and high pressure. 
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legal headache. The boundary 
descriptions in the tax deeds are 
vague, and acreage is not 
guaranteed.

Lest anyone get their heart set 
on the tax notice that says a cer- 
tain parcel has a house on it, 
beware again. It’s not guaranteed 
to be there, so it would be best to 
find the place and take a look-see 
On your own. Chances are that 
people who could not afford their 
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taxes for decades aren’t going to 
be building any mansions 
anyway. 

The upshot is that your 160 
acres of farmland with creek and 
five room house may turn out to 
be disconnected spots of land 
totalling ten -acres, with the 
burned-out foundations of a far- 
mhouse breeding mosquitoes in a 
swamp. 


One final splash of cold water 
for the eager prospective bidder: 
nobody bid on these parcels at 
the original tax auction. Maybe 
there was a good reason. 

The state and county will split 
the auction proceeds half and 
half. 

How much money will come 
in? State Revenue Commissioner 
Ralph P. Eagerton, Jr. says he’s 
working in the dark, and doesn’t 
know. County officials can’t 
even keep track of the land that is 
on the tax rolls, and don’t know 
either.

The issue of becoming a part of 
the City of Alabaster is hotly 
debated. On one hand, many 
subdivision dwellers south of the 
city are very anxious to join the 
city. Police, fire and garbage ser- 
vices are the chief reasons cited 
by them. 

Some large land owners south 
of the city also want to come in, 
believing that their property 
would be more valuable for sub- 
division development in the 
future. 

Other large land owners are 
just as opposed to the annexa- 
tion. Some of them operate large 
farms and do not want to face an 
added property tax. Others want 
to be free of the regulation they 
believe they would have to deal 
with if they were inside the city 
limits. 

In any case, to provide for a 
vote on any of the three proposed 
areas, the Alabama House and 
Senate will have to pass a bill 
allowing the vote, and would 
have to define the exact legal land 
description of the area to be an- 
nexed. 

In the last legislative session, 
the Alabaster annexation ques- 
tion became entangled with the 
proposed Calera annexation, and 
neither bill passed the legislature.

The Shelby County Board of 
Registrars has new powers 
granted during the last session of 
the legislature. 

Under the old law, all counties 
with populations of less than 
100,000 were exempted from cer- 
tain provisions of the law. But 
the legislature dropped the 
population provision this spring. 

It means that the chairman of 
the Board of Registrars in Shelby 
and all small counties is authoriz- 
ed “‘to purchase all necessary of- 
fice equipment and to hire all 
necessary parttime or fulltime 
clerical help to perform its 
prescribed duties.’’

Goodwin L. Myrick, president 
of the Alabama Farm Bureau 
Federation, which is sponsoring 
the three-day meeting of 
seminars, said ‘‘If you’re not in 
the production of agriculture, 
you’re in the consumption of 
agriculture. There are no syn- 
thetic foods. They’re all a pro- 
duct of agriculture.’’

survey can help in determining 
how intensively soils can be used 
without damage.

newspapers 


Are those old newspaper clipp- 
ings that you’ve been holding on 
to for so many years turning 
yellow and threatening to crum- 
ble? 

Experts at the National Ar- 
chives, who have the same’ pro- 
blem, suggest the following 
method of preserving old 
newspapers: 

Mix two teaspoons of 
magnesium carbonate and a 
quart of club soda in a large 
plastic dish. Sandwich the clipp- 
ings between two pieces of screen 
or Pellon, a material sold in most 
fabric stores. Soak for 30 
minutes. Mop up excess liquid 
with blotting paper and allow to 
dry overnight on more blotting 
paper. 

After using this preservation 
technique, store the clippings in a 
well-sealed flat plastic bag. They 
should keep forever.

August: good month for camping

Although I believe it is not the 
ideal month, August is still the 
top vacation period for many of 
us. 
You can spend your vacation 
in one of two ways: by the motel 
and restaurant route, or by camp- 
ing. 

You can take your family on a 
camping vacation much cheaper 
than you can pursue the motel- 
restaurant route. Fifteen or 20 
years ago I took my wife and two 
youngsters on a 10 days’ tent 
camping tour into the Ozarks of 
northern Arkansas. We packed 
our paraphernalia into my utility 
trailer and stayed at four dif- 
ferent sites. At this time the out- 
door recreational bomb had just 
exploded, and privately owned 
campsites had simply not been 
developed. Moreover, state and 
national campsites were still in 
their primitive infancy. However, 
I felt compelled to make the trip 
and keep detailed expense 
records. 

On the return trip and on the 
last night and next day we stayed 
at one reasonably priced comfor- 
table motel near Memphis and 
ate three tasty meals in a very 
moderately priced nearby 
restaurant. 

The statistic that topped all 
others was comparative cost. One 
day and night in the motel plus 
food cost four times as much as 
one day and night camping! 

Today the gap may have 
widened somewhat, but 
everything is definitely still in 
favor of the camping tour. 
Thousands of new campsites 
have been developed -- private 
and public -- since we made our 
research trip. Highways have 
been improved and new ones 
established. You can now make a 
long relaxing trip on the In- 
terstate system. 

New camping shelters have 
been designed and improved. 


Tents, which I still prefer, now 
come in a myriad of sizes, 
weights, materials and styles. The 
chief improvement seems to be 
ease of set-up and take-down. 

Equipment for comfort in tent 
camping has made great strides. 
Coleman, Thermos and other 
manufacturers have come forth 
with better keeping portable 
refrigerators and today you can 
take along an electric fridge that 
will operate through your vehicle 
cigarette lighter receptacle. 
Lanterns today with special fuels 
put out more light than the 
kerosene jobs our great grand- 
fathers had to see by. Camp cook 
stoves are a pleasure to use today. 

The towed camping trailer is 
now available in a variety of 
sizes. Then there are the pickup 
truck mounted campers. The last 
word is the self-contained motor 
home with its air conditioner, 
electric generator, etc. 

Another boon to the camper 
today is available literature. I 
counted more than 30 magazines 
which cater to the traveling 
fraternity. Today all the popular 
outdoor magazines have special 
columns on camping, travel, 
recreational and 4-wheel drive 
vehicles, etc. 

The American Automobile 
Club, I’ve been told, estimates 
two persons will average spen- 
ding $100 daily for lodging, 
meals and gasoline for 100 miles 
travel a day. Costs naturally go 
higher in food when you have 
two or three children. 

By camping and planning 
ahead for night stops, you and 
your small family might get by on 
less than $25 for food, lodging 
and gasoline costs per day. Most 
public and private campsites now 
feature playgrounds, swimming 
pools, showers and restroom 
facilities. 

The camaraderie at campsites 
is something you don’t get in a 
motel stay. Camping ‘‘cousins’’ 


simply like to get together and ex- 
change biographies. If you have 
boat, trailer or other troubles, 
your next door site neighbor will 
almost always lend a helping 
hand. 

Most campers have a listing of 
KOA, state and national parks 
campsites. However, there are 
many Alabama campsites 
privately owned and reasonably 
priced, and these are listed in 
Camper 800 Camp Sites. Camp- 


‘sites are listed nationwide and are 


located in 44 states and the Virgin 
Islands. You can make reserva- 
tions by calling toll free 
800-828-9280. Space doesn’t per- 
mit my listing each Alabama 
campsite by name but when you 
make your reservation call, the 
national headquarters of Camper 
800 will suggest name, location 
and phone number of the camp- 
site. Incidentally, each of the 
listed campsites has been in- 
spected and approved by the na- 
tional organization. I can give 
you the Alabama cities and towns 
with campsite locations: Electa, 
Eufaula, Falkville, Gordon, Gulf 
Shores, Jemison, Leeds, Lillian, 
Lincoln, Mobile, Orange Beach, 
Ozark, Pell City (3 sites), River 
Falls, Selma, Theodore (3 sites), 
and Troy. For a complete listing 
of all sites, write Camper 800, 
P.O. Box 100, Jamestown, NY 
14701. 


While I’m thinking of it, 
Woodall’s Camping Directory 
for 1981 is one of the most up-to- 
date with complete listing of all 
campsites in this country and 
elsewhere. You can get a copy at 
your larger news stands or you 
can order a copy from Woodall’s 
Campground Directory, 500 
Hyacinth Place, Highland Park, 
Illinois 60052. Cost is somewhere 
around $10. This is a 2-inch thick 
catalog with every need im- 


aginable listed. If you clip and 
use all the discount coupons in- 


cluded, you’ll save money on 
your camping trip. 

There’s just something about 
family camping you get in no 
other type of vacation, especially 
sharing of experiences which last 
a lifetime. 

We still talk about that fish my 
wife caught near Mountain View, 
Ark. With a never-before-used 
$30 fiberglass flyrod, she hooked 
a fish and at the same instant 
reduced the flyrod to a half dozen 
short splinters.

A forester from St. Clair 
County is looking for a home in 
Columbiana. 

But even though Gary 
Hamilton will make Shelby 
County his base, he’ll still be 
looking after the 410,000 acres of 
forestland in St. Clair. 

Hamilton has been filling in 
for David Stone, who left as head 
of the county’s Forestry Commis- 
sion in June to take another job. 

And now the St. Clair super- 
visor will handle both counties. 

This is the first time that 
anyone has undertaken such an 
assignment. The two counties will 
give Hamilton a total of 923,000 
acres of forestland to look after. 


He was closer to Shelby than 
anyone in the district, Hamilton 
said, explaining how the respon- 
sibility for two counties happen- 
ed to fall on his shoulders. 

And he noted that the arrange- 
ment was only to last for a year. 

Fortunately, forest fires 
haven’t have been as numerous 
this year as they sometimes are, 
so Hamilton has had no serious 
problems with the blazes that 
have occurred. 

The Forestry Commission has 
two fulltime employees in St. 
Clair and two parttime men. 

Since this county’s ranger left 
about the same time as the super- 
visor due to health problems,

The pay of members of the 
sheriff’s department came under 
heavy discussion at the County 
Commission office Monday. 

Most of the talk was started by 
Chief Deputy James Jones who 
said he was reluctantly submit- 
ting requests for overtime pay 
from five investigators. The over- 
time pay for all five amounted to 
$4,566.54, for the month of July 
alone. 

Jones said he was reluctant 
because he had earlier asked the 
commission to increase the rank 
of investigators, so they would 
qualify for a higher level of pay. 
At that time, he said they would 
not ask for overtime. 

But a new state law says all 
sheriff’s deputies can get time 
and a half for any work over 40 
hours per week. 

Jones said he did not think the 
investigators should ask for it, 
but he said the investigators do 
work long hours. When a case is 
being investigated, he said, the 

an fieeds to keep going until it is 

inished. He indicated in- 
vestigators have always worked 
ovetime. Because of the nature of 
the work, Jones said it is almost 
impossible for the sheriff to 
regulate overtime. 

It is easier done with road 
deputies, he pointed out, because 
they can work shifts.

They noted that other bills, 
besides those applying to the 
sheriff’s office, also do this. 

They voted to take out adver- 
tisements to illustrate to the 
public how strongly they felt 
about it, and are asking the 
public to talk to their legislators 
about the situation. 


Refuse recycler asks 


Columbiana for help 


Money was the main topic at 
Thursday’s meeting of the Col- 
umbiana Council. 

But no action was taken on any 
of the financial requests. Instead, 
they were turned over to the 
finance committee for study. 

Benny Davis, who operates a 
salvage company on the Highway 
25 Bypass, asked the city for $125 
a week as reimbursment for bal- 
ing refuse from the Elastic Plant 
and transporting it to the County 
Landfill. 


@ The refuse is brought to his 


lant by the city which has a gar- 
bage pick-up contract with the 
Elastic Plant. 

Although he can recycle the 
cardboard boxes from the plant, 
Davis said the elastic had to be 
disposed of at the landfill. 

But the stringy pieces of elastic 
are harmful to the landfill’s 
bulldozer tracks, Davis explain- 
ed, so he has to bale it. 


It was noted that the city only 
received $500 from the Elastic 
Plant for the pick-up service. 

The $125 a week that Davis 
asked would ‘‘eat that up right 
quick,’”’” observed one council 
member. 

After Mayor Buck Falkner 
mentioned that there have been 
complaints recently from 
members of a church near Davis’ 
plant about some burning, the 
plant owner said he had taken 
steps to see it wouldn’t happen 
again. 

He explained that a new 
foreman had burned shredded 
copper in drums rather than the 
EPA approved burner he has in- 
stalled. 

In the future, the copper will 
be taken to a remote location and 
burned, Davis promised. 

Pointing out how he benefits 
the county, Davis mentioned that

It is not 
subject to Alabaster regulations 
and is not in an area covered by 
any kind of zoning. 


Davenport stressed to thie 
group that ringed the commission 
meeting room that the ABC 
Board often overrides the deci- 
sions of the County Commission. 
He said that if the decision were 
appealed to the ABC Board, he 
would let the group know when 
the ABC hearing was to be held 
in Montgomery.

‘‘proud and excited about the 
work that’s being done here.”’ 

The pilot plant at Wilsonville 
has become one of the few 
research centers in the nation to 
produce a liquid fuel from coal. 

Harrison said the liquid could 
be thought of as a ‘“‘synthetic 
crude oil’’ capable of being refin- 
ed into gasoline and home 
heating oil, as well as fuel for ex- 
isting oil-fired power plants. 
Scientists at the plant have found 
ways to produce a range of clean- 
burning liquid fuels. 

Further research is expected to 
continue at Wilsonville for some 
time, Harrison said. The Depart- 
ment of Energy and the Electric 
Power Research Institute an- 
nounced grants last week totall- 
ing $4.8 million to continue the 
research for at least the next 
seven months. 

He believes the technology can 
be adapted to large-scale produc- 
tion of the fuel at a cost com- 
petitive with the petroleum fuels 
now in use. 

Design for a plant is now 
underway at Newman, Kentucky 
which will go into large scale pro- 
duction of the fuel by the second 
half of the decade, Harrison said.

Aviation administrator 
answers runway critics 


Bill Tucker wants to see the 
county's airport runway expand- 
ed. As the county’s aviation ad- 
ministrator, he outlined to the 
county commission Monday the 
stand he is taking with the FAA 
regarding it. 

His comments were in answer 
to objections that were raised by 
homeowners near the airport who 
are against the 1,400 foot exten- 
sion of the runway. 


Tucker said that the only ob- 
jection that is ‘‘anywhere near 
valid’’ concerns the noise level. 
The objectors had claimed the 
noise level would ‘‘greatly change 
the tranquil surroundings’’ 
because light jets and transport 
aircraft could use the airport. 

But Tucker disputed the use of 
the adverb ‘greatly’’. The Federal 
Aviation Agency, which must ap- 
prove the extension, has asked 


Tucker to answer all the objec- 
tions made by the residents. 

Among other points brought 
up was the possible harm the 
‘‘washoffs’’ might do to wildlife 
in the swamp west of the airport. 
Tucker said he was pretty sure 
there were no endangered species 
in the swamp, but the En- 
vironmental, Protection Agency 
could be called in to answer that 
point. 

Commissioner Don Murphy 
who is new to the group since the 
commission orginally asked for 
the extension said he was oppos- 
ed to it. 

Tucker stressed the increased 
benefits to business and in- 
dustrial development in the coun- 
ty if the runway were extended. 
He also noted the increase in 
general business the airport might 
expect, which would result in 
higher income to the county. 


‘Insufficient evidence’ 


to indict A. 


A grand jury determined last 
week that there was not enough 


evidence to indict A.E. 
**Codger’’ Etress for 
manslaughter. 


The Shelby man is head of the 
Lay Lake Rescue Squad and ran 
for the Shelby County Commis- 
sion during the last election. 

Etress wasn’t arrested until five 
Jays after the Dec. 31 shooting 
when an Adamsville man, 
Johnny Johnson, was killed. 

And then it was the victim’s 
family who swore out a warrant 
for his arrest. 

Shelby County Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow’s explanation for not 
having Etress arrested was 
because the grand jury was con- 
vening early in January. 

Evidence would have been 
presented at that time, the Sheriff 
said, and there would have been 
no need for a preliminary hearing 
if the jury failed to issue an in- 
dictment.

As events transpired, however, 
the Shelby man went to court in 
April. 

At the preliminary hearing, 
Etress testified he had gone to the 
site of the cabin owned by former 
Sheriff C.E. Walker, in an effort 
to help Johnson who was holed 
up there with a gun. 


The cabin off Hwy. 47 south of 
Shelby had burned and only the 
foundation remained. 

It had been feared that the 
Adamsville man was planning to 
kill himself, testimony revealed, 
and he had refused to let anyone 
approach him. 

A deputy had made his way 
through the woods and was close 
to the foundation when Johnson 
fired and Etress shot back. 

Most of the pellets were in 
Johnson’s leg where Etress said 
he had been aiming. However, 
one entered his chest and killed 
him.

A sulfur-free coal in solid form 
was produced there about five 
years ago. (SRC-1) The new li- 
quid announced this week is a 
major step forward, hailed by 
Southern Company spokesmen 
as having ‘‘enormous implica- 
tions for America’s effort to 
achieve energy independence.”’ 

Research started for the new li- 
quid in August, 1979 at Wilson- 
ville. 

The process, according to com- 
pany spokesmen works as 
follows: 

_Raw coal is combined with a 
solvent derived from coal and a 
small amount of hydrogen. The 
mixture is heated to approximate- 
ly 825 degrees Fahrenheit. Sulfur 
is removed in the form of a gas, 
and solid mineral residues, which 


, 


normally collect as ash, are 
separated. 

The SRC-1 product which 
results is then fed into the 
hydrotreater. Here the 
temperature and pressure condi- 
tions are very similar to those in 
the basic solvent refining process, 
but the use of a catalyst increases 
the hydrogen reaction. This step 
allows the production of a range 
of liquid fuels and a solid fuel 
with a very low sulfur content of 
approximately one-fourth of one 
percent, 

The liquid fuel produced from 
the SRC-1 process can be further 
refined into gasoline or home 
heating oil at a price that is ex- 
pected to be competitive in future 
energy markets, according to a 
study recently compieted for 
DOE to determine the market 
potential of SRC-1.

With the combined resources 
of the Electric Power Research 
Institute and the Department of 
Energy the men at Wilsonville 
have developed a liquid fuel from 
raw coal that can be refined like 
crude oil. 


In Shelby County, we have 
taken a proprietary interest in the 
research work underway on 
Alabama Power Company pro- 
perty at Wilsonville for the last 
ten years. 

First, we learned that they had 


produced a sulfur-free solid fuel ° 


from the high-sulfur coal that 
abounds in the South. This meant 
that electric generating plants and 
other plants could burn a fuel

Colonel gives views on military 


Speech to Montevallo 
Rotary Club, August 6 
by Col. Walter R. Adkins 

Recently, President Reagan an- 
nounced a one and a half trillion 
dollar defense spending program 
to be spread over the next five 
years. This figures out to be over 
$10,000 per taxpayer. Over the 
past several years the defense ef- 
fort has run to about $600 an- 
nually per citizen. The education 
effort is the only item which has 
been consistently more expensive, 
and it would appear that the ad- 
ministration’s new program will 
push defense out ahead of educa- 
tion. If for no other reason, the 
amount of money involved 
makes the operation of the armed 
forces important to us all. 
However, the significance of 
what the defense department 
does, or fails to do, is of much 
more importance to the citizen 
than the mere amount of money 
to be expended. 

1 am not so bold as to attack 
problems of national survival in 
20 minutes. However, I would 
like to throw some light on the 
life within the regular service -- a 
group of organizations which 
operate at the heart of the 
defense effort -- and to offer a 
few suggestions as to how the 
citizen can influence the reactions 
of these organizations. 

LIFE IN THE REGULAR SER- 
VICE 

Life in the regular service is, of 
course, much different from life 
in the armed forces during a big 
war. In such a national emergen- 
.cy, the regular service becomes 
part and parcel of the national 
forces and share - Mord 
periences common to ge 
slice of the population which 
becomes directly involved in the 
war. A large number of the male 
members of certain age groups 
consider themselves only too 
familiar with military life in this 
context. Most questions which 
are asked of people with my 
background involve the dif- 
ferences between life in the 
peacetime military and that 


which the person asking the ques- 
tion remembers from some war- 
time service. 

PERSONNEL 

I will begin with a discussion of 
the people in the peacetime 
military. First, just how many 
people are we talking about? 
There are about two million peo- 
ple in uniform now, and this 
figure has, in general, pertained 
since the close out of the war in 
Vietnam. Two million has been a 
fairly good number for the 
regular services, year in and year 
out, since World War II. About 
one half of these people are 
assigned to the army with the 
other three services being 
authorized the rest. Of these two 
million le in uniform, about 
one in teh is a commissioned of- 
ficer with the remaining being 
enlisted. 

The management echelon of 
the armed forces is made up of 
the officers corps, certain war- 
rant officers, and the higher 
ranking non-commissioned of- 
ficers. The hard core of this 
management echelon is compos- 
ed of the professionals within the 
military service. I use the term 
‘professional’ to indicate an in- 
dividual who is employed full- 
time in an endeavor that has a 
i body of knowledge 
which he who calls himself a 
‘professional’ is expected to 
understand and a set of rules by 
which all who practice in the field 
are expected to abide, 

The military professionals are 
those persons who manage the 
various factors which are directly 
associated with armed combat, 
whether it be on the ground, on 
the seas, or in the air. I will use 
the term professional soldier to 


in the sense I use the term. 

Using the army as my model, 
the professional soldiers would 
come from the combat arms-- 
infantry, armor, artillery--with a 
very few being found in the other 
branches. The body of 
knowledge which these people are 
expected to have accumulated is 
drawn from the military educa- 
tion and training effort and from 
an apprenticeship system which 
calls for repeated assignments to 
combat arms organizations dur- 
ing the early years of an officer's 
career. 

By the time he has completed 
about ten years service, he will 
have finished the company of- 
ficer’s course, and at least by my 
definition, can begin to consider 
himself a real professional 
soldier. One of the problems 
which arise in discussing profes- 
sionalism in the military flows 
from the fact that there is no 
agreed upon definition for the 
concept, but the one I’ve used 
here would probably be accepted 
by most of the thinkers in the 
field. 

Using my definition, there are 
somewhere between 10,000 to 
20,000 professional soldiers in 
the army at any one time. Con- 
sidering all personnel about one 
in 530 would be considered a pro- 
fessional. Figuring that the other 
branches of service have about 
the same proportions of profes- 
sionals this means that the hard 
core of military management for 
the nation is made up of 
somewhere between twenty to 
forty thousand people. 

Other than the professional 
soldiers, another group — not 
often identified in the terms 
which I shall use — are very 
significant in the armed forces. 
These are the adventurers or 
romanticists. These types set the 
tone for many organizations, 
particularly the elite units. The 
adventurers are looking for 
something in the military over 
and above a way to make a living 
and even over and above *‘Duty, 
Honor, Country’’. Some of these 


ings, we live in a dual universe, 
just as half of a tree lives in the 
soil, out of our sight.

men become professional soldiers 
but the majority never reach this 
status. Most are too restless for 
the grinding work that profes- 
sionalism takes. Many of these 
soldiers become disciplinary pro- 
blems during long periods of 
peace. However, these basically 
reckless individuals are a comfort 
in combat; a large portion of our 
war heroes come from this group. 
But needless to say, they present 
certain problems at the club on 
Friday night. 

I will finish up my comments 
on the personnel of the regular 
service by pointing out a 
phenomenon which should be of 
special interest to us here in 
Alabama. Legend has it that 
Southerners dominate the regular 
service. While I think that 
dominate is a bit too strong, the 
southern accent is very, very 
common in both the air force aud 
the army. Objective studies of the 
origins of the professional soldier 
bear this out. The conventional 
wisdom on this subject holds that 
this state of affairs is caused by 
the relatively stronger military 
tradition found in the south and 
the lack of economic opportunity 
compared to the rest of the na- 
tion.

Sheriff’s department pays 46 employees 


How does the salary scale in 
the Shelby County sheriff’s 
department hold up? The subject 
arose again this week when a 

tion of overtime for in- 
Seetanors came up in Monday’s 
commission meeting. 

The pay scale is tied to the scale 
used by the state troopers, with 
raises at intervals. 

The Shelby County Reporter 
checked with Commission Chair- 
man Tommy Snowden and Clerk 


~ Mildred Ray on the pay in the - 


sheriff’s department and learned 
the following: 

Forty-six persons are on the 
payroll in that department. There 
are 21 deputies and five in- 
vestigators (one is paid by UN- 


DO). Others include the sheriff, a’ 


captain, lieutenants, matrons, 
jailers and radio operators. 
Deputies: $24,611 
Of the 21 deputies, 16 are at 
the top step and earn bi-weekly 
salaries of $685.50 each. This 
comes out to $17,823 per year, 
but that is not all. Fringe benefits 
offered by the county are worth 
30 percent more than the pay, 
which would bring the salary 
value to $23,171 per year. But 
that is not all. Each deputy gets 
$5 per day subsistence allowance 
every day he is on the job, and a 
$20 per month clothing 
allowance. Assuming he works 20 
days a month, the daily 
wance means au extra $100 
month or $1,200 per year. 
Add the annual clothing 
allowance of $240 and the total 
salary cost to the county is 
$24,611. (The other five deputies 
are on steps that pay from $601 
bi-weekly to $651.)

1. A bill which requires the county to provide 450 square feet of office 
space to the Board of Registrars and requires the county to hire a secretary 
for that board.

When this proposal was suggested as a local bill, your County Commission 
contacted local legislators and objected on the basis of cost. It was started as 
a local bill, but was later passed as a statewide bill. 


2. A bill which requires all counties in the state to pay overtime to sheriffs’ 
deputies. We were presented with a bill in the amount of $4,566.54 for overtime 
for five investigators for the month of July alone. 

This unexpected expense upsets our budget, and means some other service 
will have to be cut. 


How can your County Commission run the county smoothly when the state 
legislature highhandedly passes bills that require us to pay out money we do 
not have in the budget? Overnight, the legislature could get us in a bankrupt 
condition. 

We do not believe the people of Shelby County want to see this situation 
continue. We are asking you to contact your state legislators and tell them 
what you think about this.

to have 6 groups 


There’s a new athletic booster 
organization at the University of 
Montevallo, and the new club 
held its first official meeting on 
July 31. 

Actually, the newly-formed 
**Falcon Club’’ is the school’s old 
booster club, the ‘‘Fans For 
Falcons’’, but is now under a new 
name and with a new structure. 


Under the new setup, the 
Falcon Club will have a State 
Chairman and a Board of Ad- 
visors, with local clubs establish- 
ed at key points throughout the 
state. The State Chairman for 
1981-82 is Chuck Moyer, head of 
ARA Food Services at the 
University and an avid supporter 
of UM athletics. 

Local clubs will include the 
**Shelby County’’ club in 
Montevallo, The ‘‘Jefferson 
County” club in Birmingham, 
the ‘‘North Alabama”’ club in 
Huntsville, the ‘‘Central 
Alabama’’ club in Montgomery, 
the ‘‘East Alabama’’ club in 
Talladega and the ‘‘South 
Alabama”’ club in Mobile. 

Bob Riesener, baseball coach 
at Montevallo and supervisor of 
the Falcon Club, quickly pointed 
out that the reorganization was 
not something that had to be 
done out of necessity. 

‘“‘We are not reorganizing to 
try to boost a program that is 
down,”’ Riesener noted, ‘‘but to 
strengthen an already strong pro- 
gram. At this point, we have one 
of the strongest foundations you 
can have at a small public univer- 
sity, and we want to make it bet- 
ter.”’ 

Plans call for each local club to 
meet quarterly, with the fourth 
meeting of the year to be held in 
April at Montevallo. UM coaches 
and athletes will meet with the 
club members to attain a more 
personal touch between players 
and their supporters. 

“The idea is to stimulate a 


larger fan following through the 
local clubs,’’ Riesener explained. 
“Right now, we have enough 
club members to get each of the 
local clubs off on pretty steady 
ground.”’ 

All club members will continue 
to receive memberships for dif- 
ferent levels of giving, tickets to 
UM home contests, and newslet- 
ters about the programs at 
Montevallo. 

At the meeting on July 31, the 
Falcon Club had as a guest 
speaker Bill Brame, a_past- 
President of the ‘‘Deacon Club’’ 
which supports the athletic pro- 
gram at Wake Forest University 
in Winston-Salem, N.C. 

Brame pointed out that Wake 
Forest, is not much larger in 
enrollment than Montevallo, yet 
the Deacon Club went from rais- 
ing $100,000 in the late ’60s to 
over $1,000,000 for each of the 
last three years. 

“I invited Mr. Brame down 
here,”’ Riesener said, ‘‘to relate 
to the club members the successes 
of another club, to serve as our 
role model. Certainly I don’t ex- 
pect our results to be so exten- 
sive, but I did want to stimulate 
and encourage our members to be 
active in supporting our pro- 
gram. 

“The successes of most pro- 
grams today are based on private 
fund-raising, and all successful 
programs seem to have a strong 
private support club. We’re at the 
point in our program where the 
success of our teams will really 
depend upon the success of the 
Falcon Club, and I believe we’re 
going to do well.’’

Alabama wildlife artist Larry 
Martin has announced that he 
will donate a limited edition 
series of prints to the Alabama 
Environmental Quality Associa- 
tion (AEQA) to benefit the $1.3 
million drive to save Parker 
Island. 

Joining other concerned 
Alabamians, Martin will donate 
his time and talent for the effort 
to purchase Parker Island, 
located at the confluence of the 
Tallapoosa and Coosa rivers. 

The 1,800 acre island has been 
nationally recognized as an In- 
dian archaelogical find and is 
believed to house the only re- 
maining village sites which com- 
prised the town of Alabamas, 
home of the Indians for whom 
the state was named. DeSoto is 
thought to have stopped at the 
island in 1540, while Indians used 
the land as a seasonal camp as 
early as 6,000 B.C. 

The drive to save the island 
began when it appeared the site 
might be sold for gravel mining, 
farming or timber harvesting. 
The land is presently owned by a 
partnership of five private in- 
vestors in Alabama, Georgia and 
Florida. 

A multi-agency drive to buy 
the island has been underway for 
almost a year now, uniting AE- 
QA, the Alabama Indian Affairs 
Commission, the Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources and the Alabama 
Historical Commission, among 
others. Plans now call for the 
devélopment of a Southeastern 
cultural Indian complex made up 
of Parker Island and nearby Ft. 
Toulouse-Ft. Jackson and 
Hickory Ground.

Food prices are high. But, are 
they higher in the United States 
than in other countires? Yes--and 
no! 

A recent survey conducted by 
the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s Foreign 
Agricultural Service shows that 
egg, bacon and broiler prices 
were lower in Washington, D.C., 
than in any of the other 15 
capitals surveyed. And, that cof- 
fee and sirloin steak prices were 
lower here than in most other 
capitals. 

But, the survey also showed 
that milk, butter, potato and 


in Washington, was selling for 
$3.46 a pound in Bonn, $3.91 in 
Buenos Aires, $2.10 in Mexico 
City. It was $3.36 a pound in 
Tokyo, $4.41 in Stockholm and 
$8.10 a pound in Paris. 

Eggs sold for only 79 cents a 
dozen in Washington but were 89 
cents in Mexico City, 91 cents in 
Brasilia. But, they were $2.04 a 
dozen in Bonn, $2.34 in 
Stockholm. 

Broilers, at 59 cents a pound in 
Washington, were 59 cents in 
Madrid, $1.43 in Mexico City, 
$1.02 in London, $1.50 in Paris 
and Copenhagen, $1.73 in Tokyo 
and $2.12 in Stockholm. 

Sirloin steak, at $2.90 a pound 
in Washington, was only $1.37 in

Proctor told the Reporter 
Tuesday night that hearings will 
begin on Tuesday, August 25 at 2 
p.m. in Room 336 of the Capitol 
in Montgomery. 

Another meeting is planned for 
the following Wednesday. They 
are open to the public. 

He said he hopes the commit- 
tee will come up with a re- 
districting plan by mid- 
September. At that time the com- 
mittee will recommend that the 
Governor call a special session to 
deal with the matter.

US House districts altered

The 7th Congressional District, 
in which Shelby County lies, 
received some border changes last 
week. 

The Alabama State Legislature 
approved the Congressional re- 
districting plans submitted by a 
committee headed by Senator 
Lister Hill Proctor and Rep. 
Richard Manley. 

Re-districting was necessary 
because of population shifts as 
recorded in the 1980 census. 

Districts had to be arranged so 
that about 555,000 persons would 
be in each district. 

Senator Proctor told the 
Reporter Tuesday that the final 
plan did not meet much opposi- 
tion and passed both houses with 
only minor changes. 

Congressman Richard Shelby,

He said 
it was surprising to him to find 
that so many different groups are 
very interested in who represents 
them in the U.S. Congress. 

He said he and the committee 
put a lot of time and effort into 
the re-districting plan and he was 
happy it went through the 
legislature as smoothly as it did. 

Congressman Shelby, whose 
home is in Tuscaloosa, was 
reportedly in Europe on vaca- 
tion, and could not be reached 
for comment.

Calera Soul Palace denied liquor permit 


Concerned members of 
Calera’s black community 
gathered last Monday night at the 
Calera City Council meeting. 

Jesse Bishop, owner of the 
Soul Palace, awaited the coun- 
cil’s decision on whether or not to 
approve a liquor license for his 
night club. 

After reading the results of a 
recent building inspection, the 
council discussed the matter at 
some length. 

The report from the August 10 
inspection stated that the Soul 
Palace had several violations of 
the building code. Included in 
these violations were unsafe wir- 
ing, no lighted exits, no fire exits, 
inadequate parking, a sagging 
roof and deteriorated eaves. The 
building inspector gave the owner 
90 days to correct the violations. 

Calera Fire Department Chief 


Miles found that the site had old 
wiring, broken doors and win- 
dows, and an accumulation of 
combustible materials. 

The council said the building 
needs to meet the specifications 
of the Southern Building Code. 

Even if the violations were cor- 
rected, the council said that the 
owner would still have a problem 
with the zoning laws. The lounge 
is located one block from a 
church and close to an elemen- 
tary school. The area is zoned for 
dwellings or apartments. 

Also brought up in the discus- 
sion was an incident that occur- 
red on July 23. Calera Police 
Chief Harry Deal reported to the 
council that he came across a 
group of people drinking and 
gambling at the Soul Palace that 
night. 

Bishop conceded some of the 


people ‘probably had beer’ but he 
denied the charges that any 
gambling took place. 

At that point Mayor Prichard 
told him, ‘‘You’ve got a zoning 
problem, a problem with the 
building, and apparently you’ve 
got a problem of control.”’ 

Councilman Bob Hadaway 
moved that the council deny 
Bishop the liquor license, and the 
motion was seconded and passed 
unanimously. 

During the discussion of the 
Soul Palace another issue arose. 
Sybil Cagle, a black Calera resj- 
dent, complained that there was 
no place for blacks in the com- 
munity to have a social life. The 
only alternative, she said, would 
be to integrate the establishments 
frequented by whites. 

When Mayor Prichard replied 
that he was not aware that the 


places were not integrated, she 
said blacks did not go to these 
places because they did not ‘want 
to get the iceberg.’ 

“You want to go to relax (at 
the lounges),”” she added. 

After the liquor license was 
denied, Prichard told Bishop that 
the ABC Board was the final 
authority in the matter. 

In other council action Mon- 
day night, the Brentwood Hills 
subdivision was rezoned from a 
R-1 zone to a R-4 zone. In effect, 
this upgraded the subdivision and 
increased the standards of con- 
struction in the area. 

The council also rezoned block 
44 from a R-2 district to a ‘T’ 
(trailer) zone. Some citizens com- 
plained that some residents of a 
trailer park owned by Mrs. 
Crawford had caused law en-

“Freedom is the dynamic of 
our civilization,’’ newspaper 
editor Marcia Sears told Univer- 
sity of Montevallo graduates Fri- 
day night. 


That freedom enables them to 
explore a huge variety of options 
and opportunities as they go out 
into the world, Mrs. Sears, editor 
of the Shelby County Reporter, 
and president of the Alabama 
Press Association, told the 103 
degree candidates at the annual 
summer commencement exer- 
cises. 

**Disturbing to me is the em- 
Phasis being placed today on get- 
ting ahead in the corporation as 
though it were the only place to 
work,”’ she continued. ‘‘I’m sure 


you have already been told what 
to wear, how to conduct yourself, 
how to speak, how to influence 
your boss, how to move up that 
ladder, step by step. 

**Well and good, if you like the 
corporate life -- and by corpora- 
tion, I jnclude some school 
systems -- but remember, in 
America there are some 23,000 
different ways to make a living. 
With your good sense and the 
education you are just com- 
pleting, you have all those 
choices open and more. 

**You can start your own 
business, write your own book, 
use your talents and courage to 
elevate mankind. Don’t be bridl- 
ed if you don’t want to be. Keep 
your minds open...your creative

She said 
those threats are also threats to 
all individual liberty and urged 
people to speak out when they see 
freedom of speech and expression 
being abridged.

Military professionalism encouraged

WHAT WE DO 

Let us look next at just what 
the’ people in the regular service 
do. The first thing that comes to 
mind is that these people fight 
battles when such action becomes 
necessary. Well, in a sense, this is 
true: But I think that we must 
remember that battles that the 
regular service fights alone must 
be rather small operations. All 
major operations in which we 
have ever been involved have 
been fought with both regulars 
and some type of citizen soldiers. 
However, minor operations and 
the early day of major wars (e.g. 
Pearl Harbor and Bataan) take 
their toll of the professionals. 

A much more common 
employment of the regulars is in 
occupying seized areas and in ad- 
vising the armed forces of 
underdeveloped nations. At least 
since World War II, occupying 
and advising has been a very 
common use made of the military 
professional. Clearly, we have 
not done too well in our role as 
advisors. Working with people of 
greatly different backgrounds is 
most difficult. It is only with the 
greatest difficulty that we 
Americans can accept certain 
things that are common enough 
in the third world. 

A large part of the peacetime 
military’s time is spent in training 
and education. Training involves 
all personnel and is directed 
toward preparation for combat. 
The, regular military units spend 
the greater portion of their effort 
in training. The apprenticeship of 
the young professional soldier is 
normally spent in these regular 
units and in most cases his life 
revoives around the training ef- 
fort. 

Education within the armed 
forces is used to develop the skills 
of the professional soldier and 
the specialists. Education per- 
tains primarily, but not exclusive- 
ly, to the officer corps. There are 
literally hundreds of educational 


the professional soldier is struc- 
tured around three full-year 
career courses. The first is the 


five to seven years of service. 
The second is the staff college 
which the officer goes to before 
the end of his fifteenth year. The 
third course, which is highly 
selective, comes at about the 
twenty year point in an officer’s 
career. Clearly, the professional 
soldier, spends a significant 


amount of his 30 year career in ~ 


educational activities. 

Another activity which impacts 
heavily on the peacetime military 
is organization maintenance. 
These are activities which are 
entered into in order to keep the 
organization in proper working 
order for possible use toward ac- 
complishment of its mission. 

This organizational work 
usually involves deeper involve- 
ment in the lives of the member- 
ship than would be the case in 
most private sector organiza- 
tions. All sorts of problems result 
from this approach. Unit 
management becomes involved in 
family problems, particularly 
financial ones, various public 
relations efforts, and numerous 
sports and social events. 

THE MILITARY SOCIETY 

Let me wind up my comments 
on life in the regular service by a 
few general remarks about the 
military as a society. The military 
establishment forms a_ closed 
society with not much contact 
between its members and the so 
called ‘‘outside’’. Eventually 
you, as a member, get to know 
virtually everyone in your age 
group in your particular special- 
ty. 

All submariners know each 
other, all fighter pilots know each 
other and, to use my own case, all 
parachute infantry-men get to 
know each other. This statement, 
again, is limited to one’s own age 


group. 
However, and this has severe 
negative results, the member 


knows very few other people very 
well. This condition probably 
results from the fact that 
members of the military live a 
much larger part of their lives 
with the people with whom they 
work than do people in civilian 
life. 

This closed aspect of military 
life is probably further encourag- 
ed by the constant moves which 
the soldier makes. It is almost im- 
possible to establish close rela- 
tionships with outsiders when 


you move every six months or so. 

Closely allied with this pro- 
blem is one which several 
sociologists have viewed with 
some alarm. The military social 
system established by units in 
overseas areas are even more 
closed than those in the United 
States. 

Usually such units establish a 
compound within which an 
American-type life style is main- 
Hospital, the American PX, the 
Hosptial, The American PX, The 
American Theater, and so forth, 
with little or no contact with the 
native people. Thus, a little bit of 
America is transported to, say, 
Korea and life goes on as usual. 

This tendency for the society to 
close upon itself presents many 
problems, to include those flow- 
ing from a situation in which 
large numbers of professional 
soldiers are from military families 


some several generations in depth. 


The biggest problem, of 
course, is the tendency for the 
members of the military 
establishment to come to think of 
their own interests as being 
separ ate from the interest of the 
national society for whose 
defense the armed forces exist in 
the first place. 

CITIZEN INFLUENCE ON 
REGULARS 

I suppose most of you have 
begun to wonder what all this has 
to do with you as a citizen. I hope 
I have established that the regular 
service, and specifically the pro- 
fessional soldiers, are the people 
who are charged with the actual 
preparation for the defense of the 
nation if such should become 
necessary. | assume that most of 
us would agree that effective 
preparation for our defense is 
essential to our future well-being. 

Further, I’m sure we would all 
agree that these professional 
soldiers work for the public and 
that the public should furnish 
them some sort of general 
framework for their operations. 
Of course, the input from the in- 
dividual citizen must be made by 
way of the political process. The 
mechanics of this input is not 
much different from input to any 
national decision area and should 
not concern us here. 

The real guts of the problem of 
influencing the regular defense 
establishment is how do we learn 
enough about such a complex 
subject to allow us to make s ensi- 
ble choices in this field. The usual 


advice to become as well inform- 
ed as possible is not very helpful. 

Most of us have neither the ex- 
cess energy nor the time to do 
much toward becoming better in- 
formed about such complex mat- 
ters. I therefore propose to throw 
out a few suggestions that my life 
as a professional soldier tells me 
are practical approaches to the 
problem of influencing the 
regular service. 

First, keep in mind that the 
problems faced by the military 
establishment are enormous. Not 
since the civil war has the survival 
of the nation been at stake in a 
war. This is a long time to have 
avoided the supreme test and the 
people in charge of preparation 
for such an eventuality cannot 
possibly be all that confident. 

Second, although many agen- 
cies have difficulty establishing a 
bottom line, the military is 
unusually unfortunate in this 
area. Not until the battle is over 
can any reasonable estimate of 
results be established. Battle is in- 
deed the payoff and the only real 
payoff. 


Something that the public 
should guard against is the ‘*The 
more money spent, the more 
defense’ syndrome. The profes- 
sional soldier is a type of 
bureaucrat, of course, and he 
almost certainly will always want 
more money for his program 
than he has at any given time. 

The spending of additional 
money does not necessarily mean 
a better defensive posture. The 
citizen should always look upon 
the expenditure of vast amounts 
of money with a certain amount 
of suspicion. 

In that the American military 
establishment is certainly one of 
the biggest bureaucracies in the 
world today, a certain amount of 
‘“‘Working the System’’ on the 
part of the professionals should 
be expected. Overemphasis on in- 
dividual careers, ‘‘Ticket Pun- 
ching’’, and playing the numbers 
game should be resisted by all in- 
terested persons. 

Possibly of most importance to 
all, professionalism among the 
members of the regular service 
must be enouraged by all possible 
means. The individual citizen 
should strive to understand what 
is involved, and he should be 
prepared to take a position on 
proposals which appear to impact 
on professionalism.

The Shelby County’s Food 
Stamp program can expect some 
cutbacks this fall. 

Although no official word on 
the cutbacks will come from the 
state office in Montgomery until 
September, ‘‘it is obvious they 
are coming because the (Reagan) 
budget passed,’’ says Joan Bar- 
rett, acting supervisor at the 
Shelby County office. 

Once the cutbacks are an- 
nounced, they will take affect in 
October when the federal budget 
year begins. 

In the month of July there were 
6461 Shelby County residents on 
the program, comprising 2303 
households. These recipients used 
a total of 257,229 stamps during 
July, which averages $39.81 a 
month per person (one stamp 
equals $1). 

With these stamps, recipients 
can buy only food. They may not 
purchase tobacco, alcohol, toilet 
articles, paper goods, or other 
non-food items commonly sold in 
food stores. 

Eligibility requirements for the 
program fall into two categories. 


Applicants must first meet cer- 


tain income requirements. For 
example, a one-person household 
can make no more than $450 per 
month if he is to remain eligible. 
The monthly income limit for a 
two-person household is $560, 
and the income for a four-person 
household may not surpass $790 
per month to remain eligible. 

Income is defined as anything 
that is earned, or any other 
money received such as govern- 
ment checks. 

The second eligibility category 
is resources. Applicant's 
resources include his checking or 
savings accounts, the value of 
any land he owns but is not living 
on, and the value of any cars or 
trucks he owns. 

For any vehicle worth more 
than $1500, the food stamp office 
takes the trade-in value minus 
$4500. The remaining amount is 
then added to the resource figure. 

“*Very few famlies are ineligi- 
ble because of the cars they 
own,”’ states Barrett.

County’s Food Stamps being cutback 


the stamps directly to the reci- 


pients. 

Formerly, anyone eligible for 
food stamps had to pick them up 
at the office located in Colum- 
biana. 

If a household experiences pro- 
blems getting its stamps by mail, 
the stamps may be picked up in- 
stead at the Columbiana office. 
Currently only about 75 families 
do this. 

Asked what abuses of the pro- 
gram occur, Barrett explained 
that the most common abuse is 
recipients not reporting their en- 
tire income. 

Another type of abuse that oc- 
casionally takes place is when a 
family receives food stamps from 
two counties at the same time. 

A new safeguard against this 
abuse will be implemented when 
the state switches over to com- 
puters to help administer the pro- 
gram. 

By the end of 1982, all counties 
in the state should be on the com- 
puter system. The Shelby County 
office is scheduled to hook up 
with the computer on March 1, 
1982.

Help or tides 


Is it worth all the trouble? 

That was the question recently 
put to Tom Wolsoncroft of 
Harbert Construction Corpora- 
tion in Riverchase concerning the 
new nine-digit ZIP Codes issued 
by the Postal Service. 

His reply was that the new 
codes would cost his firm quite a 
few manhours and quite a bit of 
inconvenience. 

‘We hope it will promote 
faster and more reliable postal 
service,’” he said. But, he added, 
the company’s real reaction will 
hinge on the results. 

Wolsoncroft told the Reporter 
that Harbert will have to change 
all of its files, including their 
computerized addresses, because 
of the ZIP change. 

The firm’s mailing list consists 
of about 8,000 - 9,000 addresses, 
which include both employee and 
non-employee addresses. 

Maxine Dollar of the Birm- 
ingham Post Office’s Customer 
Service Department said they 
were ‘a little surprised’ at the 
positive reaction to the change 
from many businesses. 

“The major mailers seem to 
think it will help,”’ she told the 
Reporter. 

The main thrust of the new 
program is toward business 
mailers with large volumes of 
mail. While the system is strictly 
voluntary, the Postal Service 

does plan to offer a half-cent dis- 
count per letter to mailers using 


the new code. ; 

Dollar said, however, that the 
discount rate will not be in effect 
until at least October, 1983. 

The new codes will enable large 
firms, who often have heavy 
volumes of incoming mail, to 
assign the nine digit ZIP + 4 
Codes to various departments 
and offices within the firm. 

The planned automatic mail 
processing system will use an op- 
tical character reader (OCR) to 
locate and read the ZIP Code, a 
special printer to apply a ‘bar 
code’, and high-speed letter sor- 
ting machines to distribute the 
mail, 

A ‘bar code’ is a series of ver- 
tical bars and half bars that iden- 
tify the ZIP Code and permit fur- 
ther identification and sorting by 
the bar reading equipment. 

The first five digits of the code 
presently in use designate a par- 
ticular geographic location, but 


the new numbers will represent _ 


two even smaller areas. 

The first two new numbers will 
identify a specific sector, such as 
several blocks or a group of 
streets. The last two new numbers 
divide the sectors into smaller 
areas called segments. 

Each household is being 
notified by mail what its ZIP + 4 
Code is. The Postal Service will 
also operate a toll-free number to 
help customers who want to 
know the ZIP + 4 Code of other 
addresses.

Roadside spraying improves visibility 


Recent herbicide sprayings on 
Shelby County roads have spark- 
ed complaints from motorists this 
summer. 


@ Not all the reactions to the 


spraying have been unfavorable, 
however. 


Chief James Jones of the 
Shelby County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment said that visibility on the 
highways has_ increased 
Significantly since the sprayings 
began. 

At one junction on county 
highway 30, east of Columbiana, 
visibility was so bad that drivers 
almost had to pull out into the in- 
tersection to see. 


Jones said that now, because 
of the sprayings, the visibility 
problem is no longer so 
prevalent. 

He did say, though, that when 
the sprayings first began there 
were several complaints about 
traffic problems due to the equip- 
ment used on county highway 47 
near Chelsea. 

The main reason the state 
highway department is using the 
herbicides is to cut down on the 
cost of mowing. 


Charles Mitchell, the depart- 
ment’s landscape engineer in 
Montgomery, told the Reporter 
the program will save the state 


qr’ $1.4 million. 


‘We used to mow rural areas 
2-3 times a year and urban areas 
5-6 times a year,”’ he said. ‘‘Now 
we only have to mow once or 
twice annually.”’ 

Mitchell said it costs the state 
$17 an acre to mow the roadsides 
and only $10 an acre to spray 
them. 

The department must maintain 
250,000 acres per year. 

Jim Braden, head of the depart- 
ment’s District 5 in Calera, said 
the herbicides are ‘‘the best 
things to keep undesirable vegeta- 
tion under control.”’ 

The sprayings help to improve 
drainage and erosion problems, 
improve roadside visibility, and 
clear recovery zones along the 
roads. 

Formerly, the department had 


to use hand labor to cut back 
bushes in the ditches. Mitchell 
said the hand labor cost the state 
$1000 per acre. 

He said this is the fourth year 
the program, known as the 
Vegetation Management Pro- 
gram, has been in effect in Shelby 
County. 


The chemicals used in the 
sprayings are Karmex and 
MSMA. 

Both are wide spectrum her- 
bicides and are selective enough 
to use on the roadside, Mitchell 
said. 

The chemicals are only slightly 
toxic to humans, mammals, and 
off-target vegetation, he added. 


Evidence of dying trees on 
roadsides may indicate otherwise. 
Dying pine and hardwood trees 
can be spotted along US Highway 
280 and state highway 119. 

Mitchell said the chemicals are 
EPA approved and present no 
danger of leeching into the 
groundwater supply. 

He said the road crews skip 
areas near lawns and sensitive 
crops. 


Biologists’ studies show that 
the chemicals do not affect 
wildlife, fish, or fowl, he claim- 
ed. 

The department waits until the 
majority of the spring 
wildflowers and clover have 
bloomed and seeded out before 
spraying, he added. 

University of Montevallo 
Science professor, Dr. Robert 
McGuire, thinks that the dying 
vegetation may present a fire 
hazard. 

Also, the spraying destroys the 
habitat of some insects and 
wildlife (quail, for example). 

Mitchell concedes that the 
sprayings initially cause brown- 
out on the roadsides. 

But, he said, after a season or 
two the low-lying grasses such as 
Bermuda will predominate.

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Survey claims 


Foster parents are poor 


Alabama’s foster parents 
generally have low incomes, and 
they range in age from 26 to 60. 
Most often, foster parents have 
less than a high school education, 
although they represent a wide 
range of educational training, 
from grade school past four 
years of college. 

Most foster parents have cared 
for children for at least three 
years, but many have provided 
foster care for 10 to 20 years. 
Almost half of the state’s foster 
parents have cared for five or 
fewer children since becoming 
foster parents. These are just a 
few of the findings of a recently 
completed survey of 200 of the 
state’s 2,100 foster families con- 
ducted by the state Department 
of Pensions and Security with the 
help of WESTAT, Inc., a private 
research group. 

Seven other states participated 
in the study, funded with a grant 
from the Children’s Bureau of 
the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services. 

One of the most significant 
results of the survey revealed that 
foster parents in Alabama 
generally have low incomes, with 
almost one third having incomes 
under $7,000 a year, and another

As expected, a large number of 
foster parents -- more than 70 
percent -- said that the state’s 
board rate of $135 a month does 
not cover all of a child’s ex- 
penses. 

Many foster parents said they 
regularly contribute to the child’s 
needs out of their own pockets, 
with almost 90 percent con- 
tributing to clothing expenses, 
almost 70 percent to food ex- 
penses, more than 70 percent to 
entertainment and more than half 
to school expenses. 

‘*We were not at all surprised 
to find out that foster parents 
quite frequently contribute to the 
expenses of their foster 
children,’’ Acting Pensions and 
Security Commissioner Rebecca 
B. Beasley said. ‘‘They will 
receive some additional help in 
October, when the board rates, 
thanks to a legislative appropria- 
tion, go up to a range of $153 a 
month for very small children to 
$180 a month for teenagers.”’ 

In response to questions con- 
cerning children for whom they 
would provide care, less than 
seven percent of the foster 
parents surveyed indicated that 
they had ever provided care for a 
child of a race other than their 
own. Almost half, however, said 
they would probably accept a 
child of another race. 

Survey results indicated that 
foster parents are most reluctant 
to accept mentally retarded or 
emotionally disturbed children. 
Since the Department of Pen- 
sions and Security often ex- 
periences difficulty in recruiting 
homes for children with pro- 
blems, this finding was not sur- 
prising. 

The survey gave the agency 
new ideas as to where to direct 
foster home recruitment efforts. 
More than 15 percent of the 
respondents were either widows 
or widowers, indicating a greater 
potential for recruitment among 
Single parent homes than 
previously thought. In addition, 
the study revealed that retired 
people may offer a good source 
for potential recruitment efforts. 

“Although the Department of 
Pensions and Security prefers 
that fosier mothers not work out- 
side the home, the study showed 
that just over 14 percent of foster 
mothers work part time,’’ Mrs. 
Beasley said. ‘‘As

Alabamians .who act now 
should find solar energy an even 
more attractive energy alter- 
native. The recent passage of two 
State tax incentive bills for new 
solar energy users, is responsible 
for this according to a University 
of Alabama tax law expert. 

James Bryce, associate pro- 
fessor of law at the University, 
helped draft the bills that allow 
for state tax credits for 
homeowners who install solar 
energy systems during the next 
five years. 

**The credit is designed to en- 
courage people to install solar 
energy systems, and to do it right 
away, as the credit diminshes 
over the next five years,’’ Bryce 
said. 

The bills, signed into law by 
Gov. James three months ago, 
allow for tax credits for both ac- 
tive and passive solar energy 
systems. Active solar devices are 
those ‘‘separate from the

building itself,’ according to 
Bryce. “‘This type system would 
contain a unit on the roof to col- 
lect solar radiation, a unit to 
store the energy and a fan or 
pump to transport the energy,” 
Bryce said, 

For an active system, qualify- 
ing homeowners would receive a 
tax credit of 25 percent of the 
total cost of the system installed 
in 1981, 20 percent for systems 
installed in 1982, 15 percent in 
1983, 10 percent in 1984 and 5 
percent in 1985. No state tax 
credit for an active solar system 
can exceed $1,000. 

Homeowners who install active 
systems can also qualify for a 
federal tax credit of 40 percent. 
**So a $3,000 system could cost 
just $1,050 in 1981 if the buyer 
qualifies for both the state and 
federal tax credits,’’ Bryce said. 

.. The companion bill of the ac- 
tive solar energy device tax credit 
is the bill providing a similar tax 
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Solar energy gets tax breaks 


credit for passive systems. 
“These are systems where the 
structure itself does the work,’’ 
Bryce explained. 


Houses built with passive 
systems are oriented to the South 
with a plate glass window in the 
south wall. According to the bill, 
@ passive system would contain a 
solar collection area, an ab- 
sorber, a storage mass, a heat 
distribution method, a _ heat 
regulation device and may con- 
tain a passive cooling subsystem. 

“‘The question becomes, 
what’s the house and what’s the 
solar system,’’ Bryce said. In 
drafting the bill, Bryce and Dr. 
Gerald R. Guinn, a Huntsville 
engineer and director of the 
Alabama Solar Energy Center, 
avoided this problem by reducing 
the overall rate and making dual 
purpose items eligible for the 
credit

“All things like thermostats, 
windows, etc., qualify for the 
credit,’’ Bryce said. Both bills ap- 
ply only to single family 
residences, including con- 
dominiums if it is the principal 
residence and not a vacation or 
second home, Bryce said. 

As of March 1, 1981, 44 states 
offered solar energy tax credits. 
While Alabama was one of the 
last states to establish a credit, its 
credit is ‘‘much more liberal than 
some other states,’’ Bryce said. 
“It is also one of the more well- 
defined laws as it was drafted by 
a tax lawyer and an engineer,”

UM leads way in desegregation 


The University of Montevallo 
Board of Trustees tentatively 
passed the University’s 1981-82 
operating budget Friday, pending 
final legislative action on state 
appropriations for the next 
school year. 

The UM Board also apparently 
became the first state university 
governing body to pass the 
1982-83 legislative budget request 
and the first to authorize the in- 
Stitution’s president and board 
chairman to commit the institu- 
tion to fulfill its responsibilities 
included in the current draft of 
the proposed statewide higher 
education desegregation plan. 

The 1981-82 tentative budget, 
$11 million, takes into account 
the $6.1 million appropriation 
for UM in the House version of 
the education budget act now 
before the Legislature. The 
House version would give UM 
approximately $400,000 less than 
appropmeted-prior to proration 

r the current fiscal year. 

The trustees also authorized a 


modest improvement in the 
University’s ‘‘fringe benefits’’ 
package. 


UM President James F. 
Vickrey Jr. said, ‘‘the personnel 
benefit improvement is par- 
ticularly important this year, 
because inadequate state funding 
makes it impossible to implement 
the salary increase our faculty 
and staff so well deserve.”’ 

Vickrey said UM’s affirmative 
action plan, which has been in- 
formally approved by two federal 
agencies, is apparently ahead of 
other state universities since it in- 
cludes minority student recruit- 
ment goals, 

The UM Trustees approved a 
resolution commending Dr. Joe 
Sutton, University of Alabama 
Vice President for Planning, who 
headed the state task force that 
drew up the new desegregation 
plan to present to federal of- 
ficials. 

Vickrey, who is also on the 
task force, said Sutton had pro- 
vided strong leadership for the 


group’and added:'‘‘It’ is’ un’ 


precedented in this state that the 
institutions came together to 
recommend this plan.’’ 

The UM trustees also passed a 
resolution commending former

Network increases kidney supply 


A fegional network ‘of 
hospitals is responsible for in- 
creasing by 350 percent the 
number of kidneys available for 
transplantation here in the last 
three years. 

The hospitals are linked to the 
Alabama Regional Organ Bank 
at UAB, site of the stage’s kidney 
transplantation center. 

Jim Kraft, administrator of the 
regional organ bank, said there is 
a high demand for kidney 
transplants but a shortage of 
available organs. 

Kraft said the consent of the 
deceased’s family is necessary 
before kidneys or other organs 
may be removed. While the 
hospital staff maintains the cir- 
culation and other vital body 
functions of the potential donor,

“If we receive a kidney from, 
for example, Montgomery, we 
try first to find a Montgomery 
kidney patient to receive it, and 
then enlarge our search by com- 
puter to the rest of the state, then

After the kidneys are removed 
from the donor, they can be 
preserved for up to 72 hours 
before transplantation, Kraft 
said.

A real rags to riches story 
could come true in certain 
Alabama communities if waste 
incineration facilities that turn 
garbage into energy are establish- 
ed, a University of Alabama ex- 
pert advised. 

Speaking, recently, at the an- 
nual convention of the Associa- 
tion of County Commissions of 
Alabama (ACCA) in Birm- 
ingham, Kathy Farnell, director 
of the University of Alabama Of- 
fice of Energy and Environmen- 
tal Law, presented a handbook 
for local governments on how 
waste incineration facilities can 
be lawfully established in the 
state. 

The booklet explains the provi- 
sions of the Alabama Waste In- 
cineration Act that was passed 
last year. ‘“‘The Act allows local 
governments to act like corpora- 
tions, issuing bonds for financing 
waste incineration projects,”’ 
Farnell said. 

A sound energy market must 
be available before any resource 
recovery project can begin, ac- 
cording to the handbook. An in- 
itial study of potential energy 
users is required. 

“‘Generally, you need a con- 
centrated area of population to 
make a facility economically suc- 
cessful,’’ Farnell said. ‘‘Some 
cities use the energy released 
from the incineration waste to 
heat their downtown areas. Other

Dept of Conservation approves new hunting regulations 


Major changes in hunting 
season regulations were approved 
Friday, June 12, by the Advisory 
Board of the Department of Con- 
servation and Natural Resources. 

The changes included setting a 
daily bag limit during the 
hunter’s choice deer season 
(except Spotted fawn) of one 
antlered and one unantlered deer. 


The regulations cover all game 
species except dove and water- 
fowl, the seasons and bag limits 
to be finalized upon receipt of 
Federal framework. 

The approved seasons and bag 
limits for the fiscal year 
1981-1982 hunting and fishing 
seasons for Shelby County are: 

DEER: Bucks only with bare

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Preparing for new season 


Knowing oxygen presence aids in 


by Earl Kennamer 

Summertime fishing is as much 
an endurance test as it is a trial of 
skills by the angler. 

Anyone who fishes all day dur- 
ing hot weather in August has 
more stamina than I. During hot 
muggy days the determined 
angler should expect best results 
by getting on the water just 
before daylight. He should start 
dropping that plug, bug, worm or 
spinner when he can see the 
shoreline. 


When I’m fishing those early 
morning hours, I quit by 8 a.m. 
then clean any fish. If I go out 
again, I wait until 3 to 4 p.m. I 
stay until darkness drives me in. I 
have fished at night, but I don’t 
get any particular kick out of it. 

If you do fish in hotter hours 
of the day, look for shady tree 
overhangs for bass: I’ve always 
had a few strikes where small 
streams flow into big reservoirs 
or rivers. Fish may prefer such 
waters because the water is cooler 
and has more oxygen, or they 
may find those stream mouths 
provide more food, such as small 
fish, crayfish, etc. 

At any rate, fish do seek their 
own levels of water comfort in 
hot weather. Dissolved oxygen is 
the key. There is a difference in 
location of dissolved oxygen in 
(1) flowing streams, (2) farm 
ponds, and (3) big reservoirs. 

Flowing stream waters are 
usually cool and in rippling over 
rocks oxygen is found in all dep- 
ths. The colder the water, the 
more oxygen it will absorb. 

In farm ponds with watershed 
drainage from fertilized cropland 
or ponds with fertilized water, 
the water is divided into three 
horizontal layers in summer. The 
upper level is the epilimnion 
which has water that is ‘‘lightest’’ 
since it has been warmed by the 
sun. Dissolved oxygen for fish 
life is present in this layer. The se- 
cond layer is the thermocline in 
which the temperature changes at 
a uniform rate. The third layer is 
the densest and coldest water. It 
-- the hypolimnion -- is a desert so 
far as fish are concerned because 
there is no dissolved oxygen. In 
most farm ponds in hot weather 
the epilimnion will extend from 
the surface to about nine feet 
down. Therefore, cast your ar- 
tificial lure or live bait in water

that is less than nine feet deep. 
Even natural foods bass and 
bream eat must have oxygen or 
they cannot live. Have you notic- 
ed worms and minnows you sink 
on the bottom of a deep fertilized 
pond seem to die quickly? 


Fred R. Harders, Eastaboga 
district fisheries biologist, Ala. 
Dept. of Conservation and 
Natural Resources, wrote a 
report last year. I quote: ‘*During 
July, water temperatures and 
dissolved oxygen readings taken 
at various depths in a 30-foot 
deep fertilized pond showed no 
oxygen present at nine feet. Elec- 
trofishing the same day verified 
that fish were in shallow waters. 
Larger bass were obtained from 
tree tops in water less than nine 
feet deep. This work was done 
during the middle of the day.”’ 

In deep reservoirs, the waters 
of which are infertile and thus 
produce a lower yield of fish than 
fertilized farm ponds, sun rays

penetrate to a greater depth than 
in fertilized ponds, say 10 - 20 
feet, and oxygen will be present 
from the surface to these depths. 
This accounts for bass taken in 
deep waters in reservoirs like 
Lake Martin and TVA lakes. 
Some bass anglers have told me 
they caught bass 50 feet down in 
summer, but these, in my opi- 
nion, were guesses because most 
retrieved lures are cranked in 
with the fish line at an angle. 


How can you determine ox- 
ygen presence in a farm pond? 
You can buy an expensive meter- 
ing device. Or, you can make 
your own inexpensive gauge. Get 
a one by one-inch piece of white 
or red oak about 12 feet long. 
Mark off the length in feet. Then 
tie a weight to the 12-foot end. 
Tie a plastic jug to the zero-foot 
end. Lower the rod where the 
water is at least 12 feet deep. Fif- 
teen to 20 minutes later pull up 
the gauge. At some point the

stick will begin to take on a dark 
hue, usually somewhere around 
nine feet. Where the wood begins 
to show a darker tinge is that 
depth where the oxygen begins to 
disappear. Beyond this point, the 
stick begins to get darker. 

To test dissolved oxygen in a 
clear reservoir, make a longer 
gauge in joints to get a total 
length of say, 35 feet. You can 
use a gauge as this over and over 
agin, simply by planning or san- 
ding one side of the wood so you 
have clean white wood. 

An even simpler gauge can be 
made with a strong piece of cord. 
Clamp with clothes pins clean 
oak shavings at foot intervals. 
Anchor or tie a weight to the end 
of the line and a float to the other 
end and drop the cord into 
deepest water. Where the shav- 
ings begin to take on a dark tinge, 
the dissolved oxygen disappears.

AN APPEAL 
TO THE PEOPLE OF SHELBY COUNTY

We are facing a critical problem. The state legislature continues to pass bills 
that cost the county huge amounts of money above our budget. They pass 
these bills without consulting us or warning us or furnishing a source of 
revenue. 

The County Commission has repeatedly passed resolutions requesting our 
legislators not to pass bills that require us to pay out more money from the 
county treasury than we have.

2. A bill which requires all counties in the state to pay overtime to sheriffs’ 
deputies. We were presented with a bill in the amount of $4,566.54 for overtime 
for five investigators for the month of July alone. 

This unexpected expense upsets our budget, and means some other service 
will have to be cut. 


How can your County Commission run the county smoothly when the state 
legislature highhandedly passes bills that require us to pay out money we do 
not oars in the budget? Overnight, the legislature could get us in a bankrupt 
condition. :

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Hikers find they need a system for successful trip ‘

(Manchester Center, Vermont) 
There is no escaping systems. 

True, we more or less dropped 
out of The System to hike from 
Georgia to Maine; we abandoned 
the run of the life-mill to walk the 
Appalachian Trail. Still, even on 
the AT, there is no escaping 
systems. Put two people together 
doing something and before long 
a system of some sort will 
emerge. 

Systems, in varying degrees, 
get things done. 

I wanted to hike the Ap- 
palachian Trail. So did Jeff Mit- 
chell. We may have wanted out 
of The System for a while, but to 
accomplish our goal some sort of

system was inevitable. 

So far, I have to say the one we 
adopted works. 

To keep ourselves supplied on 
the trail, we use what’s known as 
the mail drop system. The 
drawback is that we have to be at 
designated post offices at 
designated times. But so far, 
everything has worked out fine. 

In case you ever get an in- 
satiable wild hair to hike the Ap- 
palachian Trail, here’s how the 
mail drop system works: 

First, get a pencil and lots of 
paper. You'll need it. 

Next, calculate (guess) how 
many miles of mountains you can 
hike in one day, Divide that 
number into 2119 miles, which is 


the length of the trail from Spr- 


p alee <2) 


inger Mountain in Georgia to 
Mounta Katahdin in Maine. This 
gives you the number of days it 
will take you to hike the trail. (Be 
prepared to adjust this number as 
the trip progresses.)

Next, find a couple of dollars 
and mail them to the Ap- 
palachian Trail Conference, P.O.

From 
these 74 pages of information, we 
picked out 16 post offices for our 
mail drops, roughly 130 miles 
and ten days apart.

wheat, instant coffee, cocoa, 
pop-tarts, freeze-dried dinners, 
packs of ‘mac and cheese, instant 
puddings, quarts of powdered 
milk and ice tea mix, and 
vitamins do you think you’ll need 
to stay alive for the entire hike? 

Whatever the answer, multiply 
it by the number of hikers in your 
party, throw in some extra oats 
just to be safe, and you know 
how much food you'll need to 
buy before you leave. It would be 
hard to buy too much. 

Purchase about 1,000 zip-loc 
baggies and divide all the food in- 
to them, being mindful not to 
snitch any of the pop-tarts. Buy a 
few hundred large freezer-size 
zip-locs and stuff all the little 
baggies into the big ones. 
(Systems are such fun.) Then put 
enough into each of the 16 boxes 
to last from one mail drop to the 
next. Address the boxes to the 
various post offices. 

This is the tricky part. 
Blackmail a friend or persuade 
the parents of one of your party 
to mail each box in time for it to 
reach the next drop before you 
do. Buy the way, don’t believe 
the bit about ‘‘neither rain, sleet, 
nor snow...’’; have the boxes 
mailed a few days early. Mitch 
and I were fortunate enough to 
persuade his parents to mail our 
supplies, leaving us free to 
blackmail friends in case we ever 
decide to do something like this 
again. 

There you have it! Logistics 
made simple. The mail drop 
system. 

To keep our society of two run- 
ning semi-smoothly during the 
hike, Mitch and I also adopted 
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several subsystems in order to 
bypass the need to elect a presi- 
dent. (A dictatorship was out of 
the question.) 

Subsystem No. 1: Who carries 
what. 

The solution is to take turns. 
One of us carries the tent and 
cooking gear, the other lugs the 
food. When we leave a post of- 
fice the person with the food is 
hauling a 50-60 pound pack; the 
food however, diminishes with 
each meal so that by the time we 
reach the next stop the pack is 
down to perhaps 35 pounds. The 
weight of the other pack remains 
a constant 45 pounds or so, since 
we have thus far refrained from 
eating the tent. Every 500 miles 
we swap carrying the food and 
the tent. 

Subsystem No. 2: Who cooks 
and who washes. 

Once again we take turns, 
swapping the chores at every mail 
drop. Since cooking can be a has- 
sle, we normally look forward to 
scrubbing dirty dishes. 

Upon reaching a campsite for 
the night we follow what has 
become automatic, routine pro- 
cedure. Step one is to yank off 
our boots and sweaty rags and 
don tennie-boppers and dry 
clothes. The cook then goes to 
work on supper while the pan 
scrubber usually pitches the tent 
and gets to relax before dinner is 
served. 

The same routine works pretty 
much in reverse when we break 
camp in the mornings. As for fet- 
ching water, again we take turns, 
this on a meal to meal basis. 

Our system works well for us, 
but in the interest of objective 
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journalism, I present a few of the 
other systems hikers incorporate 
in the attempts to walk from 
Georgia to Maine. 

The ‘‘Searching for buried 
treasure’’ system works this way. 
Before starting the trip, the hiker 
first drives the length of the AT, 
stopping to slip up into the 
mountains at various and 
strategic locations to bury caches 
of food. When the hiker walks 
back through the trail, he then 
digs his food from said secret 
spots. Besides requiring a cross- 
country drive, this system is occa- 
sionally foiled by nosey por- 
cupines and other animals. The 
hiker also runs the chance of 
forgetting exactly which tree or 
rock he’s supposed to walk 25 
paces from to the northwest and 
dig. 

Other hikers adopt the 
*‘non-system’’ system, in which 
they come down off the trail and 
‘thit’’ a store whenever they run 
out of food. The main drawback 
here is that towns are often five 
miles or more off the trail, and 
some towns are so small they 
don’t even have stores. (We’ve 
seen towns that make Chelsea 
look like Chicago.) Also, like 
policemen, towns aren’t always 
around when you need one. 

A hiker who is rich can arrange 
to have a support vehicle meet 
him with supplies along the trail. 
The drawback with this system is 
getting rich in the first place. 

At any rate, if you make a 2000 
mile hike across America, Russia, 
Antartica or anywhere else, 
you'll need a system of some sort. 
There’s no escaping it, even on 
the Appalachian Trail. 
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Two members of the Universi- 
ty of Montevallo faculty, Syble 
Hazelrig Brindley and Anne 
Gouffon Tishler, received their 
doctorates in graduation cer- 
monies at the University of 
Alabama on August 16.

to Chilton County on a barge.’’ 

The Motes family were early 
settlers of the Pelham area. ‘‘My 
granddaddy and his mother and 
daddy were buried in a pasture at 
Pelham, there at the old Walters 
place by Pardue’s old dairy,” he 
said. 

The new interstate runs only a 
few feet from the graves of 
William Joseph Motes and Si- 
meon and Nancy Johnson Motes. 

Some family members recall 
being told that there were once 
tombstones at the graves but to- 
day only low places in the earth 
and rocks mark them. One 
marker, for a Payne who married 
into the family is all that remains. 

According to information 
passed on to Motes, his great 
grandfather Simeon Motes once 
owned the whole Walters place. 
He recalls being told, ‘‘One Sun- 
day, he (Simeon) walked around 
and came back and told them 
that he wanted to be buried on 
the hill out there.”’ 

Simeon Motes died in 1880 and 
his wife Nancy in 1883. Their son 
William Joseph Motes died in 
1884 at the age of 36, when his 
son Edgar Lee Motes was only 18 
months old. His widow Anna 
Douglas Motes later married 
John Harless. 

William Joseph Motes owned 
forty acres of land at old 
Deerhurst. He built a log house 
there which still stands today 
after almost 100 years. After his 
death, his son Edgar Lee owned 
the land which he later deeded to 
his stepfather John Harless. It is 
now known as the ‘‘old Harless 
place.”’ 

John and Anna Motes Harless 
are buried at the Douglas 
cemetery located between 
Highway 11 and the railroad near 
Deer Springs. This was once 
Douglas land, Motes recalls, and 
he was born in one of two houses 
which were located just inside the 
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Families crisscross county in long history 


present cemetery gates. 

Cecil Motes is the oldest child 
of Edgar Lee and Pauline Gibson 
Motes who were married in 1911. 

The Gibson home was located 
across the railroad from the 
Motes, or Harless, place. Cecil 
Motes said his family also lived 
there for awhile when he was a 
boy, 

His father and stepfather 
Harless worked for Shaw and 
Nivens saw mill which was 
located just across the mountain 
at East Saginaw. When the mill 
was moved to Chilton County, 
the Motes family moved to Ida 
Station where the men worked 
for Shaw, loading lumber from a 
barge onto railroad cars. They 
later used the barge to move 
family household items to a new 
home at ‘‘Shaw’s Mill’”’ in 
Chilton County. 

According to Motes the mill 
was located on Waxahatchee 
Creek almost directly across from 
where Camp Waxahatchee is now 
located in Shelby County. 
Lumber was hauled by horse and 
wagon from the mill for about 
three miles to the Creek. From 
there it was transported down the 
creek by barge to the Coosa River 
and then up the river to Ida Sta- 
tion. 

Edgar and Pauline Motes add- 
ed three more children to their 
brood while living at Shaw’s Mill. 
This gave them six children. 
After moving back to Simmsville

Ray for a progress report at their 
meeting Monday, and he said 
that after the property is in coun- 
ty hands, it will take about four 
or five weeks to build a road into 
it. The road will be about 1,000 
feet long and is estimated to cost 
$10,000. 

An old road can be used for en- 
try, he added, but the new road 
will be built because of safety and 
other factors. 

The present landfill at Helena 
can be completely covered within 
two weeks after it is closed, Ray 
reported. At the Calera landfill, 
it will take about three weeks. 

The two older landfills are be- 
ing closed on orders from the 
state Health Department. 

The county will have to drill 
five wells on the new site, and the 
sites for the wells have been ap- 
proved. These wells are only test 
wells, Ray said. Their purpose is 
to establish (before any refuse is 
dumped on the site) what the con- 
dition of the underground water 
is. Testing will be done at inter- 
vals after dumping begins, to 
determine if ground water is be- 
ing contaminated by the landfill. 

In the event the lease agree- 
ment should not come through, 
the county is prepared to con- 
demn the property, and has 
already held preliminary condem- 
nation proceedings.

Lunch prices raised 
as federal funds cut 


Since: the midday meal served 
in middle and high school lun- 
chrooms will cost $1.10 this year, 
more students may be bringing 
their lunches from home. 

That additional 30 cent in- 
crease was the biggest hike in this 
year’s price changes. 

Before the Shelby County 
Board of Education voted 
Wednesday on upping the cost of 
meals, Superintendent of Educa- 
tion Charles KnowJes noted that 
there had been a reduction of 
federal funds for the lunchroom 
program. 

But the situation wasn’t as bad 
as Knowles had feared it would 
be. In March he told the Reporter 
lunches might go as high as 
$1.30. 

Elementary school 
will be paying $1 for their lun- 
ches this year, a quarter more 
than they had been paying. 

The price of breakfast has gone 
up a dime and now costs 55 cents. 

Students entitled to meals at a 
reduced prices will pay an extra 
20 cents for their meals, bringing 
the cost for breakfast to 30 cents 
and lunch 40 cents. 

And extra milk will sell for 20 
cents instead of 10 cents. 

The only price that remains un- 
changed is the $1.20 that adults 
pay for their lunches.

new pilot progam in the state, 
Knowles reported that it should 
make the commodity pick-up 
system more manageable. 

Under the new system, a truck 
owned by the county system will 
go to the centrally located 
distribution warehouse in Birm- 
ingham and get items as they are 
needed.

Computer department head 
Ken Robinson recommended to 
the commission a new unit that 
will be capable of handling boat 
registrations at a cost of $1,895. 
The commission agreed to take 
bids. Money for the purchase is 
already set aside and will not af- 
fect the budget. 

However, when Robinson ask- 
ed for a ‘burster’ to handle forms 
on the computer, at a cost of 
about $1,900, the commission 
decided to pro-rate the cost 
among the departments whose 
forms require that service.

Commissioner Don Murphy 
said Monday he wanted the coun- 
ty airport to remain outside the 
city limits of any town. He 
pointed out that Alabaster’s an- 
nexation plans had included the 
county airport within its propos- 
ed boundaries. Murphy said that 
the city could probably take fees, 
licenses and a share of the 
gasoline taxes, and he would 
rather see the airport remain in 
county jurisdiction. 

Murphy said the Shelby 
Memorial Hospital had had to 
buy a building permit from the 
City of Alabaster in the amount 
of $43,000 when it started its new 
building program. He said the 
airport might have to pay for 
similar expensive fees if it were in 
the city. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port, a former mayor of 
Alabaster, defended the city’s 
practice, saying the hospital got 
the advantage of city building in- 
spection and other services for its 
building permit money. 

Commissioners passed a mo- 
tion to have the county attorney 
find out the pros and cons of the 
airport matter.

Willie Lee Smith cost the coun- 
ty $810 in medical expenses Mon- 
day and there is apparently 
nothing the county can do about 
it. 


Commissioner Don Murphy 
raised the question of why the 
county has to pay medical ex- 
penses of jail inmates. Older 
hands on the commission ex- 
plained the county is legally 
responsible for people in its 
custody. Commissioner Harold 
Davenport laughed, ‘‘Inmates 
have more benefits than you or I 
do.’”’ 

Many other medical costs have 
had to be paid in recent years for 
county and state prisoners. But 
with Smith, the commissioners 
were under the impression he had 
broken his jaw or nose while in 
the jail. * 

Later the Reporter learned 
Smith had been out of jail on a 
pass when he had an accident 
riding a motorcycle. It was the 
accident that caused the serious 
injury. 

Murphy thought the inmates’ 
insurance policies should cover 
their medical expenses. 

Another medical item brought 
up was the cost of medications at 
the jail. The bill submitted Mon- 
day was for $1,137, which Com- 
mission Clerk Mildred Ray said is 
about average for a month.

The board had applied for a 
5% federal loan from the FmHA 
because interest rates on conven- 
tional loans had been above the 
legal limit the school board could 


pay. 

Now that the law has been 
changed, Seton wrote that his 
group could lend the board the 
money at less than 12%. 

The Birmingham Bond Club is 
made up 15 investment dealers 
and four commerical banks. 

Since FmHA loans are only 
supposed to be for individuals or 
groups who can’t get loans on the 
open market, the school board's 


Noting that these individuals 
hadn’t received a raise since the 
center opened in 1972, Knowles 
remarked that it was long over- 
due.

The Legislature, wasting little 
time, has passed a $1.33 billion 
education budget which differed 
only slightly from the recommen- 
dations submitted by Gov. Fob 
James. The governor welcomed it 
as an ‘‘excellent’’ budget ‘‘which 
was within one-fourth of one per- 
cent of what we sent upstairs."’ 

Final passage came after the 
governor tacked on an executive 
amendment adding a conditional 
$3.7 million increase in funds for 
teacher health insurance. The bill 
already contained an absolute in- 
crease in the same amount. 

The budget allocates $681.6 
million for K-12, $76.4 million 
for junior colleges and technical 
schools, and $259.9 millon for 
the four-year colleges and univer- 
sities. 

During the special session the 
legislature also passed a budget 
isolation bill to take effect only in 
the 1982 legislative session and a 
companion consitutional amend- 
ment which would make budget 
isolation permanent if approved 
by the voters. Both measures 
would prohibit passage of other 
legislation each session until the 
education and general fund 
budgets had been enacted. 

On final passage, the budget 
was approved by the house on a 
96-4 rollcall vote and by the 
Senate 33-2. The Senate passed

Steve Palmer, a Birmingham 
National Organization For 
Women member, relieved one of 
the runners for a five and a half 
mile stretch from Hoover into 
Shelby County. 

“IT was delighted and, I have to 
admit, surprised at the number of 
cars whose drivers honked and 
waved,”’ said Palmer. Adding 
that there were ‘no hassles,’ he 
said that a large number of the 
passersby were positive and sup- 
portive of his efforts. 

Lucile White, State Coor- 
dinator of the National Organiza- 
tion For Women, said that par- 
ticipants in the run were able to 
stop and talk along the way to 
people the group had never 
before been able to reach. 

White said the pro-ERA move- 
ment is ‘definitely growing.’ She 
said the new growth initially 
began after the November elec- 
tion but increased even more 
after the ‘High Noon’ rallies ' 
across the nation on June 30th. 

The June 30th rallies were 
organized to increase awareness 
that the June 30, 1982 deadline 
for ratification is looming closer. 

A Gallup poll released in 
August backs up the group’s 
estimates that popularity for the. 
proposed amendment is growing. 


The poll showed that national- 
ly, 63 percent of those polled 
were in favor of the ERA, and, in 
the Southeast, 57 percent favored 
it. Also, the poll claimed, a three 
to two ratio of those who called 
themselves conservatives favored 
the amendment. These figures in- 
dicate a 5 percent gain in one 
month. 

“This is a substantial majority 
for any issue,’’ said White. 

Before the speakers were in- 
troduced at the rally, Moderator 
Mary Farmer announced that the 
NOW would auction off 
autographed T-shirts later that 
day. ‘We have shirts signed by 
Bobbie James, Phyllis Schlafly, 
and Annie Laurie Gunter...oh, I 
must be at the wrong rally,’ she 
quipped. 

The shirts actually were 
autographed by Betty Ford, Lily 
Tomlin, Southern writer Rita 

rown, aric National” 
President Eleanor Smeal. 

White said the rally was a 
financial success, raising several 
thousand dollars. 

Many of the spectators wore 
green and white buttons that 
said, simply, ‘59 cents.’ That 
figure represents the amount that 
American women earn for each 
dollar that a man earns. This 
figure is even lower than the 63 
cent figure of 1955, according to 
Lucile White. 

One of the speakers, Mon- 
tgomery attorney Vanzetta Penn 
Durant, said, ‘Much discrimina- 
tion that exists is not addressed 
by a single law on the books.’ 

Nancy Chambliss of Church 
Women United said that thereis a 
religious coalition working for 
passage of the amendment.‘‘] 
want all Americans to have burn-

idea of adult equality.... Justice is 
God’s love made visible,’’ she 
said. 

Georgia Vallery of the 
Alabama Association of Univer- 
sity Women stressed that the 
amendment provides protection 
for both men and women. 

Jane Weeks, State President of 
the Alabama Women’s Political 
Caucus stated that when the 
amendment was originally in- 
troduced into Congress that every 
Alabama senator and represen- 
tative voted in favor of it. 

The Alabama rally was held 
concurrently with rallies in 46 
Other states. Altogether, a half 
million walkers across the nation 
participated.

Keynote speaker Betty Ford 
addressed a crowd of 3000 in Los 
Angeles, and other celebrities 
have become actively involved in 
the movement. 

In Birmingham, 96 people 
marched 11 miles in a walk-a- 
thon which ended in a rally draw- 
ing a crowd estimated at 150 peo- 
ple. ; 

The Saturday rally com 
memorated the August 26, 1920 
addition of the 19th Amendment 
granting women’s suffrage. 

Repeated attempts to have the 
Equal Rights Amendments pass- 
ed by the Alabama State 
Legislature have failed. It is con- 
sidered doubtful that it will be 
passed in Montgomery before the 
cutoff date of next June.

It’s better conservation to keep hooked bass

Releasing live bass taken in 
tournaments with the thought 
that release will maintain better 
fishing has become a fad. In fact, 
some tournament leaders give 
“*points’’ to anglers who bring in 
live bass. This particular activity 
has been more a show-off benefit 
for regular anglers of a reservoir 
where the tournament is being 
held, or so I believe. 

From what early research data 
1 have, most hooked bass die 
later, anyway, even if released. 
For this reason I have suggested 
in the past tournament anglers 
keep their catches and either give 
the fish to someone who will 
clean and eat them or else keep 
them for their own food use. 
That’s better conservation than 
spending time and effort to 
release fish after weighing. 

In a March release last year 
Fred Harders, district fisheries 
biologist, Ala. Dept. of Conser- 
vation and Natural Resources 
reported: ‘‘research by biologists 
with the fisheries section of the 
Ala. Dept... indicates that fishing 
pressure on Ala. reservoirs pro- 
bably hasn’t reached a point 
where catch and release is 


necessary.’’ (Keep in mind we’re 
discussing reservoir fishing -- not 
pond or small lake fishing.)

About 5,058 Democrats and 
3,168 Republicans went to the 
polls in Shelby County Tuesday 
to choose party candidates.

The vote was close in most beats 
and one box was still uncounted. 

In the three-man race among 
the Democrats for the district one 
seat on the commission, Jake 
Morris came out the winner 
without a runoff over J. V. Jones 
and Edgar Vick. Morris received 
3,117 votes; Vick had 945 and 
Jones had 940, 

County voters turned down the 
opportunity to split the duties of 
the probate judge and create a 
new position on the county com- 
The vote was 2,859 
against the proposition to 2,199 
votes for it.

_ County lacks kindergartens |

Approximately 28 percent of 
the five year olds in Shelby Coun- 
ty are enrolled in public kin- 
dergarten classes this year, ac- 
cording to Vern Davis, deputy 
superintendent of education. 

The 28 percent figure is based 
on the number of children 
enrolled in the first grade last 
year and the number of children 
enrolled in kindergarten classes 
this year, Davis said. 

He said 521 children were 
registered for this year’s kin- 
dergartens and of that number, 
300 are enrolled. 

The fact that only 300 of 521 
who wanted to attend are 
enrolled has upset many parents. 
They say they think all eligible 
children should have the oppor- 
tunity to attend kindergarten. 

Davis says the county board of 
education also feels this way but 
with the amount of money being 
given the county system, only a 
portion of the children can attend 
public kindergartens. 

He said the 300 who are in the 
classes this year were randomly 
selected from the 521 who 
registered, 

When asked if there was a 
chance that the children in the 
classes could be rotated by days or 
semester, which would allow all 
of the children who enrolled for 
the program to take some of the 
classes, he said no.

If everything goes according to 
plan, production of alcohol 
should begin within 18 months. 
The plant is expected to cost $80 
million. It will use up to 400,000 
bushels of corn or other grains 
per week to produce 50 million 
gallons of alcohol per year. The 
alcohol will be mixed with about 
90 percent gasoline to produce 
500 million gallons of gasohol per 
year. 


It will be the first plant in the 
United States to make alcohol 
through fermentation for the 
production of gasohol.

Dry Valley - Montevallo annexation eyed 


An Open Letter to the Citizens of 
Dry Valley 
(Highways 25 & 155): 


Since Montevallo’s City Coun- 
cil recently voted to provide ser- 
vices for the corporate limits only 
beginning February 1, 1981, this 
leaves those citizens in the current 
Police Jurisdiction without cer- 
tain services. Those services to be 
discontinued are: (1) Montevallo 
Police patrol and protection, (2) 
Fire protection and (3) Emergen- 
cy Medical Rescue. A group of 
concerned citizens who live on or 
near Highways 25 and 155 have 
gotten together to discuss 
possible annexation to Mon- 
tevallo. 

What events have occurred sin- 
ce Montevallo’s City Council 
made this announcement? Many 
citizens of this area have begun to 
investigate the pros and cons of 
annexation and some have 
decided to ask Montevallo to an- 
nex a certain area on or near 
Highways 25 and 155. Petitions 
are now being ciruclated to this 
effect. A meeting was held on 
August 5, 1980 at the Fire Station 


to discuss this matter. On August 
11, 1980 we met with the City 
Council, Then another meeting 
was held with the Planning 
Commission on August 21, 1980 
to discuss zoning ordinances. 

If we should be annexed by the 
city, what benefits would be 
derived? First we would continue 
to have fire protection. This 
would mean that our insurance 
rates would not be changed from 
a class 8 or 9 to a class 10 (no fire 
protection). Insurance rates 
would either remain the same 
with protection or increase con- 
siderably (from $50 to $200 an- 
nually according to coverage) 
with no fire protection. Second 
we would continue to have 
emergency medical rescue. 
Recent events -- the 
automobile/truck accident and th 
heart attack victims have shown 
how vitally important this service 
is and how much we depend on it. 
Just imagine no longer having 
this service! While a house or 
barn can be replaced, hard 
though it may be, a life or limb 
cannot. Third, we would con- 
tinue to have police protection. 

Another service would be gar- 


bage pick-up which would save a 
possible $60 per year. Also we 
would then be able to vote in city 
elections. 

What does this protection (an- 
nexation) cost? Call the County 
Tax Assessor’s office for exact 
figures; but for a piece of proper- 
ty assessed at $30,000 with 
homestead exemption the ad- 
ditional taxes would be only 
$21.00. Business licenses would 
be full cost rather than half as is 
now the case since we are in the 
current police jurisdiction. 

What restrictions or ordinan- 
ces does Montevallo now have? 
We would be annexed as an A-1 
zone, Agricultural activities 
would be permitted and are writ- 
ten in the city ordinances. Fur- 
ther, city permits and licensing 
systems are for your protection, 
It is a common phenomena for 
older people or retired people to 
be ‘‘fleeced’’ by unscrupulous 
repairmen and other cheats. This 
restriction (licensing and building 
permit system) would help to 
prevent this. The majority of 
home maintenance does not 
require permits. 

If you have questions that have 


not been answered by this brief 
letter, then see or call one of the 
signers of this letter or the ap- 
propriate city official. 

We as concerned citizens along 
with representatives of the City 
Council, Planning Commission 
(Zoning), Fire Department, 
Emergency Rescue Squad and 
other officials will be having a 
public meeting to discuss the pros 
and cons on Thursday, Septem- 
ber 18, 1980 (which is scheduled 
for 7:30 at the Park and 
Recreation Building) following 
the presently scheduled zoning 
meeting. Maps showing the 
proposed annexation boundaries, 
petitions, copies of the city or- 
dinances, etc. will be available 
for inspection at that meeting.

This is a letter I sent to the 
Governor over a month ago. So far 
I haven’t received a reply. Would 
you please print this letter?

Dear Governor James, 

This year my so.:, Shawn, is five 
years old and should be able to at- 
tend kindergarten. His name was 
in a lottery for kindergarten with 
49 other boys and girls. The state 
and county only gave our school 2 
teacher units, so 9 children do not 
get to go to kindergarten. As you 
might have surmised by now, 
Shawn is 1 of those 9 unfortunate 
children. 

I know that kindergarten was 
started in Alabama as a pilot 
program. In surrounding and far 
away states, kindergarten has been 
a part of the curriculum for many 
years. You should surely realize the 
need to educate children at an early 
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age. By age 8, 80% of a child’s 
adult intelligence has been formed. 
One of the primary objectives of 
kindergarten is to develop a 
readiness for learning. The need is 
definite. Why Alabama is always 
among the last to realize a need 
and take action is beyond me. 
Time is wasting. Every year 
thousands of boys and girls are 
overlooked by our government. 
During your campaign you rode 
across the state in a school bus, 
giving the people of Alabama the 
impression that you were sincerely 
interested in improving education 
in Alabama. As I see it, Shawn’s 
and many other children’s civil 
rights have been violated. It is not 
right to provide education for 
some of the state’s children and 
not for others. My husband and I 
pay taxes just like the parents of 
those children who have the oppor- 
tunity to go. If ever there was a 
case of civil rights, this has to be 
one. I do not want to deprive those 
children who are going to have the 
opportunity. I only want to see 
justice for those who have not been 
provided this advantage. As I see it 
Governor James, you are truly in- 
terested in education, this is your 


opportunity to show it. Otherwise, 
I see your riding across the state in 
a school bus as only a case of 
showmanship on your part and 
your campaign as a sham. 

We live in Chelsea. There are no 
private kindergartens in the area. 
The closest is 15 miles away. Even 
if there was a kindergarten at our 
back door, it would still be wrong 
for the ‘‘public’’ schools to not 
provide the same advantages for all 
citizens. 

Governor James, only you can 
do something about this unfor- 
tunate situation. Afterall, you are 
suppose to be a servant of the 
people of the State of Alabama. I 
know you are interested in not 
spending beyond the State’s 
means. I can appreciate that. In 
our own families this is a con- 
sideration we must make in times 
of inflation. Yet, there are some 
expenses which we must incur or 
overlook the health and well being 
of our children, 

What I want to know, Gover- 
nor, is why we can’t have a half 
day program, as they do in many 
states such as Georgia, North 
Carolina, Missouri, and Ten- 
nessee. Almost everyone I talk to 


from out of state tells me that they 
have half day kindergartens. In 
fact, I have not talked to a single 
soul who says that they have a 
whole day program. Many parents 


feel that a half day program is | 


adequate. If we had such a 
program in Alabama, twice as 
many children could be reached. I 
think this is something that 
warrants your immediate attention 
and consideration. With a little ex- 
tra expenditure, more study, aned 
more flexibility, all children in the 
state would have an opportunity 
for development during this crucial 
period. 

Governor James, I call on you 
and our other elected officials to 
act quickly to end this inequity and 
this failure to provide for the 
development of our children’s 
future before the beginning of this 
school year. Afterall, our children 
are our future and if we are to 
decrease illiteracy we must begin at 
an early age. I would appreicate 
your giving your utmost attention 
to this letter and a reply.

Under the Courthouse Dome 


The Alabama Administrative 
Office of Courts has released the 
most recent statistics regarding 
case dispositions in the district 
court of Shelby County. A com- 
parison of the Shelby County 
district court case filings for the 
period January through June, 
1980 and the preceding six mon- 
ths, July through December 
1979, revealed an increase in traf- 
fic filings by 64.5%, an increase 
in criminal filings by 14.7% and 
an increase in civil filings by 
25.1%, 

In spite of this increased 
caseload, the local court has 
maintained an above average 
throughput of 97.5% for the 
period January through June, 
1980. Throughput is a com- 
parison of the cases filed for a 
period to the cases disposed of in 
that same period. Despite the in- 


crease in filings, total case 
dispositions rose 15.5% for this 
period as compared to the 
previous six months period.

Able-bodied food stamp 
recipients must actively search 
for jobs or be dropped from the 
program, under regulations 
proposed by the U.S. Depar- 
tments of Agriculture and Labor. 

“Under the proposed rules, 
people who fail to look for a job 
on their own or who don’t report 
for the interviews at their state 
employment office will find their 
households dropped from the 
food stamp program for two 
months,** said Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture Carol 
Tucker Foreman. 

Those who are exempt from 


the work registration requirement 
are primarily the elderly and 
disabled, those already working, 
those responsible for the care of 
dependents and those already 
registered for work under the 
unemployment insurance and 
work incentive programs. 


The new rules which may go in- 
to effect by early 1981, also 
require recipients who register for 
work to be called in to their state 
employment service, for an inter- 
view and job classification. 


Foreman said under the 
existing program, funding 
limitations have prevented em- 
ployment offices from actually 
calling in and interviewing any 
more than the most employable 
of the food stamp work registran- 
ts.

Citizens come to Shelco’s rescue 


Shelco Unit One is nearly ready 
to hit the road again. 

Donations collected from 
families who want fire protection 
in the area formerly covered by 
the fire and emergency medical 
rescue unit, have almost reached 
the amount needed for a two 
month period of operation. 

Despite constant interruptions 
from some Dogwood residents 
and individuals who live on Hwy. 
119, families wanting Shelco’s 
services voted Tuesday night to 
contribute $20 apiece. 

With tempers on edge 
throughout the meeting, a fight 
broke out as the crowd began to 
file out of the Moore’s 
Crossroads Church of God. 

However, it reportedly didn’t 
involve what had transpired at 
the meeting, but occurred when a 
member of the crowd intervened 
in a family dispute. 

Shelco has been out of service 
since July when an election to 
establish a fire district failed to 
pass. However a suit has been fil- 
ed charging irregularities in the 
voting and the case is now set for 
Oct. 8, 

Another letdown for the unit 
came when negotions with the ci- 
ty of Montevallo to provide EMR 
services fell through and the city 
. went about setting up its own 
unit. 

Wayne Davis, President of 
Shelco’s Board of Directors, said 
he was under the impression that 
the city was still negotiating with 
the unit when the announcement 
came that their latest proposal 
was made too late. 

Only days before the meeting, 
Davis related, a councilman had 


told him the group’s request to 
buy gas through the city would be 
discussed by the finance commit- 
tee, 

An agreement between the city 
and Shelco had stalled, Davis 
said, when members of the unit 
had expressed reluctance at ac- 
cepting $2,000 for back services 
rather than the $4,000 that he 
said was originally dffered. 

But if the cost of gasoline were 
reduced, the unit had decided to 
accept the latter offer, Davis 
reported. 

However, a council member 
had a different version of what 
happened. The call Davis refer- 
red to wasn’t received until the 
Sunday night before the council 
meeting when plans had already 
been made for the city to form its 
own unit, he reported. 

He also claimed that the city’s 
agreement had been to give 
Shelco $2,000 with payments of 
$1,000 monthly after an EMR 
board was set up. 

But since the board was never 
formed, the councilman said, the 
cily gave up on trying to work out 
arrangements with Shelco. 

It. was Davis’ contention that 
the unit intended organizing the 


board but was waiting on 
Montevallo, Wilton and the 
University of Montevallo to 


name their representatives. 

Those would have been the 
areas Shelco would have served 
since they had pledged financial 
help. 

Now, until the court case is 
decided, Shelco will provide ser- 
vice to the families who have 
made financial contributions. 

The 15 or 20 people who made 


it difficult to transact businesss at 
last week’s meeting, were ap- 
parently disturbed about the 
vehicles and other equipment 
Shelco has in its possession. 
Davis pointed out that it 
belonged to Shelco, which is a 
corporation, and that the board 
of directors had ordered their 
removal from the Dogwood fire 


station when the unit ceased 
operations. 
There were also reportedly 


some questions from Shelco op- 
ponents about what had happen- 
ed to the money. 

Davis said he wondered what 
money they were talking about 
since there had been very little 
financial support.

When Christ's body was placed in the © 


tomb, Pilate urged, ‘*Ye have a watch, go 
your way, make it as sure as you can" 
(Matthew 27:65). He was saying to the 
soldiers, ‘‘Take no chances.’’ The world 
is careful about virtually everything ex- 
cept their souls. ‘“‘For what is a man 
profited if he shall gain the whole world, 
and lose his own soul; or what shall a man 
give in exchange for his soul?’ (Matthew 
16:26). 

People are generally careful in things 
pertaining to this life. First, if a person 
travels the highways, he gets a map and 
follows it closely. He will not allow his 
feelings to tell him he is on the right road. 
And, he would not say, ‘I know I am on 
the right road, because I can feel it right 
here in my breast.’’ Likewise, one must 
get God’s divine ROAD MAP, the Bible, 
in order to get to heaven (II Timothy 3:16, 
17). The Bible tells us, ‘*He that trusteth 
in his own heart is a fool’’ (Proverbs 
28:26). Jeremiah warned, ‘‘The heart is 
deceitful’’ (Jeremiah 17:9). 

Second, when a person pays a debt, he 
gets a receipt. Why? Because money is in- 
volved. But, a person should be more 
careful to get a receipt from his or her 
preacher for the doctrine he preaches. 
Why? Because one’s soul is involved. For 
example, when the preacher asks you to a 
‘‘mourner’s bench’? or “‘the altar’’ to 
pray for pardon, ask him to give you 
book, chapter, and verse for it.

Suppose three 
men differed on the length of a building, 
one saying it is 40 feet, another 50 feet, 
and another 60 feet. Then, one suggests 
that they get a rule, and the rule says it is 
60 feet long. They admit that two were 
mistaken and one was correct. The Bible 
is God's divine rule. This rule can enable 
one to learn what to do to be saved, to 
learn what church is the one Christ built 
nearly two-thousand years ago, and what 
one must do to live the Christian life. 

Dear reader, take no chances with your 
eternal soul. Read follows God’s road 
map to heaven, demand a receipt, and go 
by the rule. The soul you save may be 
your own!

Then an unintentional onsides 
kick caught Vincent off gaurd and 
Abrams recovered possession on 
the Jacket 45. If things looked bad 
in the first quarter for the home 
team, they looked a lot worse now. 

But a Yellow Jacket is a hard 
critter to kill. 

Lead by noseguard Johnny 
Wallace, Vincent’s defense pushed 
the visitors back ten yards in the 
next three plays. And then on four- 
th down Dwight Spradley charged 
the Abrams punter, blocking the 
kick. When everybody was un- 
tangled Vincent was given 
possession on the Abrams 20. 

With third and 12 and :43 left in 
the game, Oden fired a pass to 
Driggers in a crowd on the ten. 
Driggers stepped inside the defen- 
ders and grabbed the pass as they 
all collided. Driggers slipped into 
the end zone with :35 seconds to 
spare. 

Again they missed the conver- 
sion but the crowd didn’t care as 
Vincent went on to win it 25-20. 


Winning his first game ever as a 
head coach, Harold Garrett was 
paraded off the field like some 
kind of king. Later he admitted 
that he had been ready to panic at 
one point when they were down, 
and that his boys pulled it out for 
him. 

‘*I] hope the coach learned a lot. 
I hope he gets better by the end of 
the year,’’ Garrett said. 

“If you’re a purist, it wasn’t a 
real good fundamental game. We 
didn’t do a lot real well except win 
the game.”’

After listening to evidence 
presented during a four day trial 
last week, a Shelby County jury 
found James Williams guilty of 
first degree murder. 

Since his arrest last June for 
the shooting death of Montevallo 
resident Dale McGaughy, the 30 
year old Williams has been in 
custody in the Shelby County 
jail. 

District Attorney William R. 
Hill, Jr., prosecuted the case with 
the assistance of Assistant DA J. 
Michael Campbell. 

The jury deliberated one hour 
and forty five minutes before 
returning the guilty verdict. After 
it was read, defense attorney Ron 
Jackson asked that the jury be 
polled. 

As each of the four men and 
eight women stood and gave their 
name, they each said they con- 
curred with the verdict. 

Williams was sentenced to life 
imprisonment. 

Although the exact time of the 
shooting wasn’t determined, the 
23 year old victim met his death 
around 12:45 a.m. June 6, shor- 
tly after starting work on the 
third shift at Allied Products. 

Testifying in his own defense, 
Williams claimed that Dale and 
his brother Mark were after him 
and that he was defending him- 
self when he fired the shot. 

Both McGaughys were em- 
ployed at the lime plant between 
Calera and Montevallo. And 
testimony revealed that Mark, 13 
months older than his brother, 
had had trouble with the defen- 
dant on at least one other oc- 
casion, 


And just before his brother 
was shot, the older McGaughy

said that he had argued with 
Williams who ran down the stairs 
as he was going to call his super- 
visor. 

Three key witnesses for the 
state all concurred in their 
testimony that they saw Williams 
at the bottom of a stairway, turn, 
walk up two steps, take aim and 
fire a shot at the younger 
McGaughty. 


But Williams insisted that he 
had been kicked halfway down 
the stairs by Dale McGaughy 
who, he claimed, was coming af- 
ter him with a razor type box 
opener. 

On several occasions during 
the lengthy trial, the defense at- 
torney asked for a mistrial. But 
alle requests were denied by 
presiding Circuit Court Judge 
Harold Walden. 

Mark McGaughy was the first 
witness to take the stand. The 
state also called Shelby County 
Sheriff’s Department Chief In- 
vestigator Reed Smith, Deputy 
Sgt. James Mitchell, Calera 
police officer Billy O’Brien and 
ambulance driver Billy Price, 
who were all on the scene the 
night of the shooting. 

_Dr. Joseph Embry, from the 
state department of forensic 
sciences testified on the cause of 
death and Lawden Yates, an ex- 
pert in firearms, reported that the 
weapon used was a small han- 
dgun. 


That weapon has never been ; 


recovered. But Williams told the 
court during his testimony, that

Johnson. The only other witness 
for the defense was Nellie Saun- 
ders who said she had known 
Williams all his life. 

She described him as: a 
‘‘peaceful’’ man but admitted 
that he had committed a murder 
when he was 12 years old. That 
incident occurred, she said, when 
a man had tried to kill Williams’ 


mother. 

Asked if he had anything to say 
after the guilty verdict was read, 
Williams replied that he thought 
he had been treated unfairly. 

The case was the sixth murder 
trial that Hill has prosecuted sin- 
ce becoming DA. All of the 
defendants were convicted with 
three receiving life sentences and 
one receiving the death penalty.

“Do you favor the annexation 
of the property described in the 
notice calling for this election to 
the City of Hoover?”’ The ques- 
tion was posted inside the two 
voting booths at the information 
center in Riverchase. 


288 voters pulled the “*yes”’ 
lever. 45 pulled ‘‘no.”’ 

On September 9 the residents 
of Riverchase, by an overwhelm- 
ing margin, voted themselves into 
Hoover, extending that city’s 
limits across the Cahaba River in- 
to Shelby County. It is the second 
Jefferson County city to extend 
into this county, the other being 
Leeds.

Staggered auto tags 


due to begin this fall 


A ‘staggered tag’ registration 
this fall is expected to give 
workers in the Shelby County 
Probate office headaches. 

It will especially inconvenience 
everyone who has to buy license 
plates for motor vehicles. 

But once the new system is 
underway, after the first year, 
State officials expect it will help 
the public by eliminating the long 
tag-buying lines that traditionally 
eceus en November 15. 

Between October |] - and 
November 15 of this year, owners 
of motor vehicles should register 
their vehicles, as they have done 
in prior years. 

They will pay their full year of 
personal property tax, and they 
will pay a monthly prorated por- 
tion of their annual registration 
fee for the period beginning Oc- 
tober 1, 1980, to the month 
assigned to them for renewal. 
This amounts to approximately 
$1.08 per month on passenger 
cars and pickups. 

This means that vehicle owners 
will have to make two ap- 
pearances at the courthouse dur- 
ing the year, or mail in their 
notices two times, instead of one. 

On the second trip, the owner 
will finish paying for his tag and 
will pay a prorated share of his 
personal property tax. 

The schedule as set up by the 
state for registering vehicles is 
done by alphabet. 

If your last name begins with A 
or D. you will register in January. 
The rest of the schedule is: 

February - B; March - C, E; 
April - F, G, N’ May - H, O; June 
-M, I; July - P, L; August - J, K, 
R; September - Q, S, T; October - 
U,V, Wee Yew. 

Once this system is in use, the 
owners of cars and pickup trucks 
will buy their tags and pay their 
taxes in the same month every 
year. There will no longer be an 
October 1-November 15 period

The annexation, if not nullified 
in court, will also give the 
residents of Riverchase routine 
police patrolling, regular garbage 
pickup service and a drop in their 
fire insurance ratings from a 
Class 7 to a Class 5. These 
benefits were to have taken effect 
immediately. 

Nearly all the commercial 
development in Riverchase is 
located in Jefferson County. 
However all but six or seven of 
the estimated 275 families in 
Riverchase live in Shelby County. 

The Shelby County Commis- 
sion and the Pelham City Council 
as well as other Shelby County 
Officials have opposed the annex- 
ation.

Montevallo approves new program 


for rehabilitating DWI offenders 


Montevallo’s city council, 
Monday night, approved a pro- 
gram for dealing with drunk 
drivers that may prove to be a 
model for the nation. 

Municipal Judge Eason Mit- 
chell outlined a_ rehabilitation 
program that would be funded by 
increased fines from intoxicated 
drivers: 

‘The program we have now 
doesn’t help the problem 
drinker,’’ Mitchell said. ‘*He’ll 
come in once for help and then go 
back out, get drunk and perhaps 
hurt himself or someone else 
while driving.’’ 

Mitchell’s plan calls for Les 
Sachs, ‘executive director of the 
Regional Alcoholism Council, to 
be present in Montevallo one day 
a week to examine persons who 
have been found guilty of driving 
under the influence of alcohol. 
Sachs will interview each person 
and determine a program of 
rehabilitation that fits the in- 
dividual. If the individual fails to 
cooperate he will be subject to be- 
ing jailed. 


primary health care facility is not 
rigid, the basic requirements are 
diagnostic lab services, health 
education services, dental care 
and a medical staff.

When in- 
dividuals are obligated to make a 
trip in a private car, the in- 
dividual will be reimbursed at the 
rate of 17 cents per mile. 

Montevallo Police Chief Troy 
Kirkland told council members 
that the city had been awarded a 
grant to acquire two new sta- 
tionary radar units. 

Fire Chief Mike Mahan 
reported to council members that 
the city’s Snorkel fire truck will

Pelham finds shocking truck violations

As in the last few Pelham city 
council meetings, traffic issues 
again headed up discussions. 

When police chief Dave Wat- 
son gave his regular report to the 
city council Monday night, one 
item caught everyone’s attention. 

Watson said the police depart- 
ment had conducted a joint truck 
inspection with the Alabama 
Department of Public Saftey 
along hwy. 31 recently. 

He reported that 17 trucks 
were inspected and 14 of them 
had accumulated a total 35 cita- 
tions. 


“It would frighten you if you 
saw some of these trucks,’’ Wat- 
son told the council. ‘‘The DPS 
officials required one truck to 
replace four tires and a set of 
breaks before it could move,” 
Watson said. 


He said some of the violations 
were for problems that could en- 
danger the lives of the truck 
drivers and others on the 
highways. He reported that there 
were ten violations given for tires 
with cracks and holes, six for im- 
proper lighting, four for insuffi- 
cient brakes, one for leaking air- 
lines and two for exhaust leaks 
under the truck cab. 


**I guess that speaks real well 
of our trucking industry, dosn’t 


it?’’ Mayor Dunaway facetiously 
noted. 

Chief Watson said he hoped 
word would get around to 
truckers that Pelham is on the 
lookout for truck violations. He 
said the inspections might 
decrease the number of traffic ac- 
cidents in the area involving 
trucks. 

The council also discussed a re- 
quest to install traffic signs, 
speed breakers and a street light 
along Creekview Drive. The re- 
quest was brought before the 
council by a resident of the area 
at the last meeting. 

The council decided to table 
the request to put a new light on 
the road because there are other 
parts of the town that do not 
have any street lights yet. The 
street light request was a result of 
a mailbox vandalism and some of 
the council members doubted the 
street light would inhibit vandals. 

Councilmen Willard Payne 
and Ray Hamilton recommended 
that no street signs or speed 
breakers be placed along the 
street unless more of the residents 
of the area made the request 
before the council.

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Under The Courthouse Dome 


Shelby Memorial Hospital has 
changed some billing policies 
recently, according to Ken 
Williams, president of MMI. 
That is why county employees are 
finding different bills in their 
mail boxes for health care than 
they used to find. 

The county commission asked 
Williams to come to the Monday 
meeting to explain why the coun- 
ty’s insurance program is not 
covering radiology, laboratory 
and pathological tests as it used 
to. 

Williams said most hospitals 
stopped including these services 
on the hospital bill about three 
years ago, but Shelby Memorial 
and a few others in the area only 
changed recently. 

Now patients are billed 
separately for these serbices, and 
they are considered ‘major 
medical’ expenses. On the coun- 
ty’s insurance policies, there is a 
$100 deductible for major 
medical. 

He insisted that the coverage 
by his company has remained the 
same, but the hospital’s billing 
policies have changed. 

The commissioners agreed to a 
$35 deductible for county 
employees in the future. They 
also passed a motion to require a 
new employee to work for 30 
days before being eligible for 
county health insurance 
coverage. 

According to a report at the 
meeting, a few county employees 
had worked as little as a day and 
gone into the hospital for exten- 
sive care. 


County health officer Ron 
Stutts reported that the im- 
munization program was very 
successful and that the public was 
very cooperative. For the first 
time, the schools required im- 
munization certificates of all 
children. 

Stutts said the department im- 
munized thousands of children 
before school started. 

He also reported that the is- 
suance of death certificates local- 
ly has been successful. A bill 
allowing it was passed in the last 
legislative session. 

Stutts told the commissioners, 
on another matter, that he had 
studied serious complaints from 
residents of the Green Valley area 
south of Alabaster on the 
presence of animals in the sub- 
division. 

He said that under the present 
laws, there is nothing that can be 
done about it. With no zoning 
regulations in the area, the health 
department has no authority to 
take action, he said. 


A representative from Pabst 


Blue Ribbon beer company asked 
permission not to place tax 
stamps on some 300 cases of 
beer. He said the company had 
shipped the beer in the wrong 
kind of bottles, and there was no 
place to affix the stamp. The 
commission agreed to the one- 
time request. 


Ed Craig and Bob Turberville 
from the Youth Services and At- 
tention Home, asked the commis- 
sioners to back a fund request. 

Judge Patti Smith appeared to 
add her support to the need for 
the services to help the juveniles 
of the county. 

The commission agreed to the 
request. 


Bill Tucker, civil defense direc- 
tor, made a plea in behalf of the 
airport operators that the county 
get the new gasoline tanks install- 
ed, ‘“‘The airport will have to 
close down if we don’t get the 
fuel tanks in,”’ he said. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port said, ‘‘It’s time we started 
running the airport in a 
businesslike manner.”’ 

A report from the county at- 
torney was given to Tucker, say- 
ing that the county’s contract 
with the operator required the 
operator to install any such 
tanks, not the county. 

Tucker then reported on the 
deterioration of the plane ports. 
Commissioner Ned Bearden said 
he had asked Herman Jenkins, 
Jr. of Helena to look at them and 
Jenkins had reported new 
I-beams were needed, Jenkins 
had said patching would pro- 
bably not be satisfactory. 

Commissioners designated 
Tucker as official liaison with the 
airport operators. 


Sealed bids were taken for the 
purchase of beer that had been 
confiscated by the county. 
Holcombe Shell Handi-Mart of 
Columbiana submitted the 
highest bid of $237.26 . 


Commission Chairman Tom- 
my Snowden reported the com- 
puter department is having trou- 
ble with the Burroughs printer. A 
new one may be needed to cope 
with the auto tag season, he said. 


In other matters, the commis- 
sion approved the same number 
of temporary employees for the 
tax assessor and the probate of- 
fice as last year. 

However, a request from the 
tax assessor for three additional 
employees was not granted ‘‘until 
we to know for a fact that we 
need to.”’ 


General dissatisfaction with 


the way the bills are being paid 
was expressed by Commissioner 
Jake Morris who said, ‘‘I’m tired 
of getting a bill for something, 
and then a month later getting an 
invoice.”’ 

They agreed that the commis- 
sion clerk should not pay any 


- bills “if we don’t have a purchase 


order prior to the bill.”’ 


When Snowden asked the com- 
missioners to pay for some paint 
that the tax assessor had purchas- 
ed to paint the walls of the tax 
reappraisal office, they said they 
would wait for the bill. 

None of the commissioners 
remembered agreeing to do the 
painting in that office, although 
Snowden said he thought they 
had. 


County Commission Chairman 
Tommy Snowden and the four 
commissioners are planning to 
oppose the closing of the animal 
farm at Oak Mountain State 
Park, 

They told the Reporter Mon- 
day that they will be sending let- 
ters to the director of the state 
Conservation Department and 
others in an effort to keep the 
farm open. 

Snowden said the display of 
farm animals in their natural 
habitat is very valuable for 
children to see, and should be 
continued. 

The state announced last 
month that it would be closed 
because of the expense of 
operating it. 


Hackles raised 


Commissioners were incensed 
Monday when Civil Defense 
director Bill Tucker related an in- 
cident regarding plumbing at the 
Shelby County airport. 

Tucker said that a plumber 
called to the airport refused to do 
the work and bill it to the county. 
He wanted his money on the 
spot. 

Tucker said he and airport 
operator Larry Chapman paid 
cash from their own pockets for 
the repair, and then sent in the 
bill to the county, 

Commissioner Ned Bearden 
asked, ‘‘Did he say that before or 
after he did the work?”’ 

‘*Before,’’ Tucker replied, in- 
dicating he did not know how else 
to handle the situation. 

Bearden and Commissioner 
Harold Davenport said, ‘*You 
should have gotten a different 
plumber.’”’ 

“The county always pays its 
bills,’ they emphasized.

For example, one man used his 
bulldozer to grade the washed out 
driveway, a dumptruck was bor- 
rowed to haul in gravel which was 
donated to put on the driveway, 
another donated concrete for an 


Third party heritage is losing 


John Anderson’s independent 
bid for the White House places 
him in the company of a long line 
of presidential contenders dating 
back to 1832 who campaigned 
outside the two-party system. 
Though many of these politicians 
achieved considerable sway over 
the course of American history, 
few of them--very few--were suc- 
cessful at the polls. 

The name James B. Weaver 
hardly springs to mind today, but 
in the 1892 presidential contest, 
he campaigned against the gilded 
grip that many felt Eastern 
bankers and industrialists then 
held on the nation’s economy. A 
general in the Union Army dur- 
ing the Civil War, Weaver was a 
popular figure whose platform 
and influence during the election 
sparked wide interest for the first 
time in an agenda of progressive 
reforms. And yet, Weaver, a 
Populist, came in third place with 
9 percent of the vote, losing to 
the Democratic candidate, 


Grover Cleveland. 
More recently, of course, 
George Wallace captured the at- 


tention of the press and voters 
with his ‘common man”’ themes, 


but he, too, fared no better than 
third with 14 percent of the 1968 
popular vote. 

“With rare exceptions, third- 
party and independent candidates 
have been irrelevant to the out- 
come of presidential elections,” 
according to Frederick S. Voss, a 
historian at the Smithsonian Na- 
tional Portrait Gallery and a con- 
tributor to Every Four Years, a 
new book about the presidency. 
**But they still keep on running,”’ 
Voss says, ‘‘some simply as a lark 
and others in dead earnest.”* 

Perhaps what motivates the 
also rans are, in fact, those rare 
exceptions. The Republican par- 
ty, the party Anderson sidestep- 
ped to run on his own this year, is 
after all ‘‘the greatest success 
story in the history of American 
third parties,"” Voss points out. 

Founded in 1854 in a rural 
Wisconsin church by dissatisfied 
Whigs and Democrats, the 
Republicans by the election of 
1856 had become a major party 
on the strength of their anti- 
slavery platform. And just four 
years later, the Republicans at- 
tained the dream of all minor 
parties—the election of a presi- 


dent, no less than Abraham Lin- 
coln. 

In the 1884 election, some 
historians say, a Prohibitionist 
candidate was one of the decisive 
forces in electing the Democratic 
nominee. This is what happened: 
In pivotal New York state, John 
Pierce St. John (the Prohibi- 
tionist) tallied 25,016 votes-- 
largely drawn from Republican 
ranks, In so doing, he took just 
enough support away from the 
GOP’s controversial nominee, 
James G. Blaine, to tip the Em- 
pire state and ultimately the 
presidency to Cleveland. 

One other rare case: Teddy 
Roosevelt’s 1912 ‘*Bull Moose’’ 
campaign against his old political 
protege, William Howard Taft, 
proved a far cry from the usual 
third-party effort. Roosevelt, 
who had come to view Taft as a 
traitor to the Republican pro- 
gressive spirit, actually outpolled 
Taft but not the Democratic 
nominee Woodrow Wilson, who 
entered the White House with a 
vote total less than the combined 
tally of the two old political 
allies, 6.3 million votes to 7.6 
million. 


entrance ramp for the fire hall, 
yet another donated steel garage 
doors for the fire hall.

The story will not stop here, 
the people of the community 
have joined together to make 
their fire department work, and it 
will work, Of course, more 
equipment is needed, but the of- 
ficers and trustees are working on 
getting that equipment. I would 
like to state that I am proud of 
this, my community and of the 
respons and concern of its’ peo- 
ple.

BWW. With those contracts now 
running out, had the district not 
voted to pay the rent, individuals 
would have had to pay it, 

Complicating matters is the 
fact that the BWW hiked the 
yearly rent from $50 per plug to 
$250 per plug. Several individuals 
and fire districts in Shelby and 
Jefferson Counties have filed a 
class action suit against Birm- 
ingham’s water board saying it 
arbitrarily and unjustly hiked the 
rates. 

According the NSCFD trustee 
Jack van Pelt, the new rate in- 
crease will be at least $5 per house 
which is on the Birmingham 
system. The $5 surcharge will 
cover a plug rental increase of up 
to $90 or less, he said, explaining 
that a $90 increase would be in 
line with rental increases effected 
in South Jefferson County. 

Van Pelt said that the dues in- 
crease approved by the residents 
was on a sliding scale between $5 
and $21. The final amount of the 
increase is therefore contingent 
upon the outcome of the law suit. 
If the BWW hike of $250 makes 
it past the courts the added sur- 
charge will be the maximum $21. 

The case is not expected to 
come up before the end of the 
year, however, and yearly fire 
bills are due to go out October 1. 


Right now three _ possible 
courses of action are open, he ex- 
plained. 


First, although not too likely, 
is an injunction against the water 
works preventing the full increase 
until the question is settled in 
court. 

Second, the board can assume 
the worst and add the full $21 
surcharge, a course looked on un- 
favorably by the NSCFD board 
of trustees. 

Third, there’s a chance that the 
BWW will delay the increase 
itself until the issue is settled in 
court. 

‘I don’t know how we're go- 
ing to work it, to be quite honest 
about it,’’ van Pelt said. ‘‘We’re 
going to have to get a decision in 
the next couple days from our 
counsel.’’

| education for granted, it’s ob- 
: vious to anyone who walks into 
| the center that most of the 
; children there really enjoy and 
: appreciate what is being done for 
; them. 


The children in the center all 
have some type of problem which 
prevents them from attending 
classes in regular schools, but 
that doesn’t prevent them from 
having fun and learning. 

Problems range from _ or- 
thopedic disabilities to spinal 

‘ meningitis. The list of problems 
is as long as the number of 
children in the school. Many of 
the children are mentally alert but 
: for some reason, such as confine- 
"ment toa cite ain cannot at- 


tend a regular school. Other 
children cannot take care of their 
own physical needs and must 
have constant assistance from 
teachers and aides. 

According to Beverly Hall, 
principal of the center, the goal 
of the 14 member staff is to help 
the children reach their potential 
-- a goal not unlike that of other 
schools in the county. 

For some children, learning to 
use the restroom unassisted is an 
accomplishment. For others, 
overcomming the difficulty that 
prevents them from attending a 
regular school is reaching a goal. 

Still, with the problems that 
most of the children have, they 
seem to enjoy the attention they 
receive and the training offered. 

There are four classrooms. in 
the center where the children are 
placed according to their problem 
and age. 


In the pre-vocational class 
children ages 12-21 are taught. 
For the younger children, the 
hope is that they can eventually 
be placed in a special class in the 
regular schools. For the older 
children the goal might be to 
prepare them for work in a

sheltered workshop where they 
can be taught a skill. 

Other classrooms deal with the 
children on a similar basis -- ex- 
amining their specific problems 
and trying to develop them to a 
point that they can function to 


the maximum level that their pro- - 


blems will allow them. 

Entering one of the 
classrooms, one might be greeted 
by the strong scent of perfume, 
the uplifting sound of music and 
the sight of children fondling ob- 
jects. According to the teachers, 
the purpose of the exercise is to 
help the children be aware of and 
enjoy their senses. 

In another class, one might see 
ten or more children rolling on 
the floor, playing on special 
equipment and crawling up a 
ladder-like board. In this room a 
trained physical therapist works 
with the children who have or- 
thopedic problems. 

Each class is different, catering 
to the individual needs of the 
children. 

But in every class there is a 
common denominator. The 


children know they are cared for 
and loved, and the teachers are 
patient and concerned.

“When you’re in a business 
that’s making good money, you 
keep your mouth shut -- if you 
don’t, everyone else will want to 
get in on the action.” 

That seems to be the feeling 
among the people in the wood in- 
dustry in our area. 

Companies producing lumber, 
plywood and paper in our area 
are not very willing to talk about 
how business has been recently. 


I guess if you and I were in- 
volved in what has become the 
number one industry in our state 
in the last few years, we wouldn't 
be delling either. 

Not only is the wood business 
Alabama’s current number one 
manufacturing industry, produc- 
ing approximately 1,500 million 
value-added dollars and more 
than 65,000 jobs. But according 
to U.S. Department of Com- 
merce statistics, its future also 
looks promising. 


If you can get anyone in the 
lumber mills to talk to you, 
they’ll say business is down. 
That’s no suprise since the 
economy has been in a slump and 
construction has been off, New 
construction uses approximately 
37 percent of lumber and wood 
products according to commerce 
statistics. 

But interest rates are beginning 
to ease downward now and recent 
reports show that construction is 
picking up. It hasn’t reached the 
same level it was at this time last 
year but many people feel it’s just 
a matter of time. 

Also, the lumber industry in 
thé south has not been critically 
affected by the construction 
slump because other things have 
helped the lumber business. 

Because new construction has 
been too expensive for many peo- 
ple, remodeling an old house has 
become popular. Remodeling 
often requires lumber. 

Another help to the lumber in- 
dustry in the south has been the 
shortage of redwood on the west 
coast. Because redwood is very 
expensive, alternatives to the 
long-lasting wood have been 
developed. Pine lumber is now 
being treated with various types 
of chemicals which, according to 
some, make it more durable than 
redwood, It’s also cheaper. 

So, even though lumber pro- 
duction in the south and in 
Alabama is down, it isn’t as bad 
as in other parts of the nation. 

And, it probably won’t be long 
before lumber will be rolling out 
of local sawmills as fast as 
builders can nail them to a foun- 
dation. 

One thing that insures that is 
the population growth in our 
area. New houses will eventually 
have to be built no matter what 
the interest rates are. A large 
group of young adults is beginn- 
ing to enter the market for their 
first house and, as a_ conse- 
quence, construction will pro- 
bably be booming in the next few 
years. 

However, the plywood future 
might not be as good. The main 
reason is that there are many 
substitute products for plywood 
being produced. 

If timber becomes scarce, and 
if the cost of producing plywood 
increases, there is a good 
possibility that materials like

particle-board will edge the 
plywood industry out of some 
business. They already have to a 
limited extent. 

The other major wood industry 
in our area is the pulp and paper 
industry. 

Recently, again because of the 
recession, paper production has 
decreased. This is mainly because 
newspapers have cut back in pro- 
duction as a result of lowered 
advertising during the economic 
slump. 

But the cut-back in paper pro- 
duction in our area has been 
relatively insignificant and is not 
expected to last long. 

The Department of Commerce 
predicts that the demand for 
wood and paper will double soon 
after the turn of the century. 
That could be good news for 
Alabama. 

The south currently supplies 34

percent of the nation’s wood and 
it is expected to increase to 55 
percent by 2020. That plus the 
fact that two-thirds of Alabama 
is covered with timber, exceeded 
only by Oregon and Georgia in 
acreage, means the wood in- 
dustry in our state will be rolling 
in dollar bills as quickly as it rolls 
out newsprint, lumber and 
plywood. 


In our area there are already 
dozens of sawmills, many 
pulpwood woodyards, one of the 
largest papermills in the state and 
millions of acres of forest to sup- 
ply these industries. 

And, according to forestry 
department statistics, more than 
75 percent of those trees are 
privately owned. Most people in 
our area believe the major paper 
corporations own the majority of 
the land. According to forester 


David Stone, that’s because the 
timber owned by the paper cor- 
porations is so well managed. 

Stone says most people in our 
area don’t realize that the majori- 
ty of the forests are privately 
owned. He said this is because the 
approximately 20 percent of 
forestland owned by the paper 
corporations are well managed 
and highly visible. 


But, if the need for wood in- 
creases in the next few years as 
expected, many local landowners 
will probably explore the 
economics of tree-farming. 

It might be a few more years 
before we realize how valuable 
our wood resources are, but in- 
creased need for wood products 
probably means more money for 
the entire industry. All of which 
means a stronger economy for 
our state.

Miraculously, no one was 
seriously injured Tuesday morn- 
ing when a school bus overturned 
south of Summer Hill church. 

The bus had picked up more 
than half of its normal number of 
passengers on its route to the Col- 
umbiana schools when the acci- 
dent occurred. According to 
reports, the bus was going down 
a hill and into a curve when the 
right front tire went off the pav- 
ing onto the shoulder. When the 
driver pulled the bus back on the 
road, it crossed the left lane, went 
off the left shoulder and turned 
over on its side. 

Several of the 34 children on 
board received cuts and bruises. 
Those judged the most serious 
were taken to Shelby Memorial 
Hospital by ambulance. the other 
children were driven to the 
hospital in a second school bus 
that was brought to the scene. 

All were examined at the 
hospital by at least two physi- 
cians, many were X-rayed, and 
all but one were dismissed. The 
one who remained in the hospital 
was there for observation only. 

Parents in the community im- 
mediately learned of the accident 
and crowded into the hospital’s 
corridors and waiting rooms. The 
hospital staff, using their 
prepared disaster drill procedure, 
handled the influx of children 
and parents smoothly. 

When the hospital first learned 
of the accident, emergency room 
physician Dr. Marshall, Boone 
called in Dr. Tom Nolen to act as 
triage physician. Dr. Nolen met

the ambulances and the school 
bus, examining the children 
quickly to establish which ones 
needed attention first, which 
needed X-rays, etc. 

Other doctors in the hospital 
came to the emergency room as 
needed; nurses were pulled from 
duties in other sections of the 
hospital; the X-ray department 
operated all three of its machines 
at the same time; administrative 
and staff support personnel were 
on hand to expedite matters and 
to handle the press corps. The 
hospital social worker and Dr. 
and Mrs. Bob Davis, minister of 
the University Baptist Church in 
Montevallo counseled steadily 
with parents and children. 

Rebecca McGaughy, a retired 
teacher from Montevallo, was at 
the hospital for another purpose 
when the first call came in about 
the accident. She marveled at the 
speed and efficiency with which 
the staff was assembled and 
everything was put in readiness 
for handling the emergency. 

According to Mrs. Betty 
Sherer, Administrator of Nurs- 
ing, the only problem en- 
‘countered was in communication 
from the hospital to the scene of 
the wreck. She said the accident 
was too far away for good radio 
communication, and the hospital 
could not tell for some time the 
extent of the injuries. 

Mrs. Sherer said the children 
were ‘‘extremely calm and very 
well behaved.”’ ‘

Cotton gins crank up 


The first cotton ginned in the 
state may have been ginned in 
Shelby County Friday. 

Clyde Wyatt, owner of 
Harpersville Co-Op, reported 
that he had not heard of any 
other cotton that had been pro- 
cessed prior to Sept. 12. 

And the date was three weeks 
earlier than last year, Wyatt 
noted. 

The cotton which came from 
the fields of Harpersville grower 
Walter McCranie, produced 
three bales. 

When the first bale was weigh- 
ed, it tipped the scales at 556 lbs. 

Although he’s had bales weigh 
as much as 700 Ibs., Wyatt says 
that weight should be within the 
520-530 Ib. weight range. 

McCranie’s cotton, which is 
classified as Middling grade, will 


go for 92 cents a pound, the gin 
owner reported. 

The second load of cotton that 
was ginned at the co-op the same 
day belonged to John D. Kidd. 
He had five bales. 

On an average, Wyatt said that 
cotton is usually brought in to be 
ginned around Sept. 25. 

But County Extension Agent 
John Jones noted that unusually 
dry weather is resulting in an 
earlier harvest this year. 


**Harvesting will be in full sw- 
ing by the first of October,”’ 
Jones remarked, ‘‘whereas last 
year it was around Oct. 15.” 

There was the potential for a 
good crop, Jones reported, if 
there had been a fair amount of 
rain in August or early 
September. 


as being both realistic and viable 
and noted its $3000 surplus.

‘Strike street’ sparks 


Wilsonville controversy

A legal showdown could be in 
the making. 

Catalytic Inc. in Wilsonville, 
which operates on land owned by 
Alabama Power Company, 
recently decided to build a new 
access road from its plant to a 
street running through the Cen- 
tral Hills housing development. 

But the land fronting the street 
through the development is own- 
ed by Leon ‘‘Biddy’’ Lovett of 
Wilsonville. 

Lovett said he discovered one 
morning last week that road work 
was being done across his proper- 
ty. He said he told the workers 
that he owned the land that they 
were working on and asked them 
to stop. But the next day he 


found that the work had not 
stopped, 
Lovett then placed a cable 


across the road, complete with a 
no trespassing sign. No work has 
been done on his site since that 
time but that could change. 

“According to 
plant manager at Catalytic, there 
was apparently a misunderstan- 
ding over whether or not Lovett 
wanted the part of the road which 
crossed his land to be developed.

County food stamp program takes jump 


by David Armstrong 

Less than two years ago, ap- 
proximately 800 Shelby County 
families were using food stamps, 
Now, almost 2,500 are helped by 
the federal program. 

The big increase is due mainly 
to changes in the regulations 
which determine who qualifies 
for the program and the way the 
stamps are distributed, according 
to Susan Treadwell, director of 
the Shelby County department of 
pensions and securities. 

Until March of 1980, qualified 
persons were required to pick up 
their food stamps at the depart- 
ment’s office in Columbiana. But 
“last February, we had people

standing in lines outside our 
building and it was freezing,”’ 
Treadwell said. ‘‘We decided to 
let them all in the building and we 
really had a mess. We had police 
officers trying to keep order, but 
it was impossible,’’ she said. 

After that memorable day, 
Treadwell said she and the other 
workers in the department were 
ready to begin a new mailing pro- 
gram, 

The staff can now issue food 
stamps to persons with fewer er- 
rors and without the frantic rush 
at the first of every month. 

Recipients are also saving 
money because they don’t have to 
drive from their homes to the 
Columbiana office to pick up 
their food stamps. The new mail- 


- ing program is saving recipients 


time and money and preventing 
worker’s errors and headaches. 

Treadwell said other changes 
have caused more people to take 
the food stamps, also. 

Eligible persons used to have to 
pay a certain amount to get food 
stamps, According to Treadwell, 
the federal government’s theory 
was that if a person paid for 
something he would be more like- 
ly to use it. She said a person who 
would receive $4@:in,food stamps 
might pay $30 for them. ~ 

Now the recipients simply get 
the amount they are allowed 
without paying anything. Instead

of paying $30 for $40 worth, a 
person would just get $10 in food 
stamps, 

The average amount received 
by a family on the food stamp 
program is approximately $100, 
Treadwell said. The department 
is now sending out more than 
$250,000 worth of food stamps a 
month. 


With this money going through 
the mail it is hard to keep some of 
it from being lost -- either 
through mistakes or theft. 

Treadwell said when a person 
on the food stamp program 
reports their food stamps stolen 
or lost, they are then required to 
come to the center to receive their 
stamps, 

The attorney general’s office is 
now taking a role in the food 
stamp program’s moves to 
become more efficient. The chief 
law enforcement agency in the 
state is actively seeking persons 
who are in violation of food 
stamp regulations. 

Treadwell said she did not 
think anyone in Shelby County 
had been prosecuted for food 
stamp violations but there have 
been many cases prosecuted 
around the state for welfare 


Eligibility for food stamps is 
based on a household’s net mon- 
thly income. All households are 


allowed up to $1,750 in resources 
-- stocks, bonds and money in the 
bank. Up to $3,000 in resources is 
allowed if a household consists of 
two or more persons and at least 
one of them is 60 years old or 
older. 

A person living alone is allow- 
ed a maximum net income of 
$316 a month after deductions. 
The net income allowance in- 
creases for each additional per- 
son in the household. A family of 
four can have up to $621 a month 
in net income and still qualify, 
according to the program’s 
regulations. 

Food stamp applicants bet- 
ween 16 and 60 years old who are 
physically and mentally able must 
register for work. If someone in 
the household works, the 
household gets a special break. 
The household is allowed to sub- 
tract 20 percent of its earned in- 
come in figuring food stamp 
eligibility. According to the state 
department of pensions and 
securities, most food stamp 
households have at least one 
member who works, but usually 
for low wages. 

All households are allowed a 
standard $75 deduction from net 
income. Some elderly people may 
deduct certain medical expenses 
and they may qualify for deduc- 
tions for excessive housing ex- 
penses. 


Dry Valley citizens clarify rumors 


There are many false rumors 
circulating concerning annexa- 
tion into the City Limits. Con- 
cerned citizens of Dry Valley 
have met with both the City 
Council of Montevallo and the 
zoning Commission to obtain the 
correct informa..on. The follow- 
ing should clear up many of these 
rumors, 


1. The City of Montevallo is not 
trying to annex Dry Valley. Con- 
cerned citizens of Dry Valley 
have asked Montevallo if they 
would consider annexing parts of 
Dry Valley if the residents desired 
annexation, The city said they 
would accept Dry Valley in the 
City if the residents agreed. 

2. Approval for annexation by 
the residents would be provided 
by signed petitions or a vote of 
the affected area if a continuous 
piece of property to the existing 
city limits could not be ac- 
complished through signed peti- 
tions. 

3. No matter what you have 
heard or believe the fire depart- 
ment, police department, or 
rescue service will NOT respond 
to calls outside the city limits 
after February 1, 1981. You will 
effectively have no protection 
after this time, 

4, Without annexation, your 
home owner insurance rates will 
increase due to changes in your 
fire zone classification, Example: 
If you have a frame home insured 
at $30,000 the least amount of in- 
crease you would pay is $15, The 
increase could be $66, depending 
on fire zone class. The insurance 
rate on a brick home insured at 
$80,000 will be increased a 
minimum of $28, and the in- 
crease could go as high as $152, 
depending on zone. 

5. Your insurance rate increase in 
the majority of cases will offset 
or exceed any increase in proper- 
ty taxes. (Examples:) Homes now 
assessed at $10,000 pay $6 per 
year in property tax. This tax will 
go up by $7, if the area is annexed 
into the city, making the total an- 
nual tax $13. Homes now assess- 
ed at $90,000 pay $230 in proper- 
ty tax now. The increase with an- 
nexation would be $63, making a 


total annual property tax of $293. 
Taxes on a home assessed at 
$50,000 would be increased by 
$35, etc. 

6. If annexed to the city, the area 
would be zoned as agriculture-1. 
This means you can farm, ranch, 
or raise animals whether you 
have them now or not. You can 
sell your livestock now and 
replace it later, or at anytime. 
This is the least restrictive of zon- 
ing ordinances and essentially 
allows you to do what you are do- 
ing now or have plans to do. 
Copies available at city hall. 

7. If annexed, a grandfather 
clause prohibits the city from 
stopping you from doing 
anything on your property in 
violation of agriculture zoning 
that you are presently doing or 
have in place. 

8. About the only things in viola- 
tion of agriculture zoning would 
be the addition or replacement of 
mobile homes and/or starting a 
business other than normal 
agriculture businesses. Dairying 
is an accepted agricultural 
business. 

9, Existing mobile homes can re- 
main On the property. At the pre- 
sent time, these mobile homes 
cannot be replaced nor can new 
ones be added unless it is in an 
approved and designated mobile 
home park, 

10. The city has no plans to ex- 
tend city sewage to the Dry Valley 
area in the foreseeable future. it 
is too costly, 

11. Construction permits would 
be required for large, costly pro- 
jects. Maintenance on your 
buildings or minor projects done 
by yourself would not require 
permits, 

12. If annexed, free garbage pick- 
up would be provided and your 
basic water bill would be reduced 
by $1.00 per month, 

The zoning commission of 
Montevallo has agreed to meet in 
September and October to 
answer questions for Dry Valley 
residents, concerning zoning or- 
dinances involved with annexa- 
tion. If you have any questions to

annex you against your will,

stop it. Once incorporated we 
would not remain the same. A 
town government would have to 
be installed, salaries paid, taxes 
increased, ordinances passed, 
etc., etc., etc.!

In my 
opinion, there is no logical reason 
to become incorporated in any 
town, new or existing. Think 
about it, make up your own 
mind, and then please attend the 
public hearing to be held at the 
Camp Branch Community 
Center at 7:30 p.m. on Sept. 18.

Years ago I remember my 
mother canning jar after jar of 
garden vegetables. I remember 
her glowing look of pride and ac- 
complishment when she 
displayed her efforts to her 
friends. Their complimentary 
remarks taught me this was one 
way to prove you were ‘‘worth 
your salt.’’ Only several hundred 
jars would suffice to prove your 
‘self-worth’. 

I’ve always enjoyed gardening. 
Spring planting, growing season 
and even the harvest. I always im- 
agine these beautiful vegetables 
painted on canvas. There’s a 
rustic beauty about a basket of 
potatoes and even in the dying 
vines in autumn. I’ve always 
prepared the bounty of my 
garden for the freezer but 
without emotion. I did because it 
had to be done with no particular 
feeling of accomplishment. 

This summer I was determined 
to experience the feeling of 
satisfaction I saw in my Mama’s 
face. I was going to 
can...tomatoes. 

Thanks to the generosity of my 
mother-in-law and armed with 
her specific instructions I began 
to ‘‘prove my worth.”’ 

Tomatoes peel easier if given a 
hot bath. This done I speared the 
biggest tomato bobbing to the 
surface. Now you don’t hold a 
hot tomato very long before you 
let go. I did...it fell to the floor 
and skidded across the kitcen. A 
dropped tomato is like spilled 
milk, it goes everywhere. 

With tomatoes cooked, next 
the sterile jars were filled. 
Somehow more tomatoes ended 
up outside the jar than in. Sud- 
denly I heard the crunch of tires 
in the driveway. O, great, it’s my 
friend Gail, with me practically 
swimming in tomato juice, Worse 
yet, she knows all about cann- 
ing.’ 

From habit born out of years 
of friendship Gail always 
manages to knock and enter all in 


one gesture. It was too late to 
hide. 

‘What are you doing?’’ she 
asked eyeing my splatered kit- 
chen. 

“Canning tomatoes,”’ I loftily 
replied.

to telephone workers 


‘South Central Bell wants to 
remind its customers about its 
employee identification policy,” 
said Walter S. Schriest, Jr., 
district manager for the com- 
pany.

If it’s September 20, it’s dove hunting

Dove hunters prepare. 

On Saturday, Sept. 20, doves 
had better look out for flying 
pieces of lead. When the noon 
hour arrives in our area, anyone 
living near an open field might 
think they are under attack. Guns 
will be blasting away at what 
many hunters consider to be one 
of the most difficult birds to 
knock out of the sky. 


But doves aren’t the only ones 
to be on the lookout. Hunters 
themselves should take a good 
look at the laws governing the 
dove: season before the season 
opens. 

According to conservation of- 
| ficer Doyle Wood, many hunters 
Ds careless mistakes each year 

result in fines. One of the 
most:common is not purchasing a 
\ license, Wood said. 


Hunting licenses for this year 
expire the last day of September 
and Wood said it would be good 
for hunters to purchase a new one 
as soon as possible. The fine for 
hunting without a license is not 
less than $10 and not more than 
$25 with a minimum court cost of 
$29. That can add up to an ex- 
pensive hunting trip. 


Wood said another frequent 
and careless mistake that dove 
hunters make is forgetting to put 
the plug in their shotgun. 

‘‘When we go out in a field we 
check all of the guns to see if they 
will hold more than three shells. 
We jam those shelis pretty hard 
into the gun and if we get the 
fourth shell in, it’s a violation,”’ 
Wood said. 

Many of the plugs used by the 
hunters are nothing more than 
sticks and sometimes they rot. 


But no matter what the hunter’s 
excuse is, he is in violation of a 
law if a fourth shell can be in- 
serted. The fine for not having a 
plug in the gun is not less than 
$10 plus court costs. 


Baiting is a practice that many 
landowners use to get birds to 
come to their fields, Wood ex- 
plained. There are illegal and 
legal ways to prepare a field 
which will attract doves, he said. 

**A person can fix up a field 
which would be perfectly good 
and legal to shoot doves in,”’ ac- 
cording to Wood. 

One legal way to prepare a 
field for doves is to prepare a 
field for a wheat crop. That in- 
cludes preparing the ground for 
planting and spreading the wheat 
in a normal planting method. 

Another way is bush-hogging 
failing crops. But according to 


Wood, the most successful 
method he has seen is planting 
brown-top millet to use as hay. 
He said when the hay is gathered, 
much of the seed drops to the 
ground and that seed attracts 
doves. 

Wood pointed out that the 
hunter, not the landowner, is the 
one who receives the fine when 
hunting on baited fields. 

**I would suggest that a hunter 
going to a paid shoot go early and 
look over the field to see if it is 
baited,’’ Wood said. “‘If a person 
is caught hunting in a baited 
field, it dosn’t matter if he knew 
the bait was there or not,"’ he ex- 
plained. 

The fine for hunting in a baited 
field is left up to the court with 
most fines falling between $25 to 
$100 plus court cost.

12. Wood said hunters sometimes 
forget how many they have shot 
and it is just a careless mistake. 
Only good shots in a field with a 
lot of birds need worry about this 
regulation. 

He also said hunters hunting in 
groups often throw all of their 
birds into the same ice chest. ‘‘If 
there are more than 12 birds in 
that ice chest, the owner of the 
chest will be fined,’’ he said. But, 
if the hunters will but their birds 
in plastic bags with their names 
on them before placing them in 
the ice chest, their will be no pro- 
blems. The fine for posession of 
more birds than the bag limit is 
left up to the court. 

Wood said there are indica- 
tions that a good number of dove 
are in the area this season. The 
season is from noon until sunset, 
Sept. 20 through Nov. 5 -- then 
Dec. 19 through Jan. 10.

Bill King, executive director of 
BRHSA -- which must review and 
approve applications and then 
send them to the state health 
agency for approval before a 
health center can be built -- said 
the comments will be considered 
by the executive board of the 
agency in making their decision. 

The technical committee will 
make a recommendation this 
week to the executive board of 
the agency, which will meet next 
Tuesday at 3:30. The executive 
board will then make a recom- 
mendation to the State Health 
Planning and Development 
Board which will make the final 
decision on the matter. 

After representatives from the 
Baptist Medical Centers and the 
joint effort by Shelby Memorial 
and Brookwood Hospitals gave 
15 minute presentations on their 
proposed health facilities, com- 

ents from the crowd were ac- 
epted.

None criticised the plans to build 
a facility in the area. Many 
pointed to the need for easier ac- 
cess to emergency facilities and 
for general and family practi- 
tioners. 

Others spoke about the ex- 
cellent health care facilities of- 
fered by BMCs and Brookwood 
and Shelby Memorial Hospitals. 

Dr. G.J. Roscoe of Cooper 
Green Hospital in Birmingham 
said all three parties in the ap- 
plications have equipped 
themselves well for health care 
and he said they should both be 
allowed to open up a facility. He 
was One of several who expressed 
that opinion, 

However, BRHSA has said 
that at this time only one primary 
health care facility is needed 
along the 165 corridor in northern 
Shelby County. 

Ben Chenault of Riverchase 
said he if he were to decide bet- 
ween a Cadillac and a Chevrolet 
he would pick the Cadillac of 
health care. He said because of 
BMC’s facilities in Birmingham, 
they are the Cadillac. 

John Keith of St. Vincent’s 
Hospital asked about the legal 
relationship between Brookwood 
and Shelby Memorial since the 
first is a for-profit organization 
and the latter is supported by the 
county through taxes and is not- 
for-profit. 

Scott Athans, administrator 
for Brookwood Medical Center, 
said the two hospitals have an 
understanding spelled out in a 
memorandum.

Budget grows 


to % million 


A general funds budget of 
$482,300 for fiscal 1980-81 was 
adopted by Montevallo’s city 
council Monday night. 

The new budget, according to 
Councilman J.A. Borwn, chair- 
man of the city’s finance commit- 
tee, allows for a five percent 
across the board wage increase 
for all city employees. 

Although it is the largest 
budget in the city’s history, the 
increase over the previous year is 
one of the smallest increases in 
recent years. Mayor Ralph Sears 
noted that the increase is approx- 
imately six percent over the pre- 
sent general gunds budget. 

The city’s one percent sales tax 
accounts for the greatest amount 
of revenue accuring to the city. 
Privilege licenses are the next 
greatest revenue source. 

Public safety accounts for the 
largest expenditure. Police ex- 
pense and salaries total $145,000. 

In other action, Shelby County 
Asphalt Company was determin- 
ed to be the apparent low bidder 
on three proposed street paving 
projects. The firm bid $7,740 to 
resurface North Boundary Street 
between Main and Oak Streets; 
Middle Street between Main and 
Valley Streets and Valley Street 


Lime workers strike 


A strike that began just after 
midnight Tuesday still continues 
at the Longview Lime plant in 
Saginaw. 

There are reportedly 113 
workers from the lime plant and 
Southern Stone who are picketing 
outside the plant gates. 

Contract talks were called off 
Thursday according to Ken 
Roberson, the negotiator for 
Southern Stone, because he said 
the union had made no move 
toward accepting company of- 
fers. 

And the striking members of 
the local Steelworkers Union # 81 
admitted that instead of coming 
closer to an agreement, the union 
was losing ground. 

Although there were some 
tense moments at the beginning 
of the strike, there has not been 
any violence. 

The pickets are upset because 
the plant continues to operate 
during contract negotiations and 
because coal trucks are entering 
the plant and lime is being taken 
out. 

They say that ‘‘scabs’’ - non- 
union personnel - have been 
brought in to keep the plant run- 
ning. But Robert Ray, negotiator 
for SI Lime claims that only com- 
pany people are filling the jobs of 
the striking employees.

The, following day Ghly a fev 
deputies kept an eye on the plant. 

It has been reported that the 
company has hired guards from 
Shelby Securities to protect their 
property and to keep order. 

According to some of those on 
the picket line, this is the first 
time that workers at the 106 year 
old plant have ever struck for a 
wage increase. 

“*I figure that in the 25 years 
I've worked here, my _ raises 
would amount to less than 25 
cents a year,’’ remarked striker 
Walter Dowdell. 

A man who had worked at the 
plant 32 years declared that his 
hourly pay was only $5.38, and 
another employee with 25 years 
of service said he received $4.51 
per hour. 


Workers say they want a wage 
increase of between $1.50 and $2 
an hour, a two year instead of a 
three vear contract, insurance for 
total hospital coverage, a dental 
plan, and more vacation time. 


In the joint negotiations which 
have been held by Southern Stone 
and its sister company SI Lime, 
Roberson said that a 132% a 
year wage increase had been of- 
fered, figured on the base pay 
tate of workers. 


And that didn’t include any fr- 
inge benfits, he said. The 
negotiator reported that these in- 
cluded an increased pension plan 


and beneficial changes in in- 
surance, 
Roberson said that another 


meeting between the union and 
company was set for Wednesday.

Man admits Alabaster shooting 


A young mother of three 
children was killed Sunday after- 
noon in Alabaster. 

The body of Helen McCarter, 
age 26, was found in her mobile 
home on 12th street southeast, 
after Thomas Parker went to the 
Alabaster police station and con- 
fessed he had shot her.

proposed center. 

Although many called atten- 
tion to the outstanding health 
care offered by the hospitals in- 
volved, others said there was not 
really any major differences bet- 
ween the centers. 

Richard Duncan, a resident of 
northern Shelby County for four 
years, said he thought it was im- 
portant to note that Brookwood 
Medical Centers do not accept 
Medicaid. He said he didn’t like 
this because caring for persons 
who can’t afford health care 
might mean more taxes for 
Shelby County residents. 

Duncan pointed out that the 
Baptist Hospitals give health care 
to persons who need it regardless 
of their ability to pay. 

Doug Willey, a resident of 
Shoal Creek and Birmingham 
automobile dealer, said his 
business would bring approx- 
imately 100 families to the area in 
the next few years and he was 
concerned about the lack of 
emergency facilities. He said 
years ago he lost a_ brother 
because emergency facilities were 
too far from where he was in- 
jured and more recently he lost 
part of one of his fingers on a 
hunting trip because emergency 
care was too far away. 

Willey said he has stepped 
down as a board member of one 
hospital to become a member of 
the’ Baptist Hospital’s board 
because of the excellent job he 
thought the BMCs were doing. 

“I’m not a Baptist so I’m not 
here to impress my preacher,”’ 
Willey said. ‘‘I don’t have any 
axes to grind with Brookwood or 
Shelby Memorial but I think the 
Baptist Hospitals have the best 
health services available.’’ 

Many proponents of the 
Brookwood-Shelby application 
said they thought the location of 
the Shelby Memorial Hospital 
and the Brookwood Hospital 
would make their proposed 
center more accessible to in- 
patient care than the Baptist 
Hospitals. 

Dr. Stacy Childs, a urologist 
on the staff at Brookwood and 
Shelby Memorial Hospitals, said 
a good working relationship has 
been developed over the years 
between the staffs. The doctors 
who are on the staffs of these 
hospitals support the new health 
center and he raised the question 
of who would staff the Baptist 
center if it is approved. 

Although the BRHSA will con- 
sider the comments from the 
group in their decision, the 
details of what each group pro- 
poses to build will be the most 
important factor in which ap- 
plication is approved, if one is 
approved at all.

Territorial war rages on...

The people of northwesi 
Shelby County must be either 
amused or horrified at the battle 
currently going on over which 
doctors and which hospitals will 
get first rights to treat their 
bodies, 


Brookwood, Baptist Medical 
Centers and Shelby Memorial 
have all fought over them before, 
and now a new battle rages, this 
time with Shelby Memorial and 
Brookwood joining forces to 
fight off the Baptists. 

The growing population of the 
area is a lure, but the fact that the 
new population is considered to 
be quite affluent seems to be the 
real magnet for physicians and 
purveyors of health care. 

The battle began several years 
ago when the Birmingham 
Regional Health Services Agency 
put its foot down on building 


more hospital beds in the greater 
Birmingham area. Their position 
was that there were already more 
beds than needed, and some 
hospitals in less favored sections 
of the city did not have enough 
patients to pay the bills, Fill up 
these hospitals, rather than build 
more, was (and is) their stand. 
This keeps down the cost of 
health care for everyone, they 
said, 


With that, a stop was put to the 
hospital the Baptists had planned 
for several years to build in 
Riverchase. There is still a stop 
order on new hospital beds in the 
area. Shelby Memorial was 
allowed to add a few and is doing 
so in its current addition, 

Brookwood and the Baptists 
both approached Shelby 
Memorial with ideas to buy the 
hospital, but the board refused 
their advances, 


Now, a new element has 
entered the picture, with the 
BRHSA saying it would consider 
plans for a ‘primary health care 
center’ in census tract 303 
(generally called northwest 
Shelby County). 

This has led to the scramble. 
Whoever gets to build the center 
will have the immediate advan- 
tage in referring patients. 

Shelby Memorial did not want 
to pay out the millions it would 
take to build the center (doctors’ 
offices with emergency room 
capabilities) so to protect its 
future, decided to team up with 
Brookwood, 

Brookwood will advance the 
money for the building, and rent 
out the offices to doctors, most 
of whom are on the staffs of both 
hospitals. Shelby Memdrial 
would not be out any money, ac- 
cording to administrator Roland 
Bradford and the two hospitals 


would cooperate in serving the 
area. 

But the biggest advantage for 
Shelby Memorial, Bradford says, 
is that Brookwood has promised 
to back Shelby when more 
hospital beds can be built in 
Shelby County. In a 
‘memorandum of understanding’ 
signed by both hospital boards, 
Brookwood will support Shelby’s 
claim of up to 100 new beds and 
will not file an application for 
them. 

That would insure Shelby 
Memorial’s position as the best 
located hospital to serve Shelby 
County citizens, Bradford says. 

If the Baptists get to build the 
new center, it is thought they 
would eventually get approval to 
build their own hospital in River- 
chase and these beds would not 
be allotted to Shelby Memorial. 

By the end of next week a deci- 
sion is expected. 


Differences appear in hospital proposals

Although there are some 
similarities between the applica- 
tions for a primary health care 
facility from Baptist Medical 
Centers and Brookwood-Shelby 
Memorial Hospitals, there are 

also some big differences, 


One of the differences pointed 
out in a summary of the applica- 
tions released by the BRHSA'’s 
technical staff is what the two ap- 
plications would do for persons 
who cannot afford health care. 

The Brookwood-Shelby plan is 
to refer indigent patients to the 
‘“‘appropriate facility which 
receives funds for this type care.”’ 
For Shelby County residents, the 
county supported department of 
health or Shelby Memorial 
Hospital would be the 
‘appropriate facilities.”’ 

The Baptist application, 
however, says services will be 
available to persons regardless of 
their ability to pay. 

As for the facilities proposed 
by the two groups, Brookwood- 
Shelby expects to spend approx- 
imately $2.4 million on a 27,027 
square feet complex. 4,200 
square feet of the total area is a

Two choices for adding space 
for county workers were outlined 
Monday by county planner Paul 
Owens to the county commission.

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Thompson whips MHS 


A TV report Friday night 
posted the score of the 
Thompson-Montevallo game at 
62-0. The report was inaccurate. 

Thompson only won by a score 
of 34-6. Only? 

“They whipped us,’’ MHS 
head coach Richard Gilliam 
stated. ‘‘There’s no ather way of 
putting it.’’ 

Gilliam’s bright spot of the 
week was that the Bulldogs hit 
better than in their previous three 
losses. But the glimmer was dim. 

To the Bulldogs’ credit, 
Thompson didn’t score until five 
and a half minutes into the game. 
But after that the game was a 
controlled runaway with MHS 
feeding the potent Warrior of- 
fense with mistakes. 


An interception by Charlie 
Griffin at the THS 29 gave 
Thompson the ball midway 


through the first quarter and they 
set to driving. Fourteen plays 
later Arthur Johnson blasted in 
from the five. The PAT missed, 
but the die was cast. 

Early in the second quarter 
Johnson picked up a bouncing 
punt at his own 32 and ran it 68 
yards for a TD. Rod McDade 
scored the two point conversion 
and Thompson pulled away to 
14-0. 

Three minutes later Warrior 
QB Chuck Woody spotted Joe 
Glass all alone and lobbed him a 
pass good for 45 yards and 
another touchdown. John Dur- 
rett added the PAT. — 

Less than a minute later Glass 
recovered a fumble at 
Montevallo’s 19. One play later 
Woody waltzed it in from the 16. 
Durrett booted true and the score 
was suddenly 28-0. 


In the third quarter Warrior 
linebacker Rick Long snatched 
up a Montevallo fumble and 
dashed 15 yards for Thompson’s 
final score of the evening. 

On the first play of the fourth 
quarter, McDade and Bulldog 
Scott Studdard wrestled with a 
David Melsoni bomb and 
McDade won. Thompson moved 


the interception out from the 11 
but fumbled on the Montevallo 
33 and J.J. Moore recovered. 

Melsoni, just off the injury list, 
moved the "Dogs down to the 18 
where Howard Gaddis came in 
and relieved at QB. On the next 
play Gaddis dropped back ala 
Statue of Liberty play; Tim Jones 
did the cherry pickin’ and ran it 
in fora TD. The PAT missed and 
that was that. 

Had Warrior Arthur Johnson 
played more than two quarters 
and a few plays, the score might 
have been a little closer to the 
false television report. Then 
again, Johnson, who averages 
roughly 200 yards and 20 carries 


per game, only picked up 53 
yards in ten carries against 
Montevallo. 


As it was, Thompson scored 
plenty enough points to remain 
undefeated at 4-0, and plenty 
enough points to drop MHS to 
0-4, 

Thompson football mentor 
Larry Simmons noted that he got 
to play a lot of boys but added 
that he was still looking for more 
consistency in the Warriors’ 
overall performance, especially 
on defense. 


‘IT was glad to win,’’ Simmons 
said. ‘‘] thought coach Gilliam’s 
players stayed in there and show- 
ed no signs of quitting.”

Gilliam said his offensive 
guards and tackles played their 
best game yet.

This week the ’Dogs join the 
winless Hornets to take part in 
homecoming at Chelsea. Mean- 
while, Thompson plays Shelby 
County for the first of six straight 
area games.
